ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council : 

By the expressed will of our fellow-citizens we 
are selected to administer the municipal affairs of 
our city for the coming year, and, in accordance 
with the requirements of the City Charter, we have 
assembled here, and having taken upon ourselves 
the obligation to perform the trusts confided to us, 
let us discharge them with strict fidelity to that 
obligation. 

I congratulate you on the general prosperity of 
our city, and its material advancement in wealth and 
population. Let us endeavor to do nothing in the 
coming year which shall tend to cripple the one 
or retard the other. I think our population has in- 
creased more than two thousand per year for the 
last two years, and now numbers fully sixty-four 
thousand, while our assessed valuation has increased 
from $41,102,015.00, in 1880, to $42,785,734.00, in 
1881, an increase of $1,683,719.00. Our industries 
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are yearly becoming more varied, thus insuring a 
more regular advancement and steadier progress. 

We should so expend the large amounts which 
will be necessary to meet the ordinary and extra- 
ordinary expenses of the coming year, that the city 
shall receive the full value of the outlay, and I 
think we should be extremely cautious about in- 
augurating anything requiring an additional outlay, 
being first certain that it is an imperative necessity, 
as our present debt must be largely increased by 
what has already been passed upon by the last City 
Council. I have no doubt that your judgment and 
discretion will so shape our expenditures that it 
will be for the best interest of the whole city, and 
to that end I shall cordially co-operate with you. 
In compliance with the City Charter, and following 
the usual custom, I will call your attention to the 
different departments into which the business of the 
city is divided, and offer such suggestions and rec- 
ommendations as, in my judgment, would be bene- 
ficial ; and foremost in these departments is that of 
Public Schools. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

One of the largest appropriations which } T ou 
will be called upon to make, will be for this de- 
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partment. This appropriation, although expended by 
another branch of government independent of the 
City Council, should be commensurate with the 
growing educational needs. Our schools are in 
good condition, and will compare favorably with 
those of other manufacturing cities. There has been 
a large accession to our population during the past 
year, of children and young men and women who 
do not speak our language, and many of whom are 
unable to read or write in their own. There has 
been an evening school opened for the benefit of 
such of these as are from eighteen to twenty years 
of age, in the old ward room in Ward Five, 
where the attendance has only been limited by 
the restricted accommodations the Committee have 
been able to furnish ; and 1 would recommend that 
suitable places be provided for all such who may 
wish to improve the opportunity ; they are over 
the age when obliged by law to attend school, and 
should have all the encouragement possible, to the 
end that they become good citizens. 

The number of children in our city between 
the ages of five and fifteen years was, by the cen- 
sus taken in May last, ten thousand and twenty- 
four, showing an increase over the previous } 7 ear 
of nine hundred and three, as against an increase 


in 1879 °* seven hundred and twenty-eight, and in 
1878 of two hundred and ninety-three. 

By wards, there were last May, of children 
between five and fifteen years,

The schools in Ward Three are very much 
crowded, and more room will be needed. 

The appropriation for public schools last year, 
with unexpended balance from the year 1880, in- 
cluding receipts into the treasury on account of 
schools, was $159,767.35 ; expended, $159,767.35 ; 
leaving no unexpended balance. 

SCHOOL-HOUSES. 

There have been erected, during the past year, 
two new school-houses, one in Ward Four, the 
other in Ward Two, taking the place of two old 
ones disposed of the present number being the same 
as last year, forty four, but of increased capacity. 

Owing to the large increase in the number of 
children in Y\ ard Three, the accommodations there 
are insufficient, and more room will be needed, and 
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I would recommend that a school-house be built in 
that ward the coming year of sufficient size and 
so located as to best relieve the schools that are 
overcrowded. 

I know of no other necessary outlay except for 
ordinary repairs.

CITY LIBRARY. 

The value of this institution is yearly becoming 
better appreciated by our citizens. The very effi- 
cient management of the past few years has placed 
it in a very flourishing condition, and I would rec- 
ommend great care in selecting Directors that they 
shall be men whose qualifications and tastes fit 
them for the position. I would also recommend 
that the election of the Librarian be placed in the 
hands of the Directors, by whom the efficiency^ of 
the officer can be more readily? ascertained, and the 
qualifications necessary be better understood. 

The mew catalogue is an important undertaking, 
and will be of great value to the city? when com- 
pleted. . It is being constructed upon the most ap- 
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proved scientific plan, and is being carefully and 

thoroughly done. The Chairman of the Catalogue 

Committee closely superintends the work, and the 
Librarian ably seconds his efforts. If the Directors 
could be chosen for three years, two to retire each 
year, I think it would be of great advantage to the 
library.

ROADS AND BRIDGES. 

Good streets are required for the safety and 
comfort of public travel, and for the beauty, con- 
venience and attractiveness of our city. I think the 
system of macadamizing, adopted two years since, 
the correct one for all streets except those on which 
there is a large amount of heavy teaming, and as 
it becomes necessary, these should be paved with 
small granite blocks, as they are the cheapest, per- 
manence being considered, of anything so far tried, 
making an equally good pavement. Our sidewalks, 
tor the last few years, have been mainly construct- 
ed oi concrete. I have always doubted the wisdom 
ot this. The sidewalk is built by the city, the 
abutter paying its cost, after which it is maintained 
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at the expense of the city. There is but little dif- 
ference in the first cost between brick and con- 
crete, but a very large difference in the cost of 
maintenance. A good brick walk will undoubtedly 
last twice as long as a concrete one, and is much 
more easily repaired ; therefore I think it for the 
interest of the city to build its walks of brick ; 
but if the City Council should decide otherwise, 
would it not be advisable for the city to lay its 
own concrete, as I think a saving could be made 
thereby ? 

There was a resolution passed by the last City 
Council, for the building of a bridge, called the 
Aiken Street Bridge, across the Merrimack River, 
with approaches to the same, on which work has 
already been commenced. The completion of this 
undertaking, the estimated cost of which is two 
hundred thousand dollars, will devolve on this City 
Government. A resolution has also been passed to 
rebuild and widen Central Bridge, at an estimated 
cost of one hundred thousand dollars, but as this 
is not to be done until the Aiken Street Bridge is 
open to travel, it will probably be carried to another 
year. 

There were two projects before the last City 
Council for bridging the Concord River and laying 
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out of streets from Lawrence to High and Nesmith 
Streets, the estimated expense of one of which, from 
near the American Bolt Company’s works to Nesmith 
Street, was $50,000. I am not aware that any es- 
timate has been made for the other, which is in 
connection with a proposed public park, offered to 
the city by the Misses Rogers under certain con- 
ditions, of which the building of this bridge and 
laying out the street in connection with it is one. 
On these several measures you will be called to 
take some action. 

At the municipal election, by a vote of 1195 
to 126, the incoming City Council was instructed to 
take measures and enforce the Betterment Act to all 
bridges and approaches that may be built across the 
Merrimack and Concord Rivers. 

There have been laid, during the past year, 
14,729 square yards of granite paving, of which 
10,000 yards were new, and 4,729 yards were old 
large blocks made over into smaller ones. They 
were laid in the following streets: Central, Merri- 
mack, Market, Salem and Pawtucket. 

There have been set, during the year, 17,639 
lineal feet of granite curb stone, and 5,806 square 
yards of concrete laid. 

The following streets have been laid out and 
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accepted : Aiken, from Hall to River ; Twelfth, 
from Bridge to Methuen ; New, from Crosby to 
Lyon; South Canton, from Princeton to Westford; 
Porter, from Princeton to Westford; Powell, from 
Liberty to Chelmsford ; School, from Liberty to 
Mason; Mason, from School to Powell; Blossom, 
from Gorham to West; Stackpole, from Alder to 
East Merrimack; and Fayette, from East Merrimack 
to Bartlett. 

I would recommend that Gorham Street be paved 
from the engine house to the southerly line of the 
Boston & Lowell Railroad, and that Middlesex Street, 
from Boston, Lowell & Concord Railroad to Davis 
& Sargent’s mills; Merrimack Street, from the Post 
Office to Concord River, and Middlesex Street, op- 
posite the Appleton Company’s property, be relaid 
with small paving, working over the large blocks. 

The amount from all sources credited to this 
department for the year 1881 was $125,502.41; all 
of which has been expended. 

SEWERS AND DRAINS. 

The drainage of our city is a matter of pri- 
mary importance, and, as heretofore, will involve a 
large expenditure. The large amount of drainage 
matter which, previous to the introduction of city 
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water, did not pass into our sewers, but now, to a 
very large and constantly increasing extent, does 
find its way there, as well as the building up of 
new localities, make it necessary, for the health and 
well-being of our city, that suitable main sewers 
should be constructed, of such size and with out- 
lets at such points as shall prevent them from be- 
coming nuisances. And I would especially call your 
attention to the sewer recommended to the last City 
Council by the Committee on Sewers and Drains, to 
drain the territory now drained by Hale’s Brook 
and Concord River, portions of which brook and 
river are fast becoming a public nuisance and a 
discredit to the cleanliness of our city. 

I think the large amount necessary to carry 
this into effect would necessitate a loan. There 
have been laid during the past year 5,609 7-10 feet 
of brick sewer, and 10,729 5-10 feet of sewer pipe, 
making a total of 16,339 2-10 feet, or three and 
nine-tenths miles. 

The expenditures for this department during 
the year were $82,856.15, and there is no balance 
remaining. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

Ihe city, in the death of the efficient Superin- 
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tendent of Public Buildings, in November last, has 
lost a valuable officer. Honest, faithful in all things 
and well tried, his death will long be mourned. 
During the last year a ward room and engine house 
have been erected in Ward Five, at a cost of 
about fourteen thousand dollars. Huntington Idall 
has been remodelled to give better stage accom- 
modations, at a cost of between five and six thou- 
sand dollars. 

A new ward room will be needed in Ward 
One in the near future, but whether, owing to our 
other large expenditures, it should be built this 
year, I leave to the judgment of the City Council. 

Total amount credited to this department for 
the year 1881, $26,883.02, all of which has been 
expended.

‘FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Every class of society has an interest in a good, 
well-arranged Fire Department; such a department I 
think we have, all parts working in harmony, and 
our citizens feel that they have all the assurances 
of safety that a well-organized and equipped depart- 
ment can give. One new horse hose carriage has 
taken the place of an old one, which is kept in 
reserve; otherwise the equipment is the same as last 
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year. There have been no very large fires during 
the year, that at Harris’s harness shop being the 
largest, the loss being about twenty thousand dol- 
lars, on which there was but four thousand dollars 
insurance The whole number of fire alarms was 
ninety-one, and the total loss was $34,327, of which 
$17,327 was paid by insurance companies. 

The Lighting of Streets is under the charge of 
this department. The whole number of street lights 
is ten hundred and one, of which seven hundred 
and ninety-four are gas, and two hundred and seven 
fluid. There have been thirty fluid and thirty-one 
gas lights added, and nine gas substituted for fluid, 
during the year.

POLICE. 

The Police Department, for the past year, has 
been generally in a very satisfactory condition. Its 
discipline is good, and, with few exceptions, the 
men have performed their duties satisfactorily. I 
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think our Police Force, as a whole, will compare 
favorably with that of any city in the Common- 
wealth. The Marshal and officers under him are 
entitled to special commendation for their efforts to 
perform their duties faithfully and impartially. The 
force now consists of seventy-one men, fifty-eight 
regulars and thirteen supernumeraries, having been 
increased by the addition of seven men during the 
past year, and is now sufficiently large. I would 
recommend that a small station house, having two 
or three cells, be built on the city land near the 
city stables, at as small a cost as is consistent with 
security, in which arrested parties can be placed for 
the night, thus obviating the necessity of the watch- 
man leaving his beat exposed for so long a time 
as it takes to conve}' the prisoner to the present 
station. Others are needed in the vicinity of Chapel 
Hill, in Centralville, Belvidere, and the Highlands, 
but the necessity for these is not pressing.

PAUPERS. 

The pool* are always with us ? some from 
causes beyond their control, others from negligent 
habits and general improvidence, and still a larger 
class from that curse of the human race, intemper- 
ance; but whatever the cause, we are called upon 
and bound b} T the common feelings of humanity to 
see that they do not suffer for the necessaries of 
life, and propel' care and treatment in sickness and 
old age, and Christian burial when they pass away. 
It has been suggested that the insane paupers, part 
of whom are now cared for at the City Almshouse, 
and the rest at the State institutions at the city’s 
expense, could all be accommodated at our Alms- 
house, largely to the city’s advantage. This would 
necessitate an addition to the present building, or 
the erection of a new one. I think in the end it 
would be a saving, and would recommend that the 
City Council give it their early attention. 

The City Farm has had its usual good atten- 
tion, and the buildings are in good repair, although 
not as conveniently arranged as they would be if 
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built at the present time. The heating is now done 

by stoves, and as it requires quite a number for the 

different buildings, it increases the risk of fire, and 

I would recommend that steani be substituted.

PUBLIC HEALTH. 

The sanitary condition of our city has not been 
what we would like it. Although we have had ho 
epidemic, the mortality has been too large, though 
perhaps not larger than that of other cities with 
the same proportion of confined, laboring popula- 
tion. Our system of sewerage is not yet perfect, 
and we may hope for some relief as this is im- 
proved; but overcrowded, poorly-lighted, and badly- 
arranged and ventilated tenement houses, and the 
filth incident thereto, cause diseases that are espe- 
cially fatal among young children; and these, with 
diseases caused and augmented by the immoderate 
use of intoxicating liquors, produce like results 
among adults. Anything which will tend to im- 
prove the one or check the other, will be a bless- 
ing to our city.

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The gentlemen composing the Board of Health, 
I think, have performed their duties faithfully, and, 
so far as they could with the powers and means 
in their control, effectively; but some of the main 
causes of the sanitary condition are beyond their 
reach, although the mortality has undoubtedly been 
lessened by what they have been able to do. and 
they should be supported in their efforts to still 
further reduce it, as the public health is our greatest 
blessing and security.

COMMONS. 

There seems to be a general movement on all 
sides of our city for public parks. I do not think 
that the city has attained that size and density of 
population that requires large open spaces to be laid 
out at considerable expense, for the public health 
and comfort, as twenty minutes* walk in some di- 
rection will take any one into the countrv from 
almost any part oi the citv. We have two com- 
mons that would seem to be all tf^t the city needs 
at present, and I have no doubt that when others 
are required there will be land enough at moderate 
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cost to supply the want. There has been a foun- 
tain placed in the North Common the pa^t year, but 
not fully completed. I would recommend that the 
South Common, opposite the jail, be graded down 
along the line of Thorndike and Highland Streets, 
so that the sidewalks shall not be dangerous, and 
do away with the steps at that point. 

The amount from all sources credited to this 
department for the year 1SS1 was $3,905.61. all of 
which has been expended. 

LICENSE LAW. 

By an act of the Legislature the citizens of 
Lowell, with the other cities in the Commonwealth, 
were required to vote yes or no on the question. 
66 Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors in this city?" 

If the vote had been 6i no," then the Mayor and 
Aldermen could only grant licenses to druggists and 
apothecaries, for medicinal, mechanical and chemical 
purposes; if “yes,*' it left it to their discretion to 
grant others or not. This city, at the election De- 
cember 13, voted ‘‘yes' 5 by two hundred and eight 
majority, as returned by the City Clerk, although a 
considerable number of illegal no " ballots, which

were cast but thrown out, if counted according to 


the evident intention of the voter, would have ma- 
teriallv reduced, if not entirely overcome, that ma- 
jority. It is thus left to the judgment of the Mayor 
and Aldermen whether to grant licenses or not. 

1 think we all agree as to the evil of intem- 
perance, but we may honestly disagree as to the 
best means of diminishing it; and let the decision 
of the Board be for or against granting licenses, I 
hope, and have confidence to believe, that the} 7 will 
use great care as to whom such licenses are granted, 
if to any one, and that there shall be as little vio- 
lation as possible of the laws regulating the sale 
of intoxicating liquors. 

There has been great complaint that apothe- 
caries, licensed to sell only for medicinal, mechan- 
ical and chemical purposes, have violated the letter 
and spirit of the law, and, in many cases, are in 
reality more of dram-sellers than apothecaries. So 
far as this should prove true, their licenses should 
be revoked, and they should be dealt with with all 
the vigor of the law. Their license is for a nominal 
sum. and in violating it they also defraud the city. 

WATER WORKS. 

A High Ser vice System, for the supply of those 
parts of our city not reached by the old works, 
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was begun, and nearly completed, during the past 
year, a loan of seventy-five thousand dollars having 
been made for that purpose, which will be suffi- 
cient to finish the work. There has been paid or 
contracted for, on this account, sixty-two thousand 
dollars, which includes nearly all the labor and ma- 
terial required. Our Water Works are now in a sat- 
isfactory condition, and bid fair to pay the running 
expenses and interest on the water debt by 1886. 
There will be some extensions of mains needed this 
year, but not more than we may expect every year, 
for many years to come, if our city continues to 
prosper as in the past.

FINANCE. 

The balance remaining in the City Treasury Dec. 
31st, 1880, was $21,309.78, as against $51,472.35, 
Jan. 1st, 1881. 

The net ordinary debt of the city Dec. 31st 
1881, was $427,329.25, as against $482,556.30, Jan. 
1st of that year, a reduction in the ordinary city 
debt of $55,227.05. This has been accomplished . 
by the maturing and payment of a loan, and the 
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accumulation of sinking funds. The reduction in 
the total net debt of the city the past year was 
$23,748.0 2. I can see no way to avoid increasing 
our ordinary citv debt the present year, neither do 
I think we can reduce taxation, if we would meet 
the needs of the treasury, and keep the different de- 
partments in necessary funds. I regard it as poor 
policy to shirk necessary expenditures, that will only 
increase by delay, in order to make a favorable 
showing at the end of the year.

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JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 


1. In the month of January joint standing committees shall 
be appointed as follows : 

A Committee on Accounts. 

A Committee on Claims. 

A Committee on Education. 

A Committee on Finance. 

A Committee on the Fire Department. 

A Committee on Lands and Buildings. 

A Committee on Military Affairs. 

A Committee on Ordinances and Legislation. 

A Committee on Printing. 

A Committee on Streets. 

Each committee shall consist of two Aldermen and three mem- 
bers of the Common Council, except the Committee on Streets, 
which shall consist of two Aldermen and five members of the 
Common Council. 

2. Each board shall, in such manner as it may determine, 
select its own members for any joint committee. 

3. In all joint standing committees, except that on Finance, 
the member first named in the Board of Aldermen shall be 
chairman ; of the Committee on Finance, the member first named 
in the Common Council shall be chairman ; and in all joint special 
committees, the member first named in the board where the 
business originates, shall be chairman, and shall call the committee 
together. 

4. The reports of all committees, signed by a majority of the 
members, shall be made to the board in which the business referred 
originated. 
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f». Xo committee shall act by separate consultation, and no 
report shall be received unless agreed to in committee actually 
assembled. 

0. It shall be the duty of every joint committee (the Com- 
mittee on Streets excepted) to whom any subject may be 
specially referred, to report thereon within five weeks, or ask 
for further time. 

7. The by-laws of the city shall be termed Ordinances ; the 
enacting clause of which shall be — “Be it ordained by the City 
Council of the City of Lowell, as follows.” 

8. An ordinance may originate in either board, and shall be 
considered in three several stages. It shall first be read for 
information, and the question shall then be on ordering it to a 
second reading, but if it has not previously been in the hands of 
some joint committee it shall first be so referred. When reported 
back, the recommendations of the committee shall first be acted 
on. If it shall then be ordered to a second reading, it shall next 
be examined by a standing committee of that board, who shall 
see that it is drawn in proper form. When returned by such 
committee, the question shall be on ordering it to be enrolled. 
If so ordered, it shall then be sent to the other board, where the 
same order of proceeding shall be observed. When it has been 
ordered by both branches to be enrolled, it shall be enrolled by 
the Clerk of the Common Council, and shall be by him submitted 
to the proper committee of that board, to ascertain if it has been 
correctly enrolled. If so reported, the question shall be on pass- 
ing it to be ordained. If it shall so pass, it shall be signed by 
the President of the Common Council and be sent to the Board 
of Aldermen, where it shall take a like course. If passed to be 
ordained in that board, it shall be signed by the Chairman of 
the Board of Aldermen, and be sent to the Mayor for his 
approval. 

9. Every joint resolution shall be read in the board in which 
it is introduced, and the question shall be upon ordering it to a 
second reading. If so ordered, the question shall then be upon 
its passage. If passed, it shall be sent to the other board, where 
the order of proceeding shall be the same. When passed by 
both boards, the resolution, shall be presented to the Mayor for his 
approval, and when the same shall be in force, shall be enrolled by 
the Clerk of the Common Council, and when found correctly en- 
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rolled as provided in the ease of an ordinance, it shall he signed bv 
the President of the Common Council and the Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, and be presented to the Mayor for his signa- 
ture, if lie approved the original. 

10. Joint orders shall require but one reading, and when 

adopted shall be sent to the Mayor for his approval, except 
when they relate to a question of a convention of the two 
branches, or the election of any officer. 

11. An ordinance may be rejected in any stage, but may not 
pass through all its stages in the same day. 

12. Every appropriation of money exceeding fifty dollars, 
shall be by resolution. 

13. Each board shall transmit to the other all papers on 

which any ordinance, joint resolution, or order, shall be founded ; 
and all papers on their passage between the two boards shall be 
under the signature of their respective clerks, except ordinances 
and joint resolutions in their last stage, which shall be signed 
by the presiding officers. If papers come before either board 
which have been duly acted upon in either board, the presiding 
officer shall so state without reading the endorsements of the 
clerk, unless the latter are called for. 

14. All enrolled ordinances shall be written in a fair and 

legible hand, without interlineations or erasures, and no enrolled 

ordinance or resolution shall be amended. 

15. When either board does not concur with the other in 
any ordinance or resolution sent from the other, notice of such 
non-concurrence shall be given by a written message. 

16. In any case of non-concurrence, each board may appoint 
a Committee of Conference. Such committee shall consist, in 
each case, of three members who support the vote of their own 
board. These two committees may meet jointly or separately, 
and a majority of each shall decide its action. 

IT. Ho committee shall enter into any contract with any of 
its members, or purchase, or authorize the purchase of, any 
article therefrom. 

18. Ho chairman of any committee shall audit or approve 
any bill or account against the city, for any supplies or services 
which shall not have been ordered or authorized by the com- 
mittee. 

19. All reports and other papers submitted to the City 
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Council shall he written in a fair hand, without endorsement, 
except in ease of the introduction of an order. In sueh ease 
the member introducing an order shall subscribe his name at the 
bottom of the back of the order. All other endorsements upon 
the hack of papers shall be made by the elerks, and the clerks 
of the boards respectively shall, on seasonable notice, make 
eopies of any papers to be reported by committees, at the 
request of the respective ehairmen thereof. 

‘JO. No business shall be transacted by the City Council in 
Convention, exeept such as shall have been previously agreed 
on, unless by unanimous eonsent. 

21. After the annual appropriations shall have been passed, 
no subsequent expenditure shall be authorized for any objeet, 
unless provision for the same shall be made by a speeifie trans- 
fer from some of the appropriations contained in the annual 
resolution, or by expressly creating therefor a eity debt ; but no 
sueli debt shall be created unless the resolution authorizing the 
same pass by the affirmative votes of two thirds of the whole 
number of eaeh braneh of the City Council, said votes to be 
taken by yeas and nays, excepting in case of appropriations for 
the providing of armories for the use of military companies, for 
the celebration of holidays, and for other purposes of a publie 
nature, when a vote of two thirds of the members of each 

braneh of the City Couneil present and voting shall be suffi- 
cient, but the amount of sueh appropriations named in this 

elause shall not exeeed one fiftieth part of one per cent, of 
the valuation of the eity for the same year. 

‘22. In ballotings in joint Convention, blanks shall not be 

eounted. 

23. Either board may propose to the other a time to whieh 
both will adjourn ; and neither shall adjourn without giving- 
notice to the other of its intention. 

24. Reports of city officers, after being presented, shall 
remain in the offiee of the City Clerk two weeks before being- 
printed. 

25. These rules may be suspended for a speeifie purpose, or 
amended, whenever twenty-two members of a joint Convention 
of the two branches shall so direct, or whenever a joint order 
to that effect shall be passed by the votes of six members of 
the Hoard of Aldermen and sixteen members of the Common 
Council. 


RULES AND ORDERS OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


1. At the appointed time the presiding officer shall take the 
chair, and on the appearance of a quorum, proceed to business. 

2. The order of business shall be as follows : 

First — At all regular meetings, the journal of the last regular 
meeting, and all intervening meetings of the board, shall be 
approved without reading, unless the reading be called for 
by some member of the board. 

Second — Petitions and similar papers. 

Third — Appointments, elections, etc. 

Fourth — New business, - which unless otherwise ordered will take 
its place at the foot of the Orders of the Day. 

Fifth — Orders of the Day, consisting of unfinished business of 
the last previous meeting, papers from the Common Council, 
and such matters as have been introduced as new business. 
By a vote of six members, any matters in the Orders of the 
Day may at any time be taken up for immediate consideration. 

3. The presiding officer shall decide all points of order, subject 
to appeal. He may read while sitting, but must rise to put a 
question. He shall allow debate on a question until the vote 
has been declared, but not on the verification of a vote ; and on 
the demand of two members shall take every vote by yeas and 
nays. 

4. When a question is under debate, the presiding officer shall 
receive no motion but to adjourn, to take up a special assignment, 
to lay on the table, to postpone to a day certain, to commit, to 
amend, or to postpone indefinitely. These several motions shall 
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have precedence in the foregoing order, and debate upon any of 
I hem shall be confined to the actual motion and shall not go into 
the merits of the main question, except on amendment. 

5. When a vote has passed, except for adjournment or to lay 
on the table, any member voting with the majority may move a 
reconsideration to be acted upon at the same meeting. Any 
member voting with the minority may move a reconsideration 
to be acted upon at the next meeting, which latter motion 
shall have priority if made before the motion first mentioned 
shall have been decided. No motion shall be twiee reconsidered. 

0. No member shall be interrupted while speaking but by a 
call to order, or for the correction of a mistake ; nor shall there 
be any conversation among the members while a paper is being 
read or a question stated from the chair. 

7. When any member is about to speak in debate, he shall 
rise in his place and respectfully address the presiding officer, 
shall confine himself to the question under debate, and avoid 
personality. 

8. In the month of January, the following committees shall be 
appointed : 


A Committee on Bills in Second Reading. 

A Committee on Commons. 

A Committee on Enrollment. 

A Committee on Licenses. 

A Committee on Lighting Streets. 

A Committee on Police. 

A Committee on Repairs of Streets. 

A Committee on Sewers. 

A Committee on Weights and Measures. 

The Committees on Licenses, on Police, and on Sewers shall 
consist of three members each ; the other committees shall be 
composed of two each. 

1L Every member present shall be held obliged to vote on all 
questions, and not to leave without permission if his presence is 
necessary to make a quorum. 

HL The clerk shall prepare for the use of the board a copy of 
the Orders of the Day, to which shall be added a list of matters 
laid on the table or postponed to a day certain. 
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11. When a reference is proposed to more than one committee, 
the question shall first be upon a standing committee of the Board, 
then a special committee, then a joint standing committee, and last 
a joint special committee. 

12. These rules may be amended or suspended whenever two 
thirds of the members present may so vote, but a motion to amend 
shall not be made and finally acted upon at the same meeting. 

13. All petitions for the appointment or removal of police 
officers and watchmen, shall, before any action thereon is taken 
by the Board, be referred to the Committee on Police. 

14. All nominations of persons to serve as police officers and 
watchmen, shall, before action thereon by the Board, be referred to 
the Committee on Police, who shall report upon such nominations 
at or before the next regular meeting after such reference. 
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RULES AND ORDERS OF THE 



1. The President shall take the chair precisely at the hour 
appointed for the meeting, call the members to order, and within 
ten minutes (or sooner if a quorum be present) he shall cause 
the roll to be called and the names of the absentees recorded. 
The first business after the roll call, shall be the approval of the 
records of the previous meeting, which shall be approved without 
reading, unless their reading be called for by some member. In 
the absence of the President, the oldest member present shall call 
the Council to order, and preside until a President pro tempore be 
chosen. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum ; may speak to points 
of order in preference to other members, rising from his seat for 
that purpose ; and shall decide questions of order, subject to an 
appeal to the Council by any member. 

8. He shall rise to address the Council, to state facts, but may 
put questions, or read, sitting. 

4. He shall declare all votes ; but if a vote be doubted, the 
President shall, without further debate, require the members 
voting in the affirmative and negative to rise and stand until 
they are counted, and he shall declare the result. 

5. He may call any member to the chair, but such substitu- 
tion shall not extend beyond an adjournment ; and when out of 
the chair the President may express his opinion on any subject 
under debate, and he shall not resume the chair while the same 
question is pending. 

6. All questions shall be propounded in the order in which 
they are moved, unless the subsequent motion be previous in its 
nature. 
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7. After a motion is stated by the President, it shall be dis- 
posed of by a vote of the Couneil, unless the mover withdraw 
it before a deeision or amendment. 

8. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order; that and 
the motion to lay on the table, shall be decided without debate. 

i). The previous question shall be in this form : “ Shall the 
main question be now put?” It shall only be admitted when 
demanded by a majority of the members present ; and, until it 
is decided, shall preelude all amendment and further debate of 
the main question. 

10. The yeas and nays shall be taken on any question upon 
the request of one third of the members present. 

11. When two or more members happen to rise at the same 
time, the President shall name the member who shall speak first. 

12. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver 
any matter to the Couneil, he shall rise in his plaee, and respeet- 
fully address the presiding officer, eonfining himself to the ques- 
tion under debate, and avoid personality. 

13. No member shall be mentioned in debate by his name, 
but may be described by the place he sits in, or such other 
designation as may be intelligible and respectful. 

14. No member speaking shall be interrupted by another, but 
by a call to order or to correct a mistake. If any member, in 
speaking or otherwise, transgress the rules of the Couneil, the 
President shall, or any member may, eall him to order ; in 
which ease the member so called to order shall immediately sit 
down, until the question of order is decided. If the deeision be 
in favor of the member called to order, he shall be at liberty to 
proceed ; if otherwise, he shall not proceed without the leave of 
the Couneil. 

15. No member shall speak more than twice to the same 
question, without obtaining leave of the Couneil. 

10. Whilst the President or any member is speaking, none 
shall stand up or pass unnecessarily before the person speaking. 

17. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Presi- 
dent or any member require it. 

IS. A hen a question is under debate, no motion shall be 
received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous 
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question, to postpone to a certain day, to commit, to amend, or 
to postpone indefinitely ; which several motions shall have 
precedence in the order in which they are arranged ; and no 
motion to postpone or commit shall be allowed twice in the same 
day, in the same stage of the ordinance or proposition. 

19. When a vote has passed, except for adjournment or to lay 
on the table, any member voting with the majority may move a 
reconsideration to be acted upon at the same meeting. Any 
member voting with the minority may move a reconsideration 
to be acted upon at the next meeting, which latter motion 
shall have priority if made before the motion first mentioned 
shall have been decided. No motion shall be twice reconsidered. 

20. Every member who shall be in the Council when a question 
is put shall give his vote, unless the Council, for special reasons, 
excuse him. 

21. No motion or proposition on a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of an amend- 
ment. 

22. All reports may be committed or recommitted, at the 
pleasure of the Council. 

23. The division of a question may be called for when the sense 
will admit of it. 

24. When the reading of a paper is called for and objected to, 
it shall be determined by. a vote of the Council. 

25. No standing order of the Council shall be suspended, unless 
three fourths of the members present consent thereto ; nor shall any 
rule or order be repealed or amended, without one day’s notice 
being given of the motion therefor, nor unless a majority of the 
whole Council concur therein. 

26. All committees, except such as the Council determine to 
select by ballot, shall be nominated by the President. 

27. No member shall be obliged to serve on more than two 
committees at the same time, or be chairman of more than one. 

28. All memorials and other papers addressed to the Council, 
shall be presented to the President, or by a member in his place, 
who shall explain the subject thereof, and they shall be taken up in 
the order in which they were presented, unless the Council shall 
otherwise direct. 
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29. Standing committees shall be appointed on the following 
subjects : 

Ox Second Reading of Bills and Ordinances. 

On Enrollment. 

On Elections and Returns. 

30. No committee shall sit during the sitting of the Council 
without special leave, except the committee on the Second Reading 
of Bills and Ordinances, and the Committee on Enrollment. 

31. The rules of proceeding in the Council shall be observed 
in the Committee of the Whole, so far as they are applicable, except 
the rule limiting the time of speaking. 

32. When a committee is nominated by the chair, the person 
first named shall be chairman. In election of committees by ballot, 
when a chairman is not specially chosen, the person having the 
highest number of votes shall act as chairman, and in case of an 
equality in votes between two or more members of a committee, the 
members thereof shall choose a chairman. 

33. All ordinances and resolutions shall have two several 
readings before they shall be finally passed by this Council. 

34. All ordinances before being 'read a second time shall be 
referred to the Committee on the Second Reading of Bills and 
Ordinances, and after being reported upon by said committee, shall 
be again read, after which second reading) the question shall be on 
passing the same to be enrolled. 

35. No ordinance or resolution imposing penalties, or authoriz- 
ing the expenditure of money, shall have more than one reading 
the same day. 

36. The seats of the Common Council shall be numbered, and 
determined by lot, and no member shall change his seat but by 
permission of the President. 

37. All committees of the Council shall consist of three mem- 
bers, unless a different number be specially ordered. And no report 
shall be received from any committee, nnless agreed to in committee 
actually assembled ; and all reports shall be in writing. 

38. It shall be the duty of every committee of the Conncil, to 
whom any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon 
within five weeks, or ask for further time. 
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39. The clerk shall keep brief minutes of the votes and pro- 
ceedings of the Council, entering thereon all accepted resolutions ; 
shall notice reports and memorials, and other papers submitted to 
the board, only by their titles, or a brief description of their 
purport. 

40. All salary officers shall be chosen by written or printed 
ballots, and in the election of any officers by ballot, blanks shall 
be counted. 

41. Members of the Council may attend meetings of any of its 
committees, but shall not vote thereat. 

42. The clerk of the Common Council shall keep the record of 
committees who may require that service ; and on the appointment 
of every standing committee, a book for records shall be provided 
by its chairman, or by said clerk. The clerk shall have the custody 
of all minutes by him kept ; and the records of the several com- 
mittees shall be open to the inspection of the members of the City 
Council.

ORDINANCES 


No. 1. 

An Ordinance to Amend Section 11 of Chapter XYI of 
the Ordinances. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Loioell , as follows : 

That Section 11, of Chapter xvi, of the Ordinances of the City 
of Lowell, be and the same is hereby amended, by adding the fol- 
lowing words at the end of said section ; 

No person not licensed as aforesaid shall employ or use any 
wagon, cart, truck, sleigh, sled, or other vehicle which may be neces- 
sary for the conveyance from place to place within the city, for hire, 
of any wood, coal, lumber, stone, brick, sand, gravel, clay, dirt, 
rubbish, goods, wares, furniture, or merchandise. 

Approved Nov. 13, 1877. 


No. 2. 

An Ordinance Amending an Ordinance. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as fulloivs : 

That the last two lines except the first word in said lines in 
Section 11, Chapter 16th, be stricken out, and the following lines 
inserted, viz : 

The west side of the west end of Jackson Street, from the 
head of said street to the branch track of the Boston & Lowell 
Railroad.

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No. 3. 

An Ordinance Fixing the Time for Establishing Salaries. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as follows : 

The salaries and compensation of city officers shall be estab- 
lished in the month of February or March in each year, after the 
year 1878, and any change made in any existing salary shall take 
effect upon the first day of April following ; and no change of sala- 
ries shall be allowed in any year after the passage of the resolution 
establishing the same for that year ; and the salaries or compensa- 
tion fixed for the payment of the said officers, shall be in full for all 
services performed by them by virtue of their offices ; and all sums 
of money by them received from any and every source, in discharge 
of said services during any quarter, of the fiscal year, shall at the 
expiration of said quarter be by them paid over or accounted for to 
the City Treasurer. 

Section 7 of Chapter 23 of the Ordinances, is hereby repealed.

No. 4. 

An Ordinance to Amend Chapter Twenty-Three of the 
Eevised Ordinances. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as follows ; 

That in the second paragraph of Chapter Twenty-three, the fol- 
lowing words be stricken out : 

“No Assessor of Taxes shall assess in the same ward for more 
than two consecutive years.” 

Approved March 19, 1878. 


No. 5. 

An Ordinance to Amend Chapter XVI of the Ordinances. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as follows : 

Chapter Sixteen, of the Ordinances of the City of Lowell, is 
hereby amended, as follows : 

In Section 9, by striking out in the third and fourth lines the 
words, “ The east side of Dutton Street, from Market to Merrimack 
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Street,” and inserting in place thereof the words, “The north side 
of Merrimack Street, from Anne to Dutton Street,” and 

In Section 11, by striking out the words, “Market” and “Paw- 
tucket” in the eighteenth line, and inserting in place thereof the 
words, “Merrimack ” and “ Western,” provided, however, that the 
number of carriages or vehicles allowed positions on the stands 
named in this Ordinance shall be limited so as not to interfere with 
public travel or safety, or with persons having business at the 
Merrimack Street Depot, and the City Marshal is hereby authorized 
to limit the number of carriages or vehicles allowed places on said 
stands or any part thereof.

No. 6. 

An Ordinance to Amend Chapter Fifteen of the Revised 

Ordinances. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as follows: 

That Section Two of Chapter Fifteen of the Ordinances shall not 
apply to the land lying south of and adjoining Church Street be- 
tween the Lowell & Andover Railroad aud Concord River.

No. 7. 

An Ordinance to Amend Chapter Forty-One of the Re- 
vised Ordinances. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows: 

That Section Twenty of Chapter Forty-one of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of the City of Lowell, be amended in the paragraph relating 
to the rate to be charged for water for steam engines, by striking 
out the word “five,” and inserting instead thereof the word “four.” 

Approved July 27, 1878. 


No. 8. 

An Ordinance to Amend the Ordinances Relating to the 
Burial of the Dead. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows : 

Section 1 . Section 2 of Chapter 2 of the Revised Ordinances 
of the City of Lowell is hereby amended by striking out the words 
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“Superintendent of Burials,” and inserting in place thereof the 
words “City Clerk.” 

Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of undertakers or other persons 
having charge of the burial of bodies of deceased persons brought 
into the City of Lowell and buried therein, to return to the City 
Clerk within one week after such burial the facts relating to such 
dead body, so far as they can be ascertained, required to be returned 
to the City Clerk by Section 8 of Chapter 2 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of said City, and said Clerk shall record such facts in a book 
to be kept for that purpose. 

Sect. 3. Whenever a body shall be removed from the place of 
the original or any subsequent interment to another place in the 
City, or shall be removed from the City, the undertaker or other 
person having charge of such removal shall within one week there- 
after notify the City Clerk in writing, giving the name of the person 
whose body has been removed and the places where the body was 
removed from and to, and the City Clerk shall make a note to the 
original record or correct the same in such manner as to indicate 
the place of the latest interment.

An Ordinance to Amend Chapter Thirty-Four of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of the City of Lowell, Relating to 
the Superintendent of Public Schools. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as folloxcs : 

Section One of Chapter Thirty-four of the Revised Ordinances of 
the City of Lowell is hereby amended by striking out the words 
“January or February ” wherever they occur in said Section, and 
inserting in place thereof the words “July or August.”

No. 10. 

An Ordinance Establishing .a Free Dispensary for the 
Relief of the Sick Poor of the City of Lowell. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as folloxcs : 

Section 1 . The Board of Overseers of the Poor shall, as soon as 
may be after the passage of this Ordinance, provide two or more 
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suitable rooms, located in a central part of the city, to be used as 
a Dispensary for the purpose of furnishing medicines and medical 
and surgical treatment free to the sick poor of the City of Lowell. 
Said rooms shall be suitably furnished and arranged for consulting 
and operating rooms, and for keeping and dispensing drugs and 
medicines as herein provided. 

Sect. 2. Said Overseers of the Poor shall cause to be procured 
and kept for use in said rooms, such drugs, medicines, chemicals, 
and surgical appliances as may be necessary for the purpose for 
which said Dispensary is established, provided that the whole 
expense of said rooms, including rent, furniture, fixtures, medicines, 
and all other articles provided therefor, and the salary of the clerk 
to be employed therein, shall not exceed the sum of one thousand 
dollars per annum. 

Sect. 3. Said Overseers of the Poor shall, as soon as may be 
after the passage of this Ordinance, and during the month of January 
in each year thereafterwards, appoint a board of twelve consulting 
physicians, members of the Middlesex North District Medical Soci- 
ety, who shall serve, without compensation, for the term of one year, 
commencing on the first Monday of February next following their 
appointment, excepting the Board of Physicians appointed for the 
current year, whose term of office shall expire on the day preceding 
the first Monday of February, in the year eighteen hundred and 
eighty. Said Board of Physicians shall organize on the first Mon- 
day of February in each year, and choose one of its members as 
Chairman. It may make such rules and regulations for its own 
Government ; the management of said rooms ; the treatment of 
patients ; the dispensing of medicines, and all other matters relating 
thereto, as it may deem expedient, subject to the approval of said 
Overseers of the Poor, who may at any time annul, alter, or amend, 
said rules and regulations. 

Sect. 4. Said Overseers of the Poor shall, as soon as may be 
after the passage of this Ordinance, and on the first Monday of Feb- 
ruary in each year thereafterwards, appoint a competent clerk, 
subject to the appro val of the Board of Physicians, whose term of 
office shall be the same as that of said Board of Physicians, to 
remain at said rooms during such time as said Board of Physicians, 
or the Overseers of the Poor, shall require. Said clerk shall com- 
pound and dispense such medicines as may be regularly prescribed, 
and perform such other services connected with said dispensary, as 
may be required. The compensation of said clerk shall be fixed by 
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the Overseers of the Poor. AH vacancies in said Board of Physi- 
cians, or in said office of clerk, may be filled at any time by said 
Overseers of the Poor, in the same manner, and subject to the same 
restrictions, as herein provided for their appointment, and said clerk 
or any member of said Board of Physicians may be removed at any 
time by said Overseers of the Poor for cause. 

Sect. 5. Said rooms shall be kept open for receiving patients 
and dispensing medicines at least two hours in each day, excepting 
Sundays, and at such other times as said Board of Physicians or the 
Overseers of the Poor shall determine. During the time said rooms 
arc kept open, some member of said Board of Physicians shall be 
present and furnish such medical and surgical treatment to patients 
as may be required under the rules and regulations of said Board 
and of the Overseers of the Poor. 

Sect. 6. Any physician residing and practising in said Lowell, 
who may be called upon to prescribe medicines for sick persons who 
are residents of said city, and shall find that such persons are unable 
to pay for such medicine and medical attendance, may send pre- 
scriptions for such persons to said Dispensary, and the medicines 
prescribed shall be furnished therefrom free of charge, provided 
that the prescription therefor shall contain the name and residence 
of such sick person, the name of the prescribing physician, and, 
excepting those of the City Physician, shall be countersigned by one 
of said consulting physicians, or by the Secretary of the Board of 
Overseers of the Poor. All such prescriptions shall be preserved by 
said clerk, and recorded in a book to be kept for that purpose. 

Sect. 7. Any resident of the City of Lowell needing such 
medical or surgical treatment as may be provided at said rooms, 
and who is unable to pay for the same, may apply therefor in person 
at said Dispensary, and shall receive medical and surgical treatment 
therein free of charge, subject to the rules and regulations thereof. 

Sect. 8. The Overseers of the Poor shall in the month of 
December annually make a detailed report to the City Council, of 
their management of said Dispensary, the receipts and expenditures 
thereof, the number of patients and character of the diseases treated 
therein, and such other facts as may be necessary to a full under- 
standing of the condition, benefits and management of the same. 
And such report shall be accompanied with such parts of the report 
of said Board of Consulting Physicians as may be deemed advisable.

An Ordinance Relating to Warrants for Calling Meetings 
of the Citizens. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as follovjs : 

The form of warrants for calling meetings of the citizens of the 
several wards, as prescribed in Chapter Forty of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of the City of Lowell, may be varied by the Mayor and 
Aldermen, so far as it may be necessary to distinguish in said war- 
rants between the class of citizens allowed by law to vote for all 
officers or propositions at any election, and the class who are 
allowed to vote only for a portion of the officers or propositions at 
such election.

No. 12. 

An Ordinance to Amend Chapter 41 of an Ordinance 
Consolidating and Establishing the Ordinances of the 
City of Lowell. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows : 

Section 1. Section 11 of Chapter 41, relating to Water Works, 
is hereby amended by striking out all of said section and inserting 
in place thereof the following, to wit : The annual rent for the use 
of the water shall be made up and assessed to the owners of estates 
having a service pipe, and not using metered water, on the first day 
of March in each year, for the year commencing the first day of 
April succeeding said assessment, and the rates so assessed shall be 
due and payable in advance on the first day of May following. 

No abatements shall be made for vacancies in houses or tenements, 
unless such vacancies shall be of two or more consecutive months’ 
duration, due notice thereof having been given the Water Board at 
the beginning of said vacancies, or for a less number of persons 
occupying any premises, after the annual assessment in March. 

All charges for specific supplies, or for any 865th part of a year, 
shall be payable in advance, and before the water is let on. 

Sect. 2. Section 12 of Chapter 41 is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out the word “ sixty ” in the second line, and inserting in place 
thereof the word “ thirty.” 
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Sect. 3. Section 13 of Chapter 41 is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out the words “the Superintendent, under the direction of.” 

Sect. 4. Section 20 of Chapter 41 is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out the first twelve lines, and inserting in place thereof the 
words : “ The following rates shall be charged annually for the use 
of the water from and after the first day of April in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty, and pro rata for any 365th part of a year : 

For a family not exceeding six persons, six dollars. Families of 
more than six persons shall pay fifty cents for each additional per- 
son above six.” And by striking out the fortieth and forty-first 
lines and inserting in place thereof the following words : “ Steam 
boilers in dwellings for heating purposes shall be assessed one dollar 
each ; for blocks and public buildings, two to five dollars each 
building.” And by adding the following words to the 65th line, 
“which shall be assessed upon the owner of the premises where 
such lime or cement is used.” 

And by adding after the 95th line the following words, “Black- 
smiths : for first forge, three dollars ; for each additional forge, one 
dollar and fifty cents.” 

“Billiard saloons: for first table, three dollars; for each addi- 
tional table, one dollar and fifty cents.” 

“ Club rooms : not less than three dollars, nor more than twenty 
dollars.” 

And by striking out from line 102, after the word “ services,” the 
following words, “New service shall be charged one family rate at 
least, and one year from the time such service is put in, whether the 
water is taken or not.” 

And by striking out all of the words, in said Section 20, after 
the word “meters” in line 112, and inserting in the place thereof 
the following words : “After the first day of April, persons charged 
for the use of water at the annual rates, shall not be allowed to 
change from annual to metered rates ; provided, however, that 
prior to the first day of March in each year, all water-takers who 
desire to pay metered, instead of annual rates, may apply to the 
Water Board for a meter to be placed within their premises on the 
first day of April following. Said meter shall be furbished and 
set by the City of Lowell, and the expense thereof shall be paid 
by the person making application therefor, within thirty days from 
the time the meter is set ; the said city to remain the owner of said 
meter until the expense of the same is paid. 

The charge for metered water shall be fixed and determined by 
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the Water Board, and bills shall be made payable quarterly on the 
first days of January, April, July, and October, and if not paid in 
thirty days after the same are due, the water shall be shut off in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 12. The Water Board 
shall have the power to ascertain by meter the quantity of water 
used in any case, and when in any case the quantity used shall be 
ascertained and measured by meter, the Water Board may charge 
for measured water or establish a water rate therefor instead of the 
specific rate hereinbefore established. 

If a meter gets out of order and fails to register, the consumer 
may be charged at the average daily consumption, as shown by the 
meter when in order. Repairs of meters may be made by the 
Water Board, at the expense of the owners, whenever the Water 
Board deem repairs necessary, and no meter shall be moved or 
disturbed without permission from the Superintendent of the 
Water Works. In no case where a meter is set shall the annual 
charge be less than twelve dollars, which minimum annual charge 
shall be payable in advance, in all cases where the first quarterly 
reading of said meter does not indicate such an amount of water 
used.”

No. 13. 

An Ordinance Relating to the Board of Health. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows : 

Section 1. The Board of Health of the City of Lowell shall 
consist of two persons, not members of the City Council, and the 
City Physician, ex-officio , and shall have all the powers and duties 
assigned to Boards of Health by the Statutes of the Commonwealth. 
The Mayor and Aldermen shall, in the month of January in each 
year, appoint one person to serve as a member of said Board for 
the term of two years, commencing on the first Monday of February 
then next ensuing. The members so appointed shall be subject fo 
removal at any time by the Mayor for cause ; and all vacancies 
occurring in said board shall be filled by the Mayor, with the 
approval of the Board of Aldermen. The members so appointed 
shall receive such compensation as the City Council shall from time 
to time determine. Said Board shall organize on the first Monday 
in February, in each year, by the choice of one of its members as 
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Chairman, and may at any time choose a Clerk, not a member of the 
Board, and make such rules and regulations for their own govern- 
ment, and the government of all subordinate officers in its own 
department, as it may deem neeessary. 

Sect. 2. The Board of Health may make all regulations whieh 
they may deem neeessary in regard to the removal and abatement 
of filth, rubbish, nuisanees, and eauses of diseases, and shall have 
power to require the aid and assistance of such agents as may be 
needed to enforce sueh regulations ; and may fix their compensation 
and the compensation of the Clerk before mentioned, provided that 
the whole amount of sueh compensation shall not exceed the sum 
appropriated therefor by the City Council. 

Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of the City Marshal, subject always 
to the direction, authority, and eontrol of the Board of Health, to 
carry into execution all the ordinances and rules made by the City 
Couneil relative to eauses of siekness, nuisanees, and sources of filth 
that may be injurious to the health, or may affeet the eomfort of the 
inhabitants of the city ; and to eause all such nuisanees, sources of 
filth, and eauses of siekness to be removed, destroyed, or prevented, 
as the ease may require, conformably to such ordinances and rules 
and the laws of the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 4. When there is a main drain or common sewer in any 
street, highway, passageway, or alley, every owner of land adjoining 
sueh street, highway, passageway, or alley, shall make a sufficient 
drain from his house, yard, or lot, to sueh sewer, and shall eause all 
waste water to be conducted through the same to said main drain 
or eommon sewer, and no person shall suffer any waste or stagnant 
water to remain in any cellar or upon any lot or vacant grounds by 
him owned or occupied. 

Sect. 5. When the Board of Health shall be satisfied that any 
tenement, used as a dwelling-house, is not furnished with a sufficient 
drain, privy, and vault, or either of them, they shall give notiee in 
writing to the owner or his agent, requiring that a suitable drain, 
privy, and vault, or either of them, be constructed within sueh time 
as they shall appoint ; provided , that notice to non-residents or 
unknown owners may be given by advertising in some public news- 
paper published in Lowell. And in ease such requisition be not 
complied with, the Board shall cause such drain, privy, and vault, or 
either of them, to be constructed, and the expense thereof shall be 
eharged to such owner or agent. 

Sect. 0 . Whenever the Board of Health shall find that the num- 
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ber of persons occupying any tenement is so great as to be the cause 
of nuisance or sickness, or a source of filth ; or whenever any tene- 
ment is not furnished with a suitable privy, vault, and drain under 
ground, according to the provisions of this chapter, the .Hoard may 
cause all or any persons occupying such tenement to be removed 
therefrom, first giving them notice in writing to remove, and allow- 
ing them the space of at least forty-eight hours in which to comply 
with said notice. 

Sect. 7. Hereafter all privy vaults shall be made of brick and 
cement, and contain at least eighty cubic feet, and shall be so 
constructed that the inside of the same shall be at least two feet 
distant from the line of every adjoining lot, unless the owner of 
such lot shall consent and agree otherwise, and also two feet from 
every street, lane, passageway, or public place ; and every vault 
shall be made tight, and its contents shall never be within two feet 
of the surface of the ground about the same. And whenever any 
privy or vault shall become offensive, the same shall be cleansed. 
And in case the condition or construction of any vault or privy shall 
be different from the requirements of this section, the Board of 
Health may cause the same to be cleansed, repaired, amended, 
altered, or removed, and shall charge all the expense incurred in so 
doing to the owner, or party occupying the estate in which such 
privy or vault may be ; provided , they shall first notify such owner 
or party occupying, in the manner provided in the fifth section of 
this chapter ; and allow the space of at least forty-eight hours for 
such owner or occupant to comply with such notice. 

Sect. 8. N o privy or vault shall be opened without permission 
of the Board of Health, nor in any other mode nor at any other time 
than such as the Board of Health may direct, and no person shall 
remove the contents of any vault or privy, except in a water-tight 
cart or wagon, the owner or driver of which shall be licensed there- 
for, upon such terms and regulations as the Board of Aldermen 
prescribe, and no person owning or driving such cart or wagon shall 
cause or permit the same to enter, stand in, or proceed through any 
of the streets, lanes, or public places of the city, at any other time 
than between the hours of ten o’clock, p. m., and four o’clock, a. m., 
except by written permission of the Board of Health. 

Sect. 9. Whenever it shall appear to the Board of Health that 
any cellar, lot, or vacant land within the city has become a nuisance, 
or so situated that it may probably become dangerous to the public 
health, they may cause the same to be drained, filled up, or other- 
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wise prevented from becoming or remaining a nuisance or a cause 
of sickness ; and shall charge all reasonable expenses incurred in so 
doing to the several owners or parties occupying such cellar, lot, or 
vacant land ; provided , notice shall have been first given as provided 
in the fifth section of this chapter, and the space of forty-eight 
hours thereafter allowed. 

Sect. 10. No person shall remove or carry through any street, 
alley, or public place in the city, any house-dirt, offal, filth, rubbish, 
contents of any privy or vault, or waste matter of any kind, from 
any dwelling-house or other place, unless the owner or driver of the 
cart, wagon, or other conveyance in which the same be carried, shall 
be licensed for such purpose by the Board of Aldermen. 

Sect. 11. No person shall cast any vegetable or dead animal 
substance into any street, lane, passageway, cesspool, or sewer, nor 
into any of the wells, cisterns, reservoirs, ponds, canals, or waters 
within the city, nor cause any animal to be drowned in said waters. 
Nor shall any person place, sweep, or deposit any dirt, sawdust, 
soot, ashes, cinders, shreds, shavings, hair, manure, oyster or lobster 
shells, or any rubbish, offal, or filth of any kind in or upon any 
public highway, street, sewer, sidewalk, court, passageway, or public 
place, without a written license from the Board of Health. 

Sect. 12. No person shall bring into the city for sale, nor offer 
for sale, any diseased, unwholesome, stale, or putrid meat, fish, or 
other article of provisions, nor any fish, except fresh salmon and 
shad, and except smelts and other small fish, that shall not first have 
been cleansed of their entrails and refuse parts. 

Sect. 13. All house-dirt, rubbish, filth, and waste matter that 
may be collected in any house or warehouse, or on private property 
in the city, shall, when ordered by the Board of Health, be carried 
away therefrom, under the direction of the City Marshal, by and at 
the expense of the owner or occupant of such house, warehouse, or 
other private property, and removed to such place as may be directed 
by the Marshal as aforesaid, within twenty-four hours after such 
order. And the City Marshal, when ordered by the Board of 
Health, shall, at any time between sunrise and sunset, enter into 
any building or other place in the city, for the purpose of examin- 
ing into, destroying, removing, or preventing any nuisance, source 
of filth, or cause of sickness therein. And in case such entrance be 
opposed, he shall make known such opposition to the Board of 
Health, in order that a warrant may be obtained to enforce the 
same, as provided by law. 
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Sect. 14. No person shall remove any manure, or cause or suffer 
the same to be removed, between the first day of May and the first 
day of November, except between the hours of twelve o’clock at 
night and two hours after sunrise, without a permit therefor from 
the Board of Health. 

Sect. 15. No fowls, swine, or goats shall be kept within the 
limits of the city, without the license of the Board of Health, and 
only in such place and manner as they may direct. 

Sect. 16. It shall be the duty of the City Marshal to keep an 
exact account of all costs, outlays, and expenses that may be in- 
curred in carrying into effect any of the purposes and provisions 
set forth or contained in the fifth, seventh, and ninth sections of 
this chapter, and without delay to report the same to the Auditor 
of Accounts, with the names of the various persons to whom they 
may be chargeable, and the proportion or amount payable from 
each person. And the Auditor shall examine, correct, and charge 
the same in his books, and without delay make out bills therefor, 
and place said bills in the hands of the City Treasurer for collection. 

Sect. 17. Any person who shall offend against any of the pro- 
visions of this chapter shall forfeit and pay for each offence a sum 
not exceeding twenty dollars. 

Sect. 18. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
the provisions of this ordinance are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 19. This ordinance shall take effect upoil its passage.

No. 14. 

An Ordinance Providing for the Payment of the City Debt. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as follows: 

Section 1. All sums of money hereafter received from 4 lie Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, on account of corporation 'ax or 
national bank tax, or from the credits standing to the account of 
abatement of taxes, shall, until Jan. 1, 1896, be placed to the credit 
of a “ fund for the reduction of the ordinary city debt,” which 
becomes due in the years 1880 to 1895, inclusive. 

Sect. 2. Said sums of money, when received, shall be invested 
by the Commissioners of Sinking Funds, and with the accumula- 
tions of interest shall be held for the payment of the said city debt, 
as it becomes due in each year, as aforesaid, and shall be used for 
no other purpose.

An Ordinance Fixing the Time of Establishing Salaries. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows : 

That the salaries and compensation of City Officers for the remain- 
der of the year 1882, after the thirty-first day of March in said year, 
shall be established in the month of November in the present year ; 
and in each year after the year 1881, the salaries and compensation 
of City Officers shall be established in the month of November for 
the year commencing on the first Monday of January next ensuing; 
and no change of salary shall be made to take effect during the time 
for which said salary was established. 

The salaries or compensation fixed for the payment of said officers, 
shall be in full for all services rendered by them by virtue of their 
offices ; and all sums of money received by them from any and every 
source in the discharge of said service during any quarter of the 
fiscal year, shall, at the expiration of said quarter, be by them paid 
over or accounted for to the City Treasurer. 

An Ordinance entitled “ An Ordinance fixing the time for estab- 
lishing salaries,” approved Dec. 27, 1877, is hereby repealed.

An Ordinance Relating to Furnishing Labor and Materials 
for Individuals.

No flagging stones, edgestones, concrete, nor sidewalks of edge- 
stones and cinders, shall hereafter be laid for any firm, corporation, 
or individual, where the expense of the labor and materials therefor 
is to be charged to said firm, corporation, or individual, unless the 
same shall first be ordered to be laid by the City Council.

District. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lowell , as follows:

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and Moody Streets west of the Merrimack Canal to Cabot Street, 
and all territory included within said boundaries ; also to include 
both sides of said Cabot Street between said Merrimack Street and 
the Northern Canal.

An Ordinance Authorizing the Mayor and Board of Alder- 
men to Begulate the Sale of Newspapers by Minors.

The Mayor and Board of Aldermen may, from year 
to year, make terms and conditions to restrain the sale of news- 
papers by minors within the limits of the city; and when such 
terms and conditions are made, attend to the proper enforcement of 
the same, in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 68, Section 
2, of the General Statutes of the Commonwealth.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 

In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-two. 

An Act to Authorize the Proprietors of the Locks and 
Canals on Merrimack River to Discontinue a Part of 
the “Lower Free Landing” in the City of Lowell. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Bepresentatives in General Court 
assembled , and by the authority of the same , as follows :

To facilitate the construction and for the greater 
safety and convenience of highways and bridges across the Merri- 
mack River, and for the purpose of improving the navigation and 
water power of said river, the city of Lowell, the Proprietors of the 
Locks and Canals on Merrimack River, the Lawrence Manufacturing 
Company, the Merrimack Manufacturing Company, the Eoott Cotton 
Mills, and the Massachusetts Cotton Mills, are authorized and em- 
powered to alter, straighten, deepen, remove obstructions from, and 
by their unanimous agreement define, establish, and fix the boun- 
daries of the bed and channel of said river within said city, between 
the mouth of Beaver Brook and the easterly line of the public land- 
ing on the northerly side of said river, and the mouth of Concord 
River and westerly line of the public landing on the southerly side 
of said Merrimack River. Whenever said boundaries shall be so 
defined and fixed, the owners of lands abutting on said Merrimack 
River may construct and maintain walls and embankments thereon, 
and fill up, occupy, and improve such lands to such boundaries. 
The city of Lowell, for the purpose of constructing and maintaining 
highways, townways, and bridges, which heretofore have been or 
hereafter shall be duly laid out or established to or across said Mer- 
rimack River, may construct and maintain abutments and embank- 
ments therefor to said boundaries, and suitable piers within the bed 
or channel so defined and fixed as herein authorized. All such

culverts therein, to permit the flowing into said Merrimack River of 
all water-courses, sewers, and drains now lawfully emptying into 
said river within the bounds so described.

Treasurer of each of said corporations, to be recorded in the registry 
of deeds for the northern district of the County of Middlesex, and 
also cause a map, delineating such boundaries upon a scale of not 
less than one hundred feet to the inch, signed in like manner as said 
certificate, to be filed in said registry* 

Sect. 3. Any person whose property may be damaged by the 
exercise or carrying into effect of the powers or rights conferred by 
the first section of this act, except by the construction or mainte- 
nance of piers in said bed or channel, may have the amount of such 
damage determined, and may recover the same of said city and cor- 
porations, in the manner provided in chapter one hundred and 
twelve of the Public Statutes, for the estimation and recovery of

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The close of another school-year finds the public 
schools of- the city in as prosperous condition, at 
least, as at any former period. 

Twenty-five years ago our schools were regarded 
as models for that day; and while we may not have 
held that exalted position, in all that goes to em- 
bellish and adorn the school system of the present 
day, still, we claim a constant advancement towards 
perfection, in the way of better-educated teachers, 
more capacious and more thoroughly ventilated 
school-houses, and in our larger buildings, methods 
of heating far superior to those of that day. 

The sanitary condition, also, of our school-houses 
and surroundings is incomparably improved, and the 
architectural beauty of some of our school structures 
shows a similar advancement ; and while we should 
strive for still further improvement in many things 
pertaining to our schools, still we may to-day take 
an honest pride in our school system ; in our 
teachers, who labor so faithfully, and accomplish so 
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much for the welfare of the city and state; in our 
scholars, whose training tends to develop in them 
manly traits of character ; and in our citizens, who 
so cheerfully assume the heavy burden of taxation 
necessary to carry on the important work. 

PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

Many parents make the mistake of urging their 
little ones into school at too tender an age. A child 
learns but little, from books, under seven years, and 
no parent should be so cruel as to send them out 
from home merely to get rid of them. See what 
they may learn at home in that time. They should 
learn to speak a language, to obey their parents and 
those in authority, to subdue their passions, to live 
peaceably with their mates, to observe the golden 
rule. 

Parents should realize more fully the inestimable 
value of correct early impressions. These can be 
made much better at home than in school. They 
are to be taught what to eat and what to avoid. 
They must be taught the proper use of their organs, 
what things are injurious and what are harmless, 
what to choose and what to reject. Their affections 
must be trained about the true, the beautiful, and 
the good, or they will twine themselves about things 
that defile and corrupt. 
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Children are naturally selfish ; they must be taught 
unselfishness and generosity. They naturally resent 
an injury; they must be taught to be forgiving. 

A clear idea should be formed as to what you 
would make of the child, — not whether he is to be 
a mechanic, a lawyer, a doctor, or teacher, but what 
is to be his character. It matters little in what path 
he may walk, provided it leads upward to fields of 
honor and usefulness ; it matters little what profes- 
sion he choose, provided he is a good citizen, un- 
selfish, and desirous of prosperity to others as to 
himself. 

To accomplish this result in a child, he must be 
governed. His will must be subordinate to the will 
of his parents or teacher ; for by education and ex- 
perience they know what is for his good, while he 
is moving forward into experiences untried. The 
paths he inclines to walk in, may be alluring, but 
snares beset .them. Warn him to shun them, and 
show him the evil consequences of following them. 
You warn your child to shun the fire; how much 
more should you warn him to shun companions and 
courses of action that lead down to destruction. 

Begin this education early ; no matter how early. 
A babe in its mother’s arms has its likes and dis- 
likes. Its little mind is capable of receiving impres- 
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sions much earlier than you suppose. Be sure that 
it is turned in the right direction. If you teach 
him wrong, it may take years to eradicate your evil 
teaching; but if right, the good impressions will never 
be erased from his mind. 

Teach him by example, — children are great imita- 
tors. If you are passionate, your child will imitate 
your freaks of anger ; if you are sordid and selfish, 
he will not be magnanimous and generous ; if you 
prevaricate, he will not be truthful ; if you put the 
bottle to your own lips, you need not be surprised 
to see your son ruined by midnight debauchery. 
Be careful, then, that your example be good. Teach 
your children to be sober, industrious, frugal, temper- 
ate, and charitable, and you have given them a good 
start in the world ; while bad habits once contracted 
cling to them as long as they live. We would say 
to parents and teachers, your mission is important 
beyond your conception. See that the little ones 
entrusted to your care are kept from falling. 

Among other improvements noticed in our schools 
for the past few years, is an increasing tendency 
towards higher qualifications on the part of teachers. 
The majority of teachers selected of late are gradu- 
ates not only of our High school, but also of some 
Normal school. They are looking upon the posi- 
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tion more than ever as a profession requiring, like 
the medical and legal professions, special training in 
order to give the best results. 

We not only demand more thorough scholastic 
attainments, but we demand also that our teachers 
shall possess characters worthy of imitation, — virtu- 
ous, truthful, honest, — and that they shall inculcate 
these virtues so thoroughly in the mind of the 
scholar, that his sense of right will determine his 
duties, and that this influence upon him will become 
permanent, keeping him in the path of rectitude. 
Thus will he be prepared for the great battle of 
life. 

We are apt to underrate the sagacity of the young 
in their discrimination of character. This is one of 
the compensations of nature for their deficiencies in 
book knowledge. Relying upon observation and in- 
tuition, they judge of character with marvellous ac- 
curacy. Art cannot elude, nor pretence escape, their 
detection. They may not be able to measure the 
depth of your wisdom, but they will not be slow to 
detect the spirit which animates you. Show your 
love for him, and interest in his welfare, and he 
will be quick to reciprocate your good-will. 

Let your manners be engaging and impressive, 
showing him that you are wide-awake for his 
advancement, and are pleased with his successes 
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and mastery of difficulties, as much as you disap- 

prove his deficiencies. 

Good government in our schools, like good 

government of the state, implies “ not too much 
governed.” When things go smoothly and quietly, 
vve say, “ What an easy school you have ! ” “ There 

is no work in teaching such a school as this.” 
Now, how is such a result brought about? Not by 
iron rules, like the laws of the Medes and Persians; 
not by unceasing vigilance, which is one of the ele- 
ments necessary to success ; not by that gentleness 
of manner which allows each scholar to do as 

he pleases, regardless of consequences. No single 

quality of character or qualification in the teacher 
suffices to secure good government; no amount of 
previous training in our Normal schools, can turn 
out teachers sure of success, in this branch of a 
teacher’s profession. Ample preparation is necessary; 
the knowledge of certain general rules for guidance 
is essential ; but what is more conducive to good 
results than all things else, is a natural tact for 
the business. 

Some teachers do not possess this tact ; they 
must make up for the deficiency as best they can. 
The generals of an army are not all equally skilled 
in the management of large bodies of men. One 
can command skilfully a brigade, another a corps, 
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another an entire army. So we find some of our 
teachers guiding, controlling, and instructing, from 
fifty to one hundred scholars, while others fall short 
in the management of thirty or forty. 

How, then, shall the best results be obtained ? 
We may lay it down as a rule, that if teachers do 
not enjoy the school-room, do not love teaching, 
the school-room is no place for them, and the 

sooner they leave it, the better for scholar and 
teacher. 

But if they are to continue there, they should 
cultivate a love for children, they should become 
careful students of human nature, and should observe 
carefully the good points in other members of the 
same calling, and learn how they have become 
masters of the situation. 

We are happy to be able to testify to a growing 
appreciation, on the part of parents, of the impor- 

tance of regularity in the attendance of their chil- 
dren at school. No school can maintain a high 
standard of scholarship, unless there is a regular 
and punctual attendance at school. But by irregu- 
larity, the scholar suffers more than the school ; 
and it matters little what may be the cause of 

absence. If sickness cause it, it is simply a mis- 
fortune which must be endured ; but to allow 
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children to lose the golden opportunities offered 
them in our schools for the sake of pleasure, is 
more than a misfortune, it is a crime ; and to keep 
a child from school to work is oftentimes no less 
a crime. Poverty may serve as an excuse ; but 
some of our poorest citizens keep their children 
regularly at school, and thus send them out into 

the world with a good common-school education, 
because they appreciate its value to their children ; 
while others of the same class, who are shiftless 
and unconcerned for the welfare of their children, 
and perhaps too lazy to support themselves, deprive 
them of these privileges, and leave them to grow 

up in idleness, and become candidates for the house 
of correction or state-prison. 

Parents do not properly estimate the importance, 
to the child, of a regular and punctual attendance 
at school, and the influence of such attendance 
upon his whole course through life. Some chil- 
dren pass through all the grades of our schools, 
from the Primary to the High school, with scarcely 
an instance of tardiness or absence. By pursuing 
such a course for a series of years, permanent 

impressions are made which can never be effaced. 
If such a person has a task to perform he com- 

mences on time and finishes it in season. If an 
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appointment is made, he is punctual at the hour, 
and thus much valuable time is saved. His habits 
of punctuality are' just the qualities for a success- 
ful business man. 

Those scholars who have been so fortunate as to 
have passed successfully through the several grades 
of our schools, should go out from these schools 
sound in body, well-read in all branches taught, and, 
still more important, with characters well grounded 
in the principles of truth and right, having these 
principles so firmly rooted in them, that the storms 
and tempests of life can in nowise shake them. 
If we look up the history of these graduates of 
our High school for the past years, we shall find 
that, with few exceptions, they have taken a position 
in society far above mediocrity, — intelligent, indus- 
trious, upright, and honest. 

The example of a manly and dignified teacher, 
gentlemanly or ladylike in their intercourse with the 
scholar, becomes contagious ; the scholar is sure to 
catch the inspiration, and he too, unconsciously per- 
haps, will find himself imbued with the same vir- 
tues. Instead of being a clown, he will take pride 
in being a gentleman, with all which that word 
implies. 

It is a source of unalloyed pleasure that we are 
able to say that we are proud of the graduates of 
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the High school, and that we can speak in terms 
of highest commendation of its teachers, — faithful 
to duty, zealous in their labors^ possessing correct 
conceptions of the responsibilities of their position 
in relation to the scholar, the parent, and society. 

There has been a tendency in past years to culti- 
vate the intellectual at the expense of the physical. 
The two should go hand in hand. Intellectual 
exercise is healthful, and gives tone and strength 
to the reasoning faculties, just as physical exercise 
strengthens the organs of the body. Develop one 
set of faculties to the neglect of the other, and the 
whole body suffers. 

Too close application to books is not a common 
fault with boys and girls; yet examples come to our 
notice of scholars with a frail physical frame, who 
neglect exercise, confine themselves too closely to 
their studies, and finally break down prematurely. 
Such scholars need cautioning and restraining. It 
is a terrible calamity to have such a life uselessly 
wrecked, when with proper advice they might have 
been saved. 

The introduction during the past vear of military 
drill as an exercise for the boys, in the High school, 
is a move in the right direction. A well-drilled 
soldier is known bv his soldierlv bearings his erect 
form, his firm and steady step, well-expanded lungs, 
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and vigorous circulation. We are glad to see so 
large a proportion of our young men taking an 
interest in this healthful exercise, and we venture 
to predict that after a few months’ practice the 
good results will be so apparent, that all parties 
interested will acknowledge the importance of con- 
tinuing the exercise. 

To the young ladies, also, physical exercise is no 
less important. A system of calisthenics might be 
introduced, which would prove no less attractive and 
beneficial than military drill to the boys. 

The increasing population of our city calls for in- 
creased school accommodations. Some of our school- 
rooms are overcrowded. Our citizens cannot afford 
to economize in this direction, at the expense of 
the rising generation. 

During the year past, free text-books have .been 
introduced into our schools, demanding a large out- 
lay. A considerable opposition was manifested to 
the change, but the system is now in successful 
operation, so far as the teachers and scholars are 
concerned. It remains to be seen by actual trial 
whether the system shall prove satisfactory in all 
respects, or whether a return to the former method 
will be demanded by the public. 

At present, everything works smoothly with the 
scholars, for all have new books ; but whether there 
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will be as little friction, when scholars are obliged 
to use books at second-hand, remains to be seen. 
Some pupils have left the city during the past 
term, carrying the books with them. If such fami- 
lies can be traced, a demand should be made upon 
them for a return of these books. It will prove a 
warning to others who may leave in the future. 

Our Free Evening Drawing schools are still in- 
creasing objects of public favor. The proficiency 
made in the several departments argues well for 
the system, and affords the best possible compli- 
ment to the teachers, who have been untiring in 
their labor to effect the best results. 

The subjects of penmanship, drawing, and music 
are referred to at length in another part of this 
Report. These branches have received no less at- 
tention than formerly, and, all things considered, are 
far in advance of what they were twenty years ago. 
The amount expended for teaching these branches 
is trifling, compared with the results attained. 

In conclusion, we desire to bear testimony to the 
faithfulness and efficiency of our Superintendent and 
teachers. As a class, they are gentlemen and ladies 
of character, to whose care the destiny of our chil- 
dren is safely entrusted. 

Let them not forget that there are no small things 
in life ; every work, every duty, every opportunity. 
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however insignificant at the moment, is a lesson, 
the learning or neglect of which means just so 
much gain or loss in character. The true way to 
broaden life is not by gazing idly around the 
horizon in search of some larger field, but by doing 
with all one’s" heart and soul the things that lie 
next one.

REPORT ON PENMANSHIP AND DRAWING. 


To the School Committee of Lowell: 

The Committee on Penmanship and Drawing present the follow- 
ing report. 

For several years this Committee have presented an annual report 
to the Board, rather for the purpose of discussing the merits of the 
Free Evening Drawing School, than the teaching of penmanship 
and drawing in our day schools. 

In regard to the latter, we would say that the teacher of penman- 
ship and drawing, Mr. Harrison, has shown the same zeal in the 
discharge of his duties the past year, that has characterized him 
since his first connection with our public schools. Surely no one 
who attended the exhibition of drawing in Huntington Hall last 
June, and saw the specimens presented by our grammar and primary 
schools, can have any doubt of the excellence of his instruction ; 
and if any one wishes to know what is being done in this depart- 
ment the present year, let him attend the next annual exhibition of 
drawing in this city. 

The Free Evening Drawing School, although established only ten 
years ago, has already become so fixed an institution in our school 
system, that an annual report is no longer needed to sustain it in 
popular favor. The attendance last year was so large that this 
Committee were constrained to give notice in the annual announce- 
ment before the opening of the present term, that no applicant for 
admission to the school should be received after the opening of the 
school. This rule was rigidly adhered to, and of necessity, for there 
were present on the opening night, in the

The school had done such good work in all its departments, year 
after year, as the increasing excellence of each annual exhibition 
over its predecessor testified, that on the opening night of the 
present term, 417 scholars were promptly on hand, through fear 
that there would be no room for them in the school. 

For the present term we have secured the services of all the old 
teachers, Messrs. Kirkley Hyde and F. W. Stickney, and Miss 
Helen Wright and Mrs. E. D. Carney. We consider ourselves 
fortunate in securing this excellent corps of instructors. Where all 
are good, we do not care to discriminate by special reference to any 
one / but we would like to call attention to the work being done by 
Mrs. Carney in her class in modeling. This class was started two 
years ago, but the instructor for the first year did not succeed in 
interesting the scholars, and consequently Mrs. Carney commenced 
at a disadvantage. She had to do away with the impression that 
modeling could not be successfully taught in the school. Last year 
she began with a class of nineteen scholars, of whom seventeen con- 
tinued through the term. The present term she commenced with 
twenty-five scholars, and she has a class of twenty-two at the time 
of this writing, the middle of the term. Xo one could visit her 
class in modeling, and see the scholars fashion from the shapeless 
clay most excellent copies of the best works of the old masters, 
without acknowledging the usefulness of the instruction. 

But it is no longer necessary, as it was a few years ago, that the 
annual report of this department should prove or attempt to prove 
the usefulness of art education. That is now an established fact in 
all intelligent communities. That it is established here, the success 
of this school goes to show.

REPORT ON EVENING SCHOOLS. 


To the School Committee of Lowell : 

Gentlemen, — Your Committee desire to report, that one year 
ago they found the Evening Schools quite fully attended, and a good 
deal of interest manifested in them, both by teachers and scholars. 

We found them distributed as follows : — 

No. 1, for males and females, in basement of Green School-house. 

No. 2, for males and females, in basement of School-house, corner 
of Central and Lyon Streets. 

No. 8, for males, in Ward Room on Church Street. 

No. 4, for males and females, in Mission School building, oil First 
Street, Centralville. 

No. 5, High School, for males and females, in hall of Wort hen 
Street Primary School-house. 

The above-named schools held regular sessions on Monday, Tues- 
day, Thursday, and Friday evenings of each week, until the last of 
February. 

The amount expended for these schools was 84,652.44. We 
believe that this money has been well expended, and that the results 
obtained will be of permanent value to the City. 

These schools commenced again their sessions on the evening of 
Nov. 3, 1881, with nearly the same corps of teachers as were 
employed last winter, while the number in attendance remains 
much the same. 

The whole number in attendance this year was 1,309, the average 
attendance being 500 ; while the whole number for the year before 
was 1,183, with an average of 498. 
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We believe there has been a marked improvement in the order 
and discipline of these schools ; still, we cannot expect these 
scholars to exhibit the same decorum as we have in the day schools. 

The method of instruction in these schools remains the same as 
last year. 

In accordance with the suggestion of this Committee, in their last 
report, it was, after some delay, found advisable to open a separate 
evening school for the French scholars in the basement of the 
Primary School on Common Street, under the care of Mr. J. H. 
Guillet, with an able corps of assistants. Thus far, it has proved a 
success. 

We believe that there is a large number of French scholars, 
between the ages of fourteen and eighteen years, in our city, who 
cannot speak English ; and we hope that in the new Ward Room, 
talked of in Ward One, a suitable place will be provided for them, 
in which they can have an evening school, separate for this class of 
scholars. 

We learn from some of the teachers that the scholars have 
improved very much in their lessons, and manifest increased interest 
in their desires to learn that which will prove of practical benefit to 
them in life. 

Your Committee are fully convinced of the benefits derived from 
these schools, and we therefore recommend their continuance. 

Herewith we present for your consideration a summary of the 
expenses, attendance, etc., of these schools for 1881 .

REPORT ON VOCAL MUSIC. 


To the School Committee of Loioell : 

Gentlemen, — Again it becomes necessary for the Committee on 
Vocal Music to make an annual report to this Board concerning this 
department of study. 

In general terms, it may be said that the results which have 
been produced are fully as satisfactory as during any previous year. 
The special instructor, Mr. George F. Willey, has been habitually 
faithful and zealous in his work, while the regular teachers have as 
a rule carried out his suggestions in regard to practice and drill 
with commendable fidelity. We give below a tabulated statement 
of the appointments in accordance with which Mr. Willey has met 
the different classes of the schools, so that it will be seen the music 
lessons have been given by a regular plan. This custom has proved 
to be very beneficial to both teachers and scholars, since in this way 
all interested are enabled to know that at such a specified time a 
certain portion of the hour will be given to the musical exercise, 
and hence they must be prepared accordingly. 

In our report of last year we expressed the hope that an oppor- 
tunity might be afforded erelong, of giving a public exhibition of 
the system and manner in accordance with which music is taught 
in our schools. Such an occasion was offered during the month of 
June last. On the day appointed, the weather was very unpro- 
pitious, the rain fell heavily from morning until night, and hence 
circumstances seemed fatal to the enterprise. But notwithstanding 
all this, the project was carried through ; and so far as the legiti- 
mate objects of the experiment were concerned, it was a success. 
We desire to extend to the teachers the thanks of the Committee 
for their zealous efforts in trying to carry out the wishes of the 
Committee at that time. 

An exemplification of the manner in which music is daily taught 
in the schools was then given in Huntington Hall, from the classes 
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of the youngest primarians up through all the grades of the Pri- 
mary and Grammar schools, to the graduating class of the High 
school. Notwithstanding the weather, a large number of citizens 
and parents were present throughout the entire exercise, which 
lasted nearly all day. 

Two things were especially demonstrated on that occasion. First, 
our children are taught to sing in good tone and to avoid shouting, 
to sing promptly and not drag the rhythm ; and secondly, to read 
music with remarkable facility. These two points were favorably 
commented upon by many intelligent listeners, who expressed great 
surprise and delight at what they had seen and heard. When a 
stranger may enter any of our school-rooms, and write upon the 
black-board in one, two, or three parts, according to the grade 
and that portion of the course belonging to that grade, and then 
divide the schools into different parts, and hear that exercise sung 
correctly at sight by syllables and by numerals, we affirm that these 
scholars have been taught something by somebody , and it requires 
but little candor to give credit where it is due. The occasion 
referred to was exceedingly pleasant both to pupil, teacher, and 
listener, as well as productive of good results. 

Without discussing the relative merits of what are known as the 
“Fixed Do” and the “Movable Do” system, we will simply say that 
the latter method is the one in use here ; and so long as satisfactory 
results are produced, there seems to be no need of change. 

At the examination of applicants for certificates of qualification as 
teachers in February last, a knowledge of the rudiments of music 
was considered among the requirements. And at the last examina- 
tion of candidates for admission to the High school, twenty ques- 
tions relative to the fundamental parts of musical science were 
given, with the requirement that answers should be returned in 
writing. It was a matter of gratification and some surprise that so 
large a proportion of the questions w r ere answered with accuracy. 

Music is now considered a regular study in our curriculum ; and 
there is but little need in these times to argue in its favor. To 
banish it would be a step in the wrong direction. Many homes in this 
city are brighter, many hearts arc happier, and many young fresh 
lives are better equipped for the warfare of life, because music is 
taught in our public 'schools. 

Like all large communities, we have the positively musical, the 
passively musical, and the negatively musical classes of children. 
The first are accustomed to sing at home and in Sunday school, 
take delight in singing, and are glad of an opportunity to learn more 
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than they know. The second possess talent which has never been 
developed by exercise, but needs only practice to insure wholesome 
growth. The third class is made up almost wholly of children who 
have in some way been discouraged, and made to believe they have 
no gifts in this direction, and who need oftentimes only encourage- 
ment to listen and to try to imitate, and who are to be attracted, 
not driven, to this study by patience and kindness on the part of 
those appointed to instruct. Those instances are very rare in which 
nature has not favored a child with at least some degree of talent 
and love for song. Perseverance and kindness here, as in other pur- 
suits, will accomplish good and surprising results. Let the work go 
on in our schools ; for although music may not arouse purely intel- 
lectual conceptions, “it stands,” as has been well expressed, “for 
independent states of consciousness, it creates an atmosphere in 
which thoughts are born, it deals with the mystic states in which 
thought is steeped and colored.”

Two new school-houses have been built this year; one on Kirk 
Street, the other on Pine Street. The former furnishes accommoda- 
tions for Primaries No. 1 and No. 3. The latter, not yet accepted, 
is for the accommodation of the Grammar School on Branch Street. 

The Kirk Street school-house was finished in March, and taken 
possession of without ceremony at the beginning of the April term. 
This building, aesthetically viewed, is not handsome. The shallow 
recesses in the front wall are for terra-cotta medallions and a tablet. 
When these are set, the front will present a better appearance. 
The problem presented to the Building Committee, was to furnish 
two school-rooms, each of which should be about thirty-five feet 
long, twenty-four feet wide, and twelve feet high, to be lighted on 
one side only, to the left of the scholars, and so arranged that all 
the seats should be fully and equally lighted. With regard to the 
stairways, coat-rooms, conveniences in the basement, and other mat- 
ters connected with the structure, it was desirable that they should 
not affect the lighting or the ventilating of the rooms. By placing 
the stairways, coat-rooms, and entries on the sides of the building 
in front, the plan of lighting was entirely changed. There are 
now three windows in the back of the room, where there should be 
none, and four on the side close together with spaces between of 
about a foot. The rooms are telescoped into the entries, and conse- 
quently the seats are unequally lighted* Still, with all their short- 
comings, the rooms are the most comfortable in the city. 

DESCRIPTION OF HIGHLAND SCHOOL. 

The School-house on Pine Street is finished and ready for the 
Franklin School. The following description of it is furnished by 


*“In the recent International Educational Congress at Brussels [held last 
summer], fifteen papers on hygiene in schools were presented by specialists 
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the architect, who may well be congratulated on its beautiful appear- 
ance and the arrangement of rooms. 

The School-house is constructed of common brick of a dark color 
laid in black mortar, with trimmings of Nova Scotia brown-stone. 

The dimensions of the main building are: ninety-four feet front, 
sixty-two feet in depth, and about sixty feet from the grade to the 
ridge. 

There are also two projections containing the staircases, entran- 
ces, etc., the one in front being fourteen feet by forty-six, and the 
one in the rear, nineteen by forty-six. 

The building is so arranged, that two or four rooms can be built 
oil in the future, should they be needed ; the coat-rooms for same 
having been built into the present building. 

The structure is two stories high, with a high roof, which is sup- 
ported by four heavy hard pine trusses. The space under the roof 
is so arranged and lighted, that it may be finished into a large hall 
if necessary. 

The main entrance on Pine Street, and the two side entrances, are 
handsomely finished in oak. 

The floor of the basement is cemented and is ten feet in the clear. 
Two flights of stairs lead from basement to the first story. 

The front and side doors are of oak and open outward for safety 
in case of fire. 

The vestibules are finished in oak. 

The main hall is sixteen by twenty feet square, from which a 
corridor, nine feet % wide, runs through to the rear hall, which is 
twenty feet square, thus affording ample space for the movements 
of the scholars. 

There are four school-rooms on each floor, making eight iu all. 
Connected with all the rooms are coat-rooms for the scholars, each 
of which contains sixty clothes-hooks. The dimensions of the coat- 
rooms are five by eighteen feet, with two doors, one opening into 
the school-rooms and one into the hall or corridor. 


from Belgium, France, Great Britain, Hungary, Holland, Russia, and Switz- 
erland ; still other papers were presented in substance. Long and earnest 
discussions followed, and certain declarations were made; as for instance: 
(1), that class-rooms should be lighted on one side only, to the left of the 
scholars, and so arranged that all the seats should be fully and equally 
lighted; and (2), that the size of a class-room for fifty pupils (the extreme 
number) should be about thirty feet by twenty-four and a half feet.” — Dr. 
Eaton , Commissioner United States Bureau of Education. 
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Each school-room has a teachers’ closet, and on the first floor there 
are two private rooms, one for the Principal, and one for a reception 
room. 

The rooms are twelve feet in the clear, with six windows for each 
room, the dimensions being twenty-eight by thirty-seven feet, with 
ample black-board space. 

There are two ventilators for each room, one at the top, and one 
at the bottom of same. 

There are four staircases leading from first floor to roof story,, 
each five feet wide, with easy rise and tread, sheathed and furnished 
with hand rail and ornamental capping. 

The building is finished in clear Michigan pine throughout, finished 
in the natural wood with oil and filling. 

The beams in main hall-ways are cased and finished in an orna- 
mental manner with brackets and pilasters. 

The roof is slate-covered, red slate being used on a portion of the 
front gable over the main entrance. 

The gutters and conductors are of galvanized iron. 

There are five gilded sunflowers which ornament the four corners 
of main roof and point of front gable. 

The ventilators and belfry are ornamental in design, and, with 
the dormer windows and gable, break up the roof, producing an 
agreeable effect in outline. 

The general effect is simple and quiet, the building depending 
upon its general outline for whatever good appearance it may have. 

The architect was Mr, Frederick W. Stickney ; the general con- 
tract was given to Cyrus P. Barclay, by whom the different depart- 
ments of the work were sub-contracted by the consent of the Com- 
mittee ; the foundation was done by Luther Kittredge ; the brick- 
work, by Frederick Frye; slating, by Robert Goulding; heating 
apparatus, by H. R. Barker; plumbing, by T. R. Garity ; and plas- 
tering, by S. D. Butter worth. 

The contract for the building, not including the heating appara- 
tus, was a little over 828,000. 

During the latter part of 1880, an agent of the State Board of 
Health visited the city, for the purpose of investigating the sanitary 
condition of our school-houses. He examined some of them quite 
thoroughly, and made his report, which did not reach us for about a 
year. The criticisms made by the agent were generally fair, though 
there were some loose charges ; as, “ The reason given that better 
school accommodations [in Little Canada] would be unappreciated^ 
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hardly seems to be a good arid sufficient one.” If this refers to 
privies, it is just, for those accommodations are insufficient in nearly 
all cases of two-room wooden school-houses. Complaints of such 
accommodations have been repeatedly made, but with little effect. 
Of Little Canada the agent says: “The building proper is fresh, and 
seems in good condition; both privies and urinal are rather filthy 
already.” There is no urinal there. There are nearly twenty 
school-houses in the city where the accommodations are no better 
than those on Cheever Street. Within six weeks I have visited all 
the places referred to in the report, and have, without exception, 
found them clean. What their condition was the day after I visited 
them, I cannot tell, but some of the worst of them were visited 
several times. The agent’s report closes with saying, that “ a great 
proportion of the present dirty state of things may be entirely 
remedied by adequate and intelligent janitor service,” which is very 
true. 

The jurisdiction of janitors has been a much discussed subject 
during the last five years. Scarcely any party doubts that, as the 
janitors work for the School Committee, and are paid out of the 
appropriation for schools, the School Committee should have charge 
of them. The Committee on Lands and Buildings claim, however, 
that the Statutes, City Charter, and City Ordinances have placed 
in their hands the whole power of appointing, prescribing the duties, 
and fixing the pay of, janitors. This position was not taken till 
within a few years. In the Buies of the School Committee for 
1871, Sec. IV, page 84, it says : “ The principals of the several 
schools shall employ some person to sweep and wash their school- 
rooms, and to make the fires in the same, where heated by stoves. 
There shall be paid per term for sweeping the High School rooms, 
ten dollars; the Grammar and Primary School rooms, for each 
room, one dollar; and for building fires in Primary Schools, three 
dollars per year. An amount, not exceeding one dollar per term, 
shall be allowed for cleaning school-rooms, when authorized by the 
Superintendent.” The power of the Committee in this matter was 
exercised from the incorporation of the town in 1826 to 1872. At 
the regular meeting of the Committee in January of 1871, a resolution 
was adopted, requesting the Committee on School-houses to con- 
sider the expediency of employing persons to take care of and 
build fires in all the school-houses in the city, under the direction of 
the Superintendent of Public Buildings. In June of the same year, 
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the Committee on School-houses reported that arrangements had 
been made with the above officer, by which all the school-buildings 
and their premises had been placed under the charge of janitors. 
When the Committee lost their rights in the matter, hath not yet 
appeared. 

Two months ago, a vote was passed in committee, to request the 
City Council to alter the ordinance relating to the charge of public 
buildings, so that the janitors should be paid out of the appropria- 
tion of the committee having them in charge. At the request of 
the City Auditor, I wrote the ordinance, which was reported favor- 
ably upon, but amended so as to give to the Superintendent of 
Public Schools the whole power over the janitors. At the last 
meeting of the City Council, the whole matter was indefinitely post- 
poned. I suggest that another effort be made to obtain such charge 
of the janitors, as will give the Committee power to discharge 
incompetent or improper persons doing this service. 

The most important matter in connection with the school-houses, is 
ventilation . The appropriation for school-houses should be sufficient 
to allow at least two thousand dollars for this purpose. The High 
School-house and Franklin School-house need immediate attention. 
Last year I rceommcnded that all the school-rooms in Ward Five 
be visited at an early date, and if possible, while the schools were in 
session, for then only can the necessity for full ventilation be recog- 
nized. I renew this recommendation, and ask that the Race-street 
rooms be visited as soon as possible, the building and location being 
unsuitable for school purposes. 

There is need of more Grammar-school accommodations in Ward 
Three. The Edson School, at the close of last term, reported the 
average number belonging to each room (eleven in all) to be fifty- 
three. The number reported present during the first week of the 
current term was five hundred and forty-three, I suggest that by 
adding to the lot of land now owned by the city on Carter Street, 
there would be room enough for a school-house that would accom- 
modate the primaries on that street, and five or six grammar depart- 
ments. 

There shonld also be furnished accommodations for small children 
in the neighborhood of Westford, Grand, and Chelmsford Streets. 
Primary No. 77 now occupies the school-house on Grand Street, the 
former quarters of No. 28, and No. 28 on Howard Street is over- 
crowded. 
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SCHOOLS. 

There has been no change worthy of special mention, either in the 
grading of the schools, or in their management. The teachers all 
show the same spirit that was manifested by them during last year, 
and there has been no lack of interest anywhere perceptible. The 
practice of using books other than those prescribed in the list of 
text-books has been kept up, and the results have been most satis- 
factory where the greatest liberty has been allowed in the use of 
them. Some of the teachers have been fortunate in securing quite 
a variety of books for teaching the youngest children, and their 
schools are almost always the pleasantest to visit. Among sup- 
plementary reading primers, there is the greatest call for those 
that seem supremely silly to people of mature age ; but to teachers 
who are skilful in the art of teaching the youngest children from 
the blackboard and the chart, these little books, which are designedly 
made simple, are very great helps. The progress made by such 
helps is truly wonderful, and is a strong contrast to the progress 
made by the old, tedious method of dragging children through the 
alphabet and the spelling-book, compelling them to utter words 
without meaning to their infant minds, and sounds without music to 
the ear. 

In the first half of the year many of the schools were so large 
that assistants were employed, to help the teachers get through their 
daily work. To these assistants, the higher classes were generally 
assigned, that the younger children, who needed the most careful and 
patient training in their first steps in reading, might have the best 
helps and the most skilful guidance. But with all the pains taken 
in a large school, and with the largest stock of patience to draw 
upon, the child’s progress is necessarily slow. The multitude con- 
fuses both teacher and pupil, and it is a hard matter for the teacher, 
at times, not to show impatience and even irritation. A resort to 
discipline is found necessary, when the fault lies wholly in the 
crowded condition of the school. The rule that requires all cases 
of discipline to be recorded, comes to the aid of the child, and quiet 
is with difficulty restored. To avoid this bad state of things, it was 
decided at the commencement of the present term, that no assistants 
should be employed in any room with another teacher, because of 
the great harm arising (both in a sanitary and an educational point 
of view) from having too many persons in one room. This arrange- 
ment has been preferred to the other by the teachers, and 1 believe 
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the amount of teaching done, has been quite as great as with the 
help of assistants. 

The number of schools under the supervision of the Committee 
is the same as last year (ninety), one having been discontinued in 
July, and another established at the last meeting of the Board. 
Besides these, are the Evening Schools and the Drawing Schools 
kept in the winter, the Mill Schools in the summer vacation, and 
the Reform School at the City Farm. 

REFORM SCHOOL. 

As the size of this school depends upon circumstances beyond the 
control of the Committee, it seems hardly necessary to say more, 
than that it is in the hands of an excellent manager, and that what- 
ever may be done in any school towards reforming the wayward, is 
done most effectually in this school. In last year’s report, I gave a 
table which showed the amount of work he does and the order of 
doing it. He deserves the gratitude of the community for his 
earnest labors in an unpromising field. 

The following statistics have been furnished me, and give some 
idea of what his duties must be.

Of the whole number committed, only nine have failed of excel- 
lent deportment. Children are sent here from Chelsea, Somerville, 
Fitchburg, Marlborough, Woburn, and several other towns in the 
county. The large number of pauper children is suggestive. 


MILL SCHOOLS. 

Two Mill Schools were kept during the summer vacation, — one in 
the Colburn School-house, by Charles S. Clark ; the other in the 
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lower room of the school-house on Cabot Street, by Misses Harrihan 
and McOwen.

INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL. 

Oil account of the crowded condition of Primary No. 31, it was 
deemed advisable, at the commencement of the last term, to send 
the Second Class into the Intermediate School above, where there 
was sufficient room to accommodate them. Miss Hamblett grace- 
fully yielded to circumstances and discharged faithfully her increased 
responsibilities. Her school is large, in good condition, and, it is 
hoped, will find a welcome in the new school-house on Pine Street, 
when it shall be opened to scholars. By transferring her scholars to 
that house, room will be made for the scholars now crowded into 
Primary No. 31, and her own classes may easily be merged in the 
Grammar school. It is important that action should early be taken 
in this matter, in justice to the school and its teacher. 

f MIXED SCHOOLS. 

These schools are under the charge of the same teachers as last 
year, and are in very good condition. 

PRIMARY. 

The number of Primary schools is the same as at the close of 
last year. The school over the blacksmith’s shop on Gorham Street, 
No. 78, having been discontinued in July, its scholars returned to 
Primary No. 39, on Charles Street, from which it was formed. To 
offset this, a school was opened in the hall of the Common-street 
School-house in October, to relieve the crowded schools on Cheever, 
Cabot, and Pace Streets. It took the number of the school discon- 
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tin ued, seventy-eight. Its average number belonging during the 
term was thirty-eight. It will rank with No. 86 on Cabot Street, 
as a sehool of the upper grade. Until now, No. 36 has been the 
only sehool of the upper grade north of Merrimaek Street, six Pri- 
maries being tributary to it. The two schools on Cheever Street 
are ranked as ungraded sehools, but they promote to No. 36 as fast 
as they find it praetieable. The average number belonging to the 
eleven sehools on Common, Raee, Cabot, and Cheever Streets, dur- 
ing the term just elosed, was 654, or sixty to eaeh teacher. More 
than one-fourth of these children were reported as children who had 
never attended sehool before this term. 

No Paroehial school has yet been opened on Suffolk Street, 
though the rooms have been ready for oeeupaney for a year. The 
time now fixed for opening, is September, 1882. Had the sehool 
been opened as expeeted, all the schools west of Worthen Street 
would have been greatly relieved. 

The schools south of Charles Street, some of which were crowded 
in the spring term, were equalized as to number of seholars in the 
fall term, as nearly as it eould be done ; the largest number belong- 
ing being fifty-six in No. 59 on Lyon Street, a school of the middle 
grade. The number of seholars that never attended school before 
this term, in the seven sehools of the lower grade in this district, is 
eighty-seven less than in the five sehools of the same grade in the 
northwest part of the eity. 

There are two sehools in Ward Four, one on Dover Street, the 
other on Howard Street, for whose relief immediate steps should be 
taken. I had intended to send the upper elass in No. 62 on Dover 
Street to the Franklin Grammar sehool on its removal to the new 
sehool-house on Pine Street, but must await developments before 
suggesting anything else. For the sehool on Howard Street, I see 
no relief exeept in a new building. 

The number of scholars promoted to the Grammar schools in 
September, was 809. 

The Primary sehools are in a very good condition, with few 
exceptions.

The five Primaries on Worthen Street reported two hundred and 
twenty scholars belonging at the close of the term. In case of a 
resignation of one of the teachers there, the schools might easily be 
re-arranged, and made into four of about fifty-four scholars each. 

GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

With regard to these schools the most noticeable points are, their 
increase in size, and the examinations for promotion to the High 
school in July. The reports for the term ending Dec. 24, show 
that there were one hundred and forty-nine more scholars belonging 
to these schools at the close of the term, than at the corresponding 
time last year. The Green had about sixty more than last year. It 
is very evident that there has been a rapid and steady increase in the 
number of scholars in every section of the city, but more especially 
in those localities where the manufacturing companies are extend- 
ing their works. Should this increase continue, the opening of the 
Parochial school on Suffolk Street would be a great relief. 

The Edson school was so much inconvenienced by the number of 
scholars sent to it from the Primaries, that it was found absolutely 
necessary to regrade the classes. This was done by the sub- 
committee, with the aid of the Superintendent and principal, and 
the result has proved quite satisfactory. 

There were sent from the Grammar schools to be examined for 
admission to the High school, one hundred and eighty-one scholars. 
Nearly all were admitted. The subjects upon which they were 
examined were, Music, Drawing, Writing, Reading, Spelling, Geog- 
raphy, History, Grammar, and Arithmetic. Perfect rank was 180. 
The highest rank attained was 173.7. Several years ago, I printed 
tabular statements of the relative rank attained by the scholars of 
the different schools, to encourage the teachers to a healthy emula- 
tion. Believing that the effect of such a showing was an injury to 
certain schools, I discontinued the practice. I cannot, however, 
refrain from presenting the results of an examination of the rank 
attained in Arithmetic, withholding, however, the names of the 
schools. 


f Established. 
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All other things being equal, the smallest school should be the 
most successful. As a good knowledge of Arithmetic is necessary 
to success in the High-school studies, the inference is, that many 
admitted on a low rank, must fall out by the way. Only one hun- 
dred and fifty-one of those who were admitted, entered the High 
school. It should be mentioned, however, that it was necessary to 
send away as many scholars as possible, from the Grammar schools, 
to make way for others following them. 

I believe that, on the whole, I must speak well of the Grammar 
schools, for I am sure that all the teachers have labored earnestly 
for the good of the schools under their charge. 


CHANGES.- 

Miss Pike, a very conscientious and faithful teacher for more 
than thirty years, resigned her position as assistant in the Bartlett 
School in July. Miss Alice R. Johnson, an excellent teacher in the 
Green School, resigned in July, and Miss Alice L. Iveese was 
appointed to fill the vacancy. At the last meeting of the Board, 
Miss Iveese, and Miss Hanaford of the Varnum School, were allowed 
to exchange places. 

Miss Helen Haggett, assistant in the Moody School for fifteen 
years, was sick at the commencement of the school-year in 1880 . 
She never recovered from her sickness. She died, after much suffer- 
ing, in May. The Board recognized her long and faithful services 
in appropriate resolutions. Alice M. Sanborn was elected to the 
vacancy in the Moody School. 

HIGH SCHOOL. 

This school has never had a more successful year, than the one 
now closing. The attention to study has been good, and the results 
are shown in the admission of candidates to Harvard. Four were 
admitted without a condition and with three honors. Four others 
passed the preliminary examination. Besides, there were sent, one 
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to Brown University, one to Bates College, and two to the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. The standing of the Lowell 
High School is recognized in all the High schools in the State. 

During the last term, which is four-fifths of the first half of the 
school-year, about thirty avowed their purpose of preparing for 
college. It was necessary to form these into a class, and to put into 
their hands such books as are recommended by the faculties of the 
colleges for which they intended to prepare. It may be, that of the 
thirty who declared their intentions, many will fall away, but their 
claim to proper instruction must be recognized. The laboratory has 
been used as a class-room this term, but is being fitted up for a class 
in Analytical Chemistry. 

Military Instruction has been made a compulsory study. About 
one hundred and eighty boys have been drilled by a competent 
master, and a very excellent battalion has been formed under his 
direction. Instruction will in a few months, perhaps weeks, be 
given by Mr. Coburn, who is taking as much interest in the new 
study as the boys.

FREE TEXT-BOOKS. 

At the first regular meeting of the Board in January, it was voted 
to introduce the Free Text-Book system into the public schools, at 
the commencement of the school-year in September. After the 
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preliminary steps had been taken, considerable difficulty was experi- 
enced in deciding upon a plan for distributing the books. After 
prolonged discussion, the Committee finally 

Jiesolved, — 1st, That the Committee oil Books and Supplies be authorized 
to purchase, on account of the city, directly from the publishers or other 
persons, at their discretion, all books and stationery to be used in the public 
schools. 

2d, That the same Committee be instructed to. secure necessary accommo- 
dations and assistants for supplying the schools for the months of Septem- 
ber, October, and November. 

The Committee on Text-Books and Supplies afterwards appointed 
the Chairman and Superintendent of Schools a committee to carry 
into effect the vote of the Board. The matter of purchasing books 
was entrusted to this committee. After looking over the ground, 
Mr. Frank Merrill was employed as distributing agent, and the back 
part of his store was selected as a suitable place for storing the 
articles purchased. The Superintendent immediately ordered what 
was needed. The books arrived slowly, because of the inability of 
the publishers to fill our large orders promptly. As fast, however, 
as the books of the kinds not in stock could be bound, they were 
forwarded. 

The work of distribution commenced on the opening of the term, 
and proceeded quietly and without interruption until the agent was 
taken sick, Oct. 10. After that time, the business was conducted by 
Mr. Merrill, the father of the agent, assisted by a young man of little 
experience. The agent was confined to his house six weeks. Dur- 
ing a part of his absence, an experienced clerk was employed, and 
there was less trouble. At the end of November, it was thought 
best by the purchasing committee to ask that Mr. Merrill might be 
continued agent another month, which was granted. 

Owing to the press of business in his store Christmas week, the 
report upon the distribution of books was not received until Friday 
noon, Dec. 23. It came with a mass of orders and vouchers so 
great that no full report of Mr. Merrill’s transactions could be 
made. Inventories of books received were sent in by the teachers, 
and a complete report will be made as soon as possible. The text- 
books and supplies remaining in the agent’s hands have been re- 
moved to the hall near the Truant Office, and the business will 
hereafter be done by the Superintendent. 

With regard to the system, I shall have little to say until I have 
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seen it in full operation. Many difficulties have attended its introduc- 
tion, chiefly from inexperience, and it will be a year or more before 
matters will run smoothly. Some of our Grammar schools are large, 
and some small ; and the size and variety of classes make it almost 
impossible to adopt, at once, any plan for supplying schools with just 
the right number of books. The teachers are, I believe, with few 
exceptions (I know of none), pleased with the system, and I am 
confident that in a year or two there will be but one opinion with 
regard to its advantages. 


ATTENDANCE. 


Last year I reported the per cent, of attendance as not differing 
materially from that of the last twenty years. The number of 
scholars, however, has been steadily increasing, and was, at the 
close of the term just completed, larger by three hundred than at 
the close of any previous corresponding term. The labors of the 
truant officers have been greater than before, because of the in- 
crease in the number of new-comers to the city, who are generally 
unacquainted with our school requirements, and of those who claim 
to be members of the Parochial school in Belvidere.

In addition to the above, during the summer vacation we attended to the 
“ Mill Schools,” but made no record of our investigations, as there was no 
compulsion to attend. 

During the year, the Board of Health have reported to us 99 cases of 
diphtheria, and 85 cases of scarlet fever and scarlatina. We have visited 
the families, and notified them of the rules made by the School Committee 
and Board of Health governing the same. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


We sent to the Reform School 32 children. Of this* number, 25 were 
sentenced at the request and wish of the parent or guardian ; 2 were sen- 
tenced because the}' had no home nor anybody interested in them. The 
other live were sentenced because we thought it was for their good. The 37 
we bailed have been among the most regular and attentive to their sehool 
since. We also issued 1G warrants for others which we did not serve, but 
allowed the children to read them, and then told them we would arrest them 
if they did not reform. It has been a complete eure for them, the same as 
those whom we bailed, better than if we sent them away. 

All the manufactories, machine shops, stores, and all places where 
we supposed children were employed, have been visited at different times 
during the year, and found to be generally complying with the requirements 
of the laws, those in authority deeming the education of children as neees- 
sary for future prosperity. A great many of the overseers have expressed 
the wish that the statutes be amended, so that “ no children under 1G years of 
age could be emplo} r ed unless they were able to read and write.” They ean- 
not be employed under 14 years of age now, unless they are able to read and 
write, but a large majority of the children, between 14 and 16 years, who 
receive certificates from us, are not. The cases reported as working without 
certificates, were of children who held regular certificates from their teaehers, 
but had worked longer than allowed by the same.

LAWS 

Relating to the Employment of Children, and Regulations Re- 
specting Them. 

No child under the age of ten years shall be employed in any manufac- 
turing, mechanical, or mercantile establishment in this Commonwealth, and 
any parent or guardian who permits such employment shall for such offence 
forfeit a sum of not less than twenty nor more than fifty dollars, for the use 
of the public schools of the city or town. 

No child under the age of fourteen years shall be so employed, except 
during the vacations of the public schools, unless during the year next pre- 
ceding such employment he has attended some public or private day school, 
under teachers approved by the school committee of the place where such 
school is kept, at least twenty weeks, which may be divided into two terms, 
each of ten consecutive weeks, so far as the arrangement of school terms 
will allow; nor shall such employment continue unless such child shall 
attend school as herein. provided, in each and every year; and no child shall 
be so employed who does not present a certificate made by or under the 
direction of the school committee of his compliance with the requirements 
of this act; provided , however , that a regular attendance during the continu- 
ance of such employment in any school known as a half-time day school, or 
an attendance in any public or private day school, twenty weeks, as above 
stated, may be accepted by said school committee as a substitute for the 
attendance herein required. 

Every owner, superintendent, or overseer in any establishment above named, 
who employs, or permits to be employed, any child in violation of the second 
section of this act, and every parent or guardian who permits such employ- 
ment, shall for the first offence forfeit a sum not less than twenty nor more 
than fifty dollars for the use of the public schools of such city or town. 

The truant officers shall, at least once in every term, and as often as the 
school committee require, visit the establishments described by this act, in 
their several cities and towns, and inquire into the situation of the children 
employed therein, ascertain whether the provisions of this act are duly 
observed, and report all violations to the school committee. 
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Every owner, superintendent, or overseer of any manufacturing, mechanical, 
or mercantile establishment in this Commonwealth, shall require and keep on 
die a certificate of the age and place of birth of every minor child under the 
age of sixteen years employed in said establishment, so long as such minor 
shall be so employed, which certificate shall also state, in the ease of a minor 
under the age of fourteen years, the amount of his or her school attendance 
during the year next preceding such employment; said certificate shall be 
signed by a member of the school committee of the place where such attend- 
ance has been had, or some one authorized by them ; and the form of said 
certificate shall be furnished by the Secretary of the State Board of Educa- 
tion, and shall be approved by the Attorney-General. 

In case no such certificate shall have been required by such owner, super- 
intendent, or overseer, then such employment shall be deemed to have been a 
violation of the second section of chapter fiftj’-two of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six. 

The truant officers may demand the names of the minor children under the 
age of sixteen years employed in the establishments above named in their 
several cities and towns, and may require that the certificates of age and 
school attendance prescribed in this act shall be produced for their inspec- 
tion ; and if the name and certificate as aforesaid be not produced in any 
case, it shall be prima facie evidence that the employment of such child is 
illegal. 

On and after the first day of May, eighteen hundred and eighty, no child 
under fourteen years of age shall be employed in any manufacturing, mechan- 
ical, or mercantile establishment, while the public schools in the city or town 
where such child lives are in session, unless such child can read and write. 
Every owner, superintendent, or overseer in any establishment above named, 
who employs, or permits to be employed, any child in violation of this sec- 
tion, and every parent or guardian who permits such employment, shall for 
every such offence forfeit a sum of not less than twenty nor more than fifty 
dollars for the use of the public schools of such city or town.

Composition, Declamation, Reading, and Music are required throughout 
the course. Trigonometry, Surveying, Geology, Book-keeping, Analytical 
Chemistry, Greek, Latin, French, German, and Military Instruction are 
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optional studies. Any optional study, except Military Instruction, may take 
the place of any English study. 

Each scholar is expected to pursue three regular studies, but is allowed to 
take a smaller number when health demands it, and to remain as a member 
of the seliool until all the studies of the course are completed. Not more 
than three regular written examinations are permitted during each half-year. 

CLASSICAL COURSE.

Second Half — Yirgil, Greek Reader, Ancient and Modern Geography, 
Algebra and Geometry reviewed, Latin Composition, Greek Composition. 

Fourth Year. First Half — Cieero, Ovid, Hoirer, Latin Composition, 
Greek Composition, French or German. Second Half — Cicero, Homer, 
French or German, Latin Composition, Greek Composition, review of course. 

In the Classical Course, the same rules obtain as in the English Course, 
with reference to studies pursued throughout the course, the number of daily 
recitations, and number of ‘written examinations.

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The operations of the Library during the past 
year have been important, and a large amount 
of work has been accomplished. The work of 
preparing a new catalogue, which was begun the 
previous year, has been steadily carried forward 
during the present year. It is a work which can 
in no way be hurried and no amount of impatience 
can expedite the labor. Indeed, rapid work would 
be surely detrimental to the quality of the proposed 
catalogue. In one of the libraries in Brooklyn, 
N. Y., twelve years were spent most profitably in 
the preparation of a catalogue, which is plainly 
seen to be worth every moment of time and every 
dollar in money which was expended upon it. 

In the preparation of our catalogue, the first 
work to be done was to copy the title page of 
every book in the Library upon convenient cards 
manufactured for the express purpose. It is desir- 
able that each title shall be written in a legible, 
neat mannei', with a proper regard to capital letters, 
accurate spelling, correct punctuation, and good 
grammar. Although the phraseology of each title 
is copied ad literatim, nevertheless a change from 
a title of capitals only to one involving both 
kinds of letters, and frequently the introduction 
of punctuation marks, requires a knowledge of all 
these principles on the part of the copyist. 
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This part of the work is now substantially 
done. The titles of all books in the Library have 
now been twice written ; once for the subject and 
once for the author catalogue. 

The next operation in the cataloguing is the 
assortment of the cards, and classifying them ac- 
cording to prescribed families, genera and species 
of books. The scheme of classification adopted is 
that of Mr. Dewey, the Librarian of Amherst 
College. The Board of Directors have, however, 
enlarged his plan, by subdividing many of his 
species into sub-species and varieties, thus intro- 

ducing a far greater number of subjects, and thus 
adding greatly to the utility of the arrangement. 
The method of classification is not intricate. It 

can readily be understood by every person to 

whom it would ever be of any benefit. One not 
caring to study the plan of classification would 
always, however, be enabled to turn at once to 

airy subject upon which he desired books b} r the 
aid of an alphabetical index to all the subjects 
which are covered by the works already in the 
Library, which will be found in the printed 
catalogue. 

The work of assorting the cards, according to 
the aforementioned plan, is now in progress. It 
has not been thought advisable to give the entire 
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manual in full in this report; but any citizen of 
the city who desires to examine it is privileged to 
visit our work-room, where a large chart of the 
whole plan, in all its details, may be found 
hanging upon the wall. 

The supervision of this part of the work has 
been entrusted to one of the Directors, who has 
devoted much time to the work. He has been 
most efficiently aided by our excellent Librarian, 
who has made the assortment and classification in 
the first instance ; and so well has this duty been 
uniformly performed that the inspector, in his 
revision, has seen fit to make very few changes, 
in each of which cases some legitimate doubt 
might have been entertained about the exact 
nature of the book under consideration. 

It cannot be foretold how long the work of 
classification will last. As we have intimated, it 
cannot be hurried. The value of the whole work, 
when completed, will depend wholly upon the care 
bestowed upon it. In the meantime the city is 
not suffering in the least in consequence. We 
have so arranged matters that our circulation is 
not in the least disturbed. The present catalogue 
will still do as much service as it has ever done, 
and the new one will be all the more valuable 
for the pains which are taken. At the same time, 
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our patrons may be assured that there will be no 
unnecessary delay. 

As rapidly as the cards are properly classified, 
according to their appropriate subjects, they will be 
temporarily placed in boxes, divided by partitions, 
so that all which pertain to a given subject will 

be by themselves. When all have been classified, 

they will be placed in card drawers constructed 
expressly for the purpose, according to the models 
already in use in many of the best libraries of 
America. The subject-card catalogue will then be 
complete. The author-card catalogue will soon 
follow. This is more simple. The names of all 
authors whose works are in the Library are 
arranged alphabetically. All the works of each 
author are found under his name. * After the card- 
catalogue is completed, it will always be complete. 

All the additions, as fast as they arrive, can be 

put in their appropriate places among the other 
cards. This is the only kind of a catalogue which 
is forever complete up to date. Hence it is the 
kind most approved in all well-regulated libraries. 

After the card catalogue is completed, it is 
proposed to issue another printed catalogue, con- 
structed upon the same principles of classification. 
How long it will be before the printing can begin 
is uncertain. The work must be thorough to be 
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valuable, and to be thorough it must be slow. 
In all probability, however, the card catalogue will 
be ready for use at the close of the coming year, 

and the printing would then follow as rapidly as 

possible. 

It is gratifying to note that the number of 

our subscribers is constantly increasing and that 

the circulation has greatly increased during the 
past year. / The elevation of the standard taste, as 
judged by the quality of books read, is especially 
to be noted, and is a matter of much satisfaction. 

Works in history, biography and travel are now 

being much read, and this fully justifies the liberal 
purchase of such books, the past year. Fiction 
still takes the lead in the circulation and will for 
many years to come ; but such works are not 
nearly so universally read as formerly, and many 
of our laboring classes are reading the best of 

books. It is a fact not so well known as it 

should be, that cheap novels are quite as much 

read by the rich and intelligent classes as by any, 
and it is also a fact worth knowing that many of 

the very best books are read by those whose 
hands are horny from hard work. This decidedly 
disproves the assertion that we must buy only 

novels for the poor. Good books are just as 
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much read by them and just as much demanded 
by them as the cheap literature. 

The list of donors appended to this report 

shows that the Library has been generously re- 
membered by many friends. Our thanks are due 
to all the papers of Lowell for gratuitous copies 
of their journals. The Morning Mail, Morning 
Times, Yox Populi and Sun have contributed copies 
for the whole year ; and the Daily Courier and 
the Daily Citizen for the past few months. 

Our energetic Librarian, immediately after the 
death of our late lamented President, sent requests 
to the press in all parts of the country, soliciting 
papers containing eulogies upon the deceased Presi- 
dent and accounts of his death and burial. The 
replies were unusually numerous. About twelve 

hundred different periodicals were received, forming 
an invaluable collection which will often be of 
great service in the future, and leads us to regret 
that a similar collection was not made after the 
assassination of President Lincoln. The thanks of 
the Library are due to the press of the country 
for their unanimity and promptness in replying to 
the circulars addressed to them. Our thanks are 

also due to the J. C. Ayer Co., who, through 
their senior member, Frederic Ayer, Esq., con- 

tributed a large number of these papers ; also,

to the local press for the contribution of their 
exchanges. 

The thanks of the Board are likewise due to 

the Vox Populi for printing the monthly lists of 
new books, free of charge. It is to be hoped that 
these lists are . read and consulted. The Board 
may well be congratulated upon the valuable list 

of books which have been placed upon our shelves 

in the past year. We have never neglected the 
wants of readers of fiction. We have bought all 

the novels published during the year which we 
deemed worthy to be read ; but we have added 

many valuable works in all the fields of literature. 
To meet the demand for more room for books, 

additional shelving, to the amount of forty-eight 
feet, has been placed in the book-room. 

The Directors again urgently request the City 
Council to take the necessary steps to secure the 

election of the Directors for a longer term than 

a year. They recommend that, if such a change 
should be adopted, at the first election thereafter 
two directors be .chosen for three years, two for 
two years, and two for one year, and that every 
year afterwards two be chosen for three years. 

They also recommend that steps be taken 
whereby the Librarian shall be elected by the 
Board of Directors instead of the City Council, as 
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at present. The reasons for the latter course are 
that the Directors would be more likely to under- 
stand the needs of the Library and the qualifica- 
tions for a Librarian, because of the nature of 
their duties, and also because the office ought not, 
in any sense, to be a partisan office, or in any 

way indebted to political working. There are 
many positions which can readily be filled, and 
which do not demand a person who has previously 
performed the duties required of his office, but the 

office of Librarian is one which requires experience, 
ability and fidelity. 

To effect either of the above changes in the 
administration of the Library it is probable that a 
change in our city charter would be requisite, 
requiring special legislation by the General Court. 
But this could doubtless be easily obtained, and it 
is hoped that the new Council will consider the 
two propositions favorably.

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REPORT. 


Office of the Board of Health, 
Lowell, January 31, 1882. 

To the City Council: 

Gentlemen : In obedience to the general law passed by the 
Legislature of Massachusetts, during the session of 1877, relating to 
the public health, we herewith submit this annual report, ending on 
the 31st of December, 1881. 

During the year the work of the Board has been principally con- 
fined to the abatement of nuisances, inspection of cellars, back-yards, 
tenement-houses, drainage, and the enforcement of rules tending to 
arrest the spread of contagious and dangerous diseases. We have 
had charge of the collection and removal of 

FILTH, ASHES, GARBAGE, HOUSE-DIRT, ETC. 

Several teams are employed for this purpose, and pass through 
the different streets of each ward, every week. The order which they 
follow is: Ward 1, on Monday; Ward 2, Tuesday; Ward 3, 
Wednesday; Ward 4, Thursday; Ward 5, Friday; and Ward 6, 
on Saturday. House-holders are required to place their ashes, dirt, 
and filth of all kinds in suitable receptacles upon the edge of the 
sidewalk in front of their premises on such da} T s as the team passes. 
During the year 9348 loads of this filth have been removed. It is 
believed that this work has been faithfully performed. Scarce^ any 
one thing is so conducive to public health as the removal every week 
of the filth, dirt, and decaying vegetable matter found in cellars, 
yards, and not unfrequentl} r , gathered inside of shops and dwellings. 
Families cannot plead any excuse for the want of cleanliness, when 
all their filth and dirt can be removed from their own door at public 
expense. 
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NUISANCES. 

As in previous years there is nothing that has given the Board 
more annoyance, or the residents of some parts of the city more 
cause for complaint, than privy vaults. Many of these vaults are old 
and deeayed, leaking into somebody's cellar or yard, or so faulty as 
to bring complaints to the office. To sueh an extent do filth, dirt 
and other unwholesome matter accummulate in eellars, yards, and 
inside of dwellings, that they become liable to breed diseases of the 
worst kind, and therefore, are unfit for occupation. The Board have 
found during the } T ear twenty sueh dwelling or tenement houses, and 
have ordered them vaeated. The owners of six of these dwellings 
removed the cause of the eomplaints, but in fourteen of these dwell- 
ings, the occupants actually moved out. Complaints have been made 
during the year of various other kinds of nuisances which have been 
promptly attended to. 

VAULTS CLEANED BY THE ODORLESS PROCESS. 

As the ordinances of the eity forbid, during warm weather, 
the entrance of night earts in order to clean out vaults, without 
speeial permit from the Board of health, 1 and as it was found that this 
work could be done so much better by the 6t Odorless Exeavating 
Apparatus,” the Board of Health passed, Juty 2, 1881, the following 
order. 


“ Notice is hereby given that no permit will, after August 1, be granted 
to empty privy vaults and cesspools within the following district, except 
by an ordorless process and in the daytime: Beginning at a point on the 
Merrimack river opposite Alder street, thence westerly on said river to 
Pawtucket bridge, thence southerly through School street to Westford 
street, thence easterly through Westford street to Howard street, thence 
southerly through Howard street to Meadow brook, so called, thence east- 
erly by the course of said brook to Concord river, thence northerly by the 
course of said river to a point opposite Pond street, thence easterly through 
Pond street to High street, thence southerly through High street to Oak 
street, thence easterly through Oak street to Nesmith street, thence north- 
erly through Nesmith street to Alder street, thence in the same direction 
through Alder street to the point of beginning, including the premises 
abutt ing on both sides of said streets. No permits will be granted to empty 
privy vaults in other parts of the city between the 1st day of June and the 
1st day of October, except by an odorless process. ” 
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It is more than six months since this order passed and all the 
vaults within the hounds above described, which have had anything 
done to them, have been cleaned out by the odorless process. Some 
complaints have been made against this process on account of the in- 
creased expense attending it ; but upon investigation the Board are 
satisfied that the eharges here made are below the average of what is 
paid in other cities for this same kind of work. Complaints have also 
been made that the business is a monopoly. This is no fault of the 
Board ; it is the process and not any particular person or party with 
which the Board deals. In some cities there are ten or fifteen ma- 
chines whieh do this work. This business here or elsewhere is open 
to competition. In some cities, in order to reduce the expense, and 
have the business done thoroughly, the work has been carried on by 
the eity itself owning the maehine and managing it in its corporate 
eapaeity. In this case the eit} r would have the night soil for its own 
use, or eould sell the same. It is well known that farmers, and es- 
pecially those owning small estates within or near the eity, depend 
upon this night soil for manure. Now we are informed that an ar- 
rangement can be made with Mr. Emery whereby parties can obtain 
this night soil in large or small quantities on such terms as cannot be 
justly complained of. Thus the process of cleaning out vaults can be 
carried on by one or more parties, and those outside wanting the soil 
can be accommodated on reasonable terms. 

INSPECTION OF CELLARS, YARDS, DWELLINGS, ETC. 

Personal inspection constitutes the first steps in sanitary im- 
provement. This is especially necessary in the spring and summer. 
At this season of the year the chairman spent much time in visiting 
various localities which might be supposed to abound with the seeds 
of disease, and where epidemie and eontagious diseases have their 
stronghold. Earl}’ in the season, and before the summer heat, the 
Board employed two men for several weeks to make a eareful inspec- 
tion of a large number of dwellings in eertain localities considered 
most unfavorable to health, and report to the Board minutely the re- 
sult of their observation. The effeet of these visits was deeidedly 
beneficial in stirring up all the families called upon to greater cleanli- 
ness and more watchfulness to avoid the causes of disease. If a 
thorough inspection of this kind could be made in the spring throughout

the whole city, the sanitary advantages would be very great. In 
the inspection made, over thirty-three hundred calls were made and 
some two thousand dwellings were examined. Let the same inspec- 
tion be applied to every tenement, shop, and mill in the city, and it 
would do immense good. 

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 

About the 1st of May a case on School street, examined by two 
physicians, was reported to the office as indicating the primary 
symptoms of varioloid, and, upon examination b} r the two physicians 
on the Board, the case was thought to afford such marked evidences 
of this disease that it was removed at once to the small-pox hospital. 
At the same time a child was found on one of the corporations exhib- 
iting decided marks of the disease which was also removed to the 
hospital. Both these proved mild cases and recovered in a few 
weeks. There was no further spread of the disease, and we may 
truly state there has not been a genuine case of small pox in the city 
the past year. 

The city has also been remarkably free from scarlet fever and 
diphtheria. There have been reported to the Board only eighty- eight 
cases of scarlet fever, followed with nine deaths, showing that' it pre- 
vailed in a mild form. Of diphtheria there have been reported one 
hundred cases, followed by twenty-seven deaths, indicating a high 
rate of mortality. It may be there were a larger number of cases of 
diphtheria in the city than were reported. It is a wise provision to 
make public at once every single case of these diseases so that the 
patients may be isolated and no other parties be exposed to the 
disease. An examination of the localities where these diseases pre- 
vailed, shows that only in two or three instances were there more 
• than one in the same family. 

PUBLIC URINALS. 

For years these conveniences have been very much needed in 
Lowell. The City Council at the instigation of the Board of Health 
passed an order this year providing for four public urinals. Our appro- 
priation was not sufficiently large to meet the expenses of all, but one 
was put in this fall, with the expectation of putting in the other three 
the coining year. The one erected' stands on Dutton street at the 
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southerly end of the Boston & Lowell depot and directly opposite 
Music hall. The rapidly increasing number of persons of all classes 
who make use of this urinal is sufficient evidence that the public gen- 
eralty are coining to appreciate and demand such accommodations. 


SEWERS. 


From the unevenness of the land, and with running water, the 
situation of Lowell as a city is remarkably favorable for good sewer- 
age. But unfortunately the plans and construction of sewers were 
not started upon a wise and liberal scale. On this account, in some 
parts of the city, they have almost proved a failure. It has been found 
necessary to rebuild many of the old sewers making them larger and 
deeper, and others have been changed in their direction and outlet. 
More thorough work and larger expense have been laid out on sewers 
the past year than ever before. A large and expensive sewer has 
been commenced this year in the south part of the city, which with its 
branches, will require several years to complete. This will give the 
southern part of the city excellent drainage and will prove a great 
sanitary advantage. 


RETURN OF DEATHS. 

Many certificates of death arc reported to the city clerk every 
year without the name of a physician specifying the cause. In such 
eases the law provides that these certificates shall be vouched for by 
the Board of Health. During the past year one hundred and forty- 
seven such certificates have been signed by the chairman of the 
Board — mostly under the following heads, as causes of death : Con- 
sumption, cholera infantum, infantile and old age. Many of these 
cases had had physicians in attendance for a time, but the parties 
finding no chance of cure, such attendance was given up. 

TENEMENT HOUSES. 

Within a few years blocks, or tenement houses, have been built 
in the cheapest possible manner to obtain the greatest amount of 
rent. These blocks eover almost the whole land possessed by the 
owner. The rooms are small, low-studded, some of them with no 
windows, and no provision made for ventilation. Such tenements 
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are expected to be crowded — every room — with occupants not of the 
most healthy or cleanly kind. In this way we have the most dense 
population that can be found in New England, which is very unfavorable 
to health. We have a large number of such tenement blocks in Little 
Canada, and a few more in other parts of the eity. Such habitations, 
if located upon narrow streets and alleys, become most unhealthy 
localities, the hot-beds of disease generally. It happens fortunately 
this year, that we have had no epidemic diseases in the city, and Little 
Canada has escaped the pestilence which might otherwise have 
occurred. 


SCHOOL HYGIENE. 


The last report of the State Board of Health made some severe 
strictures upon the sanitary condition of our sehools and school- 
houses. There was too much truth in these strictures which reflected 
severely upon the public guardians of our sehools. While this cen- 
sure seemed to fall more directly upon the Superintendent of Build- 
ings, it did not exempt the Superintendent of Schools nor the School 
Committee. When it is understood that upon the latter board are 
several physicians, and a sub-committee appointed expressly to look 
after the sanitary interests of the sehools, there should not be occa- 
sion for such strictures coming from state officials. This exposure 
shows one of two things : 1st, The need of a sanitaiy inspector of 
sehools and seliool-houses ; or 2d, The Board of Health should be 
authorized to direct special attention to the sanitaiy condition of our 
schools. In the health of our seven thousand school children vast 
interests are at stake, and something should certainly be done to 
remedy the evils here pointed out. Such inspection and improvement 
would require time, labor and expense which is not as yet provided 
for. 


BATHING. 


While the importance of bathing as a sanitaiy measure is admit- 
ted by all, no extended accommodations this year could well be pro- 
vided for it, notwithstanding we have an abundance of water. The 
water in the Concord river has become so filthy from the drain of 
sewers that it is unfit for bathing purposes. Provision for bathing in 
the Merrimack river above the mills was made b}" the Board this year 
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as in former years. With tlie building of a new bridge across the 
Merrimack river at this point, it is thought that bathing houses, con- 
venient and large may be built so as to accommodate great numbers.

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REPORT. 


Office of City Physician and Supt. of Burials, 
January, 188*2. 

To the City Council: 

Gentlemen : I have the honor to present the following state- 
ment, showing the mortality for the year ending December 31, 1881. 
with the cause, age, and sex. The mortality for the }~ear is 1287, 
against 1312 for last year ; a decrease of 25, which if we take into 
consideration our increase of population shows a very favorable de- 
crease in the death rate. Assuming our population to be 65,000 this 
would give us a death rate for this year of 19.8 in a thousand, while 
the rate for 1880 was 22.5 in a thousand. Yet our mortality repre- 
sents more than the average, which is computed to be 17 to the 
thousand. We can only expect this result with so large a portion of 
our population working people ; living in crowded tenements, and as a 
matter of necessity subjected to privations and other unsanitary con- 
ditions. Consequently what would be a fair rate of mortality for our 
city, would be a large death rate for cities favored with a more inde- 
pendent class of inhabitants, and less densely populated than some 
parts of our city. 

In* the monthly bulletin for December issued b}* the Board of 
Health, it is stated that there are ten cities in the commonwealth that 
are in advance of Lowell in the matter of health, and five below. 
This estimation was made from the reported fatalities of 1880 which 
was a.good average for those ten cities in advance, and an unusually 
fatal year for Lowell. I think, all things considered, for the past five 
years, Lowell will compare very favorably in the matter of health 
with any city of this commonwealth. For the past year we have en- 
joyed entire immunity from epidemics. 
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ZYMOTIC DISEASES. 

The number of deaths occurring from zymotic diseases was 380 
or 29.5 per cent, of the total mortality. This seems to be a large 
per cent, when we consider that zymotic diseases are more or less 
preventable, and that there has been no epidemic. The principal 
diseases of this class are as follows : Cholera infantum 111, typhoid 
fever 53, scarlet fever 9, diarrhoeal diseases 18, diphtheria 27. whoop- 
ing cough 6, measles 4, inanition 69. and 2 from alcoholism. As 
usual cholera infantum leads in this elass. 

CONSTITUTIONAL DISEASES. 

The number of deaths from constitutional diseases was 345 or 
26.6 percent, of the whole mortality. Consumption is the leading 
disease of this elass. and elaims 235 or 18.2 per cent, of the total 
mortality, marasmus 34, scrofula 19, eancer 15, Pott’s disease 1, 
amemia 11, drops}" 16, rheumatism 3. 

LOCAL DISEASES. 

From local diseases, or those affecting specially different organs 
of the body, there were 431, or 33.4 per eent. of the total mortality. 
Under this division the principal eauses of death were, 64 from dis- 
eases of heart and circulatory s}"stem, 79 from diseases of the brain 
and nervous system, 168 from the respiratory organs, 17 from the 
stomach, 16 from the liver, 2 from the kidneys, 12 from the bowels, 4 
from the urinary organs, and 1 from the organs of generation. 

DEVELOPMENTAL DISEASES. 

Under this heading we have 65 deaths, old age and puerperal 
diseases forming the principal classes of this division. There being 
39 of the former and 20 of the latter. 

VIOLENCE. 

The number of deaths from violence during the past year whs 65, 
or 5 per cent, of the total .mortality, which is certainly a large per 
cent. There were 18 deaths by drowning, 2 by railroad accident, 3 
by poisoning, 10 from burns, 1 from fracture of hip, and 31 accidents 
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undefined by returned certificates of death. Suicides are included 
under this head. 

In the mouth of April the Overseers of the Poor abridged the 
duties of the City Physician and confined his services to the alms- 
house, leaving the care of the sick poor outside of the city farm to the 
dispensary physieians blit the ordinance defining the duties of the 
City Plysician remains unchanged. As the City Physician is a char- 
ter official and his duties are prescribed ly that instrument, if it is 
realty desirable to change or abridge his duties, it would be well to 
reconstruct the ordinance defining the same, for reasons which must 
be obvious. My labors as C ity^ Physician have thus been, for the 
most part, confined to the almshouse, where no contagious or epidemic- 
disease has prevailed, except at the beginning of the year when 
a family of children were admitted afflicted with measles, from 
which there were three deaths. On the 1st of January, 1881, there 
were at the almshouse 16 children under 5 3 T ears of age, and during 
the year 56 others were admitted, making a family of 72 under 5 
3 r ears of age ; and the only mortal^ among them to be recorded are 
the above mentioned three cases — a healtly exhibit — not equaled in 
any other section of the city. On the 1st of Jannaiy there were also 
48 insane inmates and 36 admitted during the year, making a total of 
84 insane patients who in ny opinion were as well, if not better, 
eared for than the 3 r would have been in aiy of onr over-crowded 
as 3 T lums. With a suitable building I have no doubt that all of our 
insane could here be provided for at less expense and more satisfacto- 
rily to their friends. 

m 

The buildings at the farm are in a most excellent sanitary condi- 
tion with the exception of the one known as the ho-pital building, 
which is an old structure and so constructed as to be improperly ven- 
tilated. I have frequentty inspected these premises, and have always 
found them property policed and in as good a sanitary condition as 
labor and vigilance could make them. 

The whole number of deaths at the almshouse for the 3 *ear was 

24 ; 1 from alcohol poisoning, 2 from brain disease, 3 from measles, 
3 from scrofula, 1 from sy^philis, 2 from cancer, 2 from heart disease, 
l from’ pneumonia, 5 from consumption and four from old age ; 6, or 

25 per cent, of the deaths were from z 3 T motie diseases, the remaining 
18 were from constitutional causes ; 5 of the 6 zymotic diseases were 
contracted before entering this institution. What better evidence 
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could there be that the regime and regimen of these people have not 
been neglected. 

Notwithstanding all this there are some arrangements at this in- 
stitution which should be corrected. I refer to the indiscriminate 
provisions for its inmates. 

The insane, the paupers, and the criminals are alike fed at the 
same table and quartered in the same quarters. An injustice to those 
unfortunate beings who have become dependent through misfortunes 
to which we are all subject, and a still greater injustice to those who 
are there in consequence of the loss of reason. This is not the fault 
of the superintendent, but in the buildings over which he presides ; for 
no man could have done better than has Mr. Phelps with the means 
at his command. The feelings of the worth}' poor should not thus be 
outraged by being obliged to mingle with sentenced inmates, or their 
lives and limbs jeopardized at the hand of the insane ; neither should 
the insane nor the children be subjected to such an influence as those 
bring who are here to satisfy some violation of the law. A plan, I 
understand, is already under consideration to remedy this evil, and it 
is pleasant to think that while the minds of our people have been 
turned toward the necessity of new bridges and parks, they have not 
been unmindful of the more immediate necessities at our alms-house. 

There were 753 interments in the Catholic cemetery, 267 in the 
Edson cemetery, 80 in the Lowell cemetery, 29 in other yards in 
Lowell, 123 removed from the city, and 35 unreported. 

In this connection I would suggest, that it would be for the in- 
terest of the city and lot owners in the public burial yards of the city, 
if a small sum was charged for lots, according to the size and locality, 
and expended under the supervision of the superintendent of burials 
in the care and improvement of said yards. By this method the city 
would not only save quite an annual expense in the care of the yards, 
but it would prevent a great waste of land, which under past regula- 
tions lias been unavoidable. At a nominal price for lots there would 
be a sufficient revenue to keep the paths, avenues and fences in order, 
and much toward improving and beautifying the grounds generally. 
This plan was adopted the past year, indirectly, with perfect success, 
but to insure its continuation a city ordinance will be necessary.

To the City Council: 

Gentlemen : I have the honor to submit the Annual Report of 
Births, Marriages, and Deaths, in the City of Lowell during the 
year 1881. 

BIRTHS. 

The number of children born alive during 1881 was 1840, an in- 
crease of 70 over the previous year, and larger than ever before. 

There were 891 males, 898 females, and in 51 cases the sex is 
one of the facts yet needed to complete the record. Four were col- 
ored, and thirteen reported as illegitimate. Twenty-six pairs of twins 
are recorded, four pairs of boys, fourteen pairs of girls, and in eight 
cases one of each sex. 


The female slightly exceed the male births last year, so far as 
known, for the first time in several years.

In 340 marriages both parties were native born ; in 203 mar- 
riages both were foreign born; in 107 marriages a native groom was 
united to a bride of foreign birth, and 80 foreign grooms were united 
to native brides. There were 456 native grooms and 435 native 
brides, 370 foreign grooms and 100 foreign brides. 

Those married for the first time numbered 713 grooms. 773 
brides ; for the second time, 114 grooms and 60 brides ; for the third 
time, 7 grooms and 2 brides ; for the fourth time, 1 groom, who had 
reached 42 years and was united this time to a single woman of 25 ; 
of those married for the first time there were 687 couples. In 22 
eases bachelors married widows, in 79 unions single women were 
married to widowers ; in 37 cases both were widowed. 

The oldest eouple married were aged 76 and 66, the bride’s age 
being last as also in the following cases which shows the ages of cer- 
tain eouples who were united with the silken bonds : 73 and 63 ; 72 and 
22 ; 67 and 63 ; 67 and 55 ; 67 and 48 ; 65 and 35 ; 63 and 63 ; 59 and 
36 ; 57 and 27 ; 55 and 29 ; 30 and 60 ; 17 and 16, which were the 
youngest couple. In one case the husband was fifty } T ears older than 
his wife, while in another instance, the bride had seen 30 years more 
than her liege lord, being twice his age. 

In 133 eases the bride was the oldest ; in 42 instances the grooms 
were under 21 }^ears of age, and in 84 cases — one in ten of the. mar- 
riages — the bride was less than 19, six being only u sweet sixteen. ” 
The oldest bride married for the first time was 63 }^ears old, while 
the oldest bachelor who espoused a wife was only 5 1 .

The causes of deaths and other interesting facts will be found in 
the Annual Report of the City Pli} T sician and Superintendent of 
Burials, and need not be repeated here. 

In 1880 the census of Lowell was taken by enumeration districts, 
the city having been divided into 26 parts for that purpose. The 
census of each district has been obtained from official sources, and 
the compiler is enabled to give the population, number of deaths, and 
the death rates in each district. The same description and tables are 
given as in the report for 1880, including, however, the figures for 
two years, so that comparisons may be made. 

WARD ONE. 

District 1. — Ward 1 north of Merrimack street and east of the 
Suffolk or Western canal except the mill yards and houses of the 
Lawrence company, and Tremont and Suffolk mills. 

District 2. —Ward 1 north of Merrimack street and west of the 
Western or Suffolk canal ; also the mill yards and the houses of the 
Lawrence company, and Tremont and Suffolk mills. 

District 3. — Ward 1 south of Merrimack street, we^t of Dutton 
street, north of Market street, and east of Hanover street ; also that 
part west of Dummer street, and east of Lewis street, between Market 
street and Broadway. 

District 4. — Ward 1 east of Dummer street, between Market street 
and Broadway ; also all of the Ward south of Broadwa}", on both 
sides of the Western or Suffolk canal.

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CONCLUDING REMARKS. 

In addition to the foregoing there were 24 still-births reported. 
11 males, 11 females, and 2 of which the sex was not returned. 

The births exceeded the deaths 553, the largest excess ever re- 
ported in any year since the incorporation of Lowell. The birth rate 
was 30.93 in each 1000 of the population ; the number of persons 
married 26.42 in each 1000, and the death rate was 21.63 in each 
1000, aeeording to the eensus of 1880. For the whole state in 1880 
the birth rate was 24.80, the marriage rate 17.42, and the death rate 
19.79 to eaeh 1000 of population. 

Our birth rates last } T ear were only exceeded in seven places in the 
whole state during 1880, and only five places exceeded us in the 
marriage rates. 

The death rates in 47 plaees in 1880 exceeded our rates in 188 L. 
The places in elude the eities of Boston, Fall River, Gloucester, Hol- 
yoke, Lawrenee, Newburyport, New Bedford and Salem, and such 
towns as Boxboro, Danvers, Dighton, Chatham, Halifax, Nantueket. 
Palmer, Prescott, Royalston, Tyringham, Walpole and Wendell, lo- 
cated in all parts of the state, and eaeh one in a different eounty. 

The table of Births, Marriages and Deaths in Lowell since its 
incorporation is continued in the appendix. 

Copies of the Births, Marriages and Deaths have been made and 
delivered to the Secretary of the Commonwealth, as required by law.

REPORT 


CHIEF’S OFFICE, Engine House, Middle Street, ) 
Lowell, April 1st, 1882. } 

To the Honorable Mayor and Board of Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — In accordance with the requirements 
of the ordinance governing the Fire Department, it be- 
comes my duty, as Chief Engineer, to present to you the 
annual report of the Fire Department of Lowell for the 
year ending March 31st, 1882. 

The report will be found to contain statements in de- 
tail, embracing the amount of expenditures; a register 
of the department, with number of badge, age, residence 
and occupation of each member; a record of all fires 
and alarms which have occurred during the year and 
the causes thereof, with the names of the owners or 
occupants; the loss and insurance as near as could be 
ascertained; with the number and location of fire alarm 
boxes, hydrants and reservoirs, with an inventor) 7 of all 
property belonging to the department in charge of the 
several companies and such other information as is 
thought proper for your consideration. 

The amount received from appropriations and other 
sources was $62,519.17. The expenses of the Depart- 
ment have been $60,031.53, leaving a balance of 
$ 2 , 487 . 64 . ; ;

CHIEF ENGINEER FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


FORCE. 

The Department consists of a Chief and four Assist- 
ant Engineers; one Fire Alarm Telegraph Operator; 
three Steamer Companies, one of twelve and the other 
two of eleven men; four H6se Companies of nine men; 
two Hook and Ladder Companies, one of ten and the 
other of sixteen men; and one Protective Company of 
seven men; making a total of one hundred and nine 
men. The Chief Engineer, Telegraph Operator and 
twelve Drivers are permanent and devote their whole 
time to the interest of the city. In addition to the duties 
pertaining to his Office, the Chief Engineer has charge 
of all Street Lights; the remaining ninety-five men are 
subject to call only, during an alarm of fire. 

APPARATUS. 

The apparatus remains the same as last year, and are 
all in excellent condition. Three Steam Fire Engines; 
seven four-wheeled Horse Hose Carriages; two Hook 
and Ladder Trucks; and one Protective Wagon fully 
equipped; seven Hose Reels on runners, drawn by 
horses, one of them a traverse runner built the past 
year; two traverse runner Sleighs; eight exercise or 
fuel Wagons; horse, harness, wagon and sleigh for the 
use of the Chief. In addition to the above we have a 
four-wheeled Horse Hose Carriage, loaded with hose 
and kept in Number 5’s house; a two-wheeled Plorse 
Hose Carriage, kept in Number 7’s house; three four- 
wheeled Hand Hose Carriages, with five hundred feet 
of hose on reel, one stationed in Pawtucketville in care 
of C. E. Luscomb, one at Ayer's City in care of Calvin 
Webster, the other at the City Poor Farm in care of 
Albert Pinder. There has been purchased during the 
past year, one new Horse Hose Carriage of the Abbott 
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Downing Company of Concord, N. H., and placed in 
charge of Company No. 4; the Leverich Extension 
Ladder has been repaired and placed in the care of 
Truck No. 2, making three extension ladders in service. 

FIRE ALARM TELEGRAPH. 

This important auxiliary to the working apparatus of 
the Fire Department continues to work satisfactorily 
under the direction of the Operator, George B.Whitney, 
who has been untiring in his care of the system, and is 
constantly watchful for any trouble caused by the ele- 
ments, or from a more serious and greater annoyance, the 
crossing of many of the Telephone wires, which are 
constantly coming in contact with those of the Fire 
Alarm. Your committee during the past year contract- 
ed with Moses G. Crane & Co. of Boston, New England 
agents for the Gamewill Fire Alarm Co., for the alter- 
ation of the old to the non-interference system. The re- 
sult of this change makes every box non interfering, or 
provided with attachments preventing any other alarm 
from interfering with the first one given until it has been 
received; a new six circuit non-interfering repeater has 
taken the place of the old four circuit one; a new cut- 
out and testing switch board, galvanometers and other 
improvements added, making it equal to any in the 
United States in efficiency. Connected with the service 
under the reconstruction are eight Bell Strikeis, ten 
large and seven small Gongs, ten electrical arrange- 
ments for opening stall doors, etc., ten Registers, fifty 
Signal Boxes, three of which have been added the past 
year: No. 49, Fletcher street and Broadway; 4S, Dover 
and Grove streets, and 54, School street near Gas 
Works. A little over forty miles of wire run on build 
ings and one hundred and ninty poles, supplied by a 
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Hill’s battery of two hundred and seventy-four cups. 
The line wires require frequent changes and repairs; 
the old compound wire having become worthless a part 
of -it has been replaced the past year with a larger wire; 
the rest will need changing this year. A number of 
poles have become rotten and unsafe and will need re- 
placing. Another improvement to the Signal Boxes 
has been made by replacing the old locks with Trap 
Locks. It not only prevents false alarms, but. holds the 
key of the person giving the alarm until the arrival of 
an Engineer to release it; a register of ever}^ key (they 
being numbered) is kept by the Operator. 

TELEPHONE. 

During the year the Central office, Chief’s house and 
office, all the Engine, Hook and Ladder and Hose hou- 
ses have been connected by Telephone. There are 
connected with this system thirteen stations, with key 
boards, call bells, arresters, etc.; nine call bells for the 
sleeping rooms; ten miles wire, supplied by eighty two 
cups battery, owned and maintained by the city; the 
hand Telephones and transmitters are rented from the 
Telephone Company. It has worked well and given 
good satisfaction, 

HORSES AND HARNESSES. 

The number of horses belonging to the Department 
is eighteen; six have been procured by change during 
the year to take the place of that number disabled for 
this service. There are seven pairs of double and nine 
single harnesses, all in good condition. There have 
been purchased the past year of C. E. Berry, of Cam- 
bridge, four pairs of double and six single swinging 
harnesses, which have given perfect satisfaction. 
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HOSE. 

Twelve hundred feet of new cotton (rubber lined) 
hose has been purchased and placed in service the past 
year, making thirteen thousand six hundred feet of 2 1-2 
inch hose now in use; five hundred feet rubber, twen- 
ty-two hundred and fifty feet cotton, (rubber lined,) 
and the balance leather hose, some of which is not re- 
liable. 

HYDRANTS. 

During the year seventeen new post hydrants have 
been added. These are located on Marshall road, Mead- 
owcroft and Riverside streets, two each; on Andrews, 
B, By, Front, Marginal, Powell, Robbins, Twelfth, West- 
ford, Wilder and West Third, one each; making the 
whole number of hydrants under the charge of the 
Chief, six hundred and eighty-six, for which this De- 
partment is charged annually twenty dollars each. 
Four old style hydrants on Central st., between Tower’s 
corner and Union street, one on the corner of Middle- 
sex and Gorham streets, and five on Merrimack street, 
between the Depot and Suffolk street, have been re- 
moved, and new flush hydrants set in their places. 

PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

This organization, which is supported by the city for 
the protection of property from damage by water, is 
fully equipped with all the paraphernalia requisite for 
that purpose; and their prompt work has saved much 
valuable property from destruction. 

HOUSES. 

The houses of the Department are in very good re- 
pair. There has been erected the past year a very sub- 
stantial building on the corner of Fletcher and West 
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Clark streets, furnishing accommodations for a Ward 
Room, and the apparatus located in that part of the 
city, Mechanics Hose Company, No. 7 , and is an im- 
provement over some of the other houses, as the sleep- 
ing rooms are on the same door with the engine 
room. 

ACCIDENTS, 

It is my sad duty to report the following accidents 
and deaths by fire, among our citizens during the year: 

August 1 2th. A. C. Snow and L. H. Snyder, resid- 
ing on Dutton street, were severely burnt by an ex- 
plosion of gas. 

November ist. Thomas Malone and Bridget Mur- 
ray, residing in the boarding-house of P. O. Rourke on 
Worthen street, were so badly burnt by an explosion of 
a kerosene oil lamp as to cause their death the next 
day. Peter O’Donnell, police officer, jumped from his 
window, a distance of about thirty feet. He was badl} 7 
burnt and bruised, but after considerable suffering, fi- 
nally recovered. 

November 4th. Mrs. Ellen Conway, residing on Co- 
burn street, had her clothing set on fire by a kerosene 
lamp explosion, and, before assistance could reach her, 
was so terribly burnt that she died in a few hours. 

March 31st. Mrs. Bridget McCann, residing on Mar- 
ket street, had her clothing set on fire by a kerosene oil 
lamp, and was so badly burned as to cause her death 
three days after. Several other slight accidents by 
burning have occurred. 

For the first time in several years death has invaded 
the ranks of the Department. J. H. Maxfield of Hose 
Company, No. 7, and W. A. Smith of Hook and Lad- 
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der Company, No. i. Both were men of families, and 
their record as members of the Lowell Fire Depart- 
ment, was beyond reproach. Delegations from each 
Company in the Department paid the last sad tribute of 
respect at the funeral of each. 

Several casualties have occurred to the members of 
the Department, but I am happy to report that none 
were serious. The following is a list of the injured: 

J. L. Flagg, Foreman of Protective Company — lad- 
der broke, falling a distance of twenty five feet or more. 

B. F. Crosby, Foreman of Steamer Company, No. i — 
getting into a wagon while responding to an alarm of 
fire. 

W. H. Halstead, Foreman, and J. King, Hoseman of 
Hose Company, No. 4, overturning of hose carriage. 

William King, Driver of Hose Company, No. 4, hand 
crushed. 

August 27th. The Chief and Alderman C. H. Rich- 
ardson, at the time Chairman of the Committee on Fire 
Department, were quite seriously injured by being 
crushed between the Hook and Ladder Truck and door, 
coming out of the house. 

THE LOWELL FIREMAN'S FUND ASSOCIATION. 

This benevolent association was organized Dec. 17, 
1853, for the purpose of affording relief to such of its 
members as should receive injuries while in the dis- 
charge of their duties. The association has a small re- 
lief fund deposited in the Savings Bank. It has been 
increased by an annual assessment upon each member, 
and by donations from citizens, a little every year until 
this year, when the expenditures have been larger than 
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the receipts. The receipts have been two hundred and 
ninety-eight dollars, and the expenditures six hundred 
and sixty-five dollars and ninety-nine cents. 

FIRES AND LOSSES. 

The whole number of alarms of fire which occurred 
during the year ending March 31, 1882, was ninety, of 
which fifty-four were given from signal boxes, twenty- 
four by telephone, and twelve were still alarms, res 
ponded to by a portion of the Department; showing an 
increase of twenty-one over last year. There has been 
one general alarm, and for three fires two boxes have 
been rung in. There have also been a number of tele- 
phones sent in, with the box alarms, for the same fires. 
There have been a number of slight fires extinguished 
by members of the Police force, and other citizens* 
where the Department was not called. There has been 
a loss of eight horses and one cow by fire the past year. 
The amount of loss by fire, as near as can be ascer- 
tained, was twenty-nine thousand and seventy four dol- 
lars, ($29,074^); the whole amount of insurance was 
ninety three thousand two hundred and seventy-five dol- 
lars, ($93,275.) The amount of insurance paid Avas 
eleven thousand four hundred and sixty dollars, ($11,- 
460,) making the whole amount of loss abqve insur- 
ance seventeen thousand six hundred and fourteen dol- 
lars, ($17,614,) sixteen thousand ($16,000) of A\diich 
Avas lost at one fire. It will be noticed that the num- 
ber of alarms of fire is yearly increasing, a fact inci- 
dental to a growing city. Yet it is a source of gratifi- 
cation to me to be able to report the small loss by fire 
during the year, which I attribute to the promptness 
and activity with which the members of the Depart- 
ment have responded to, and the prompt action of the 
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key-holders in giving alarms. The principal fire of the 
year occurred April 5 th, on the premises of G. W. Har- 
ris, Loom Harness Manufacturer, corner of Hall and 
Coolidge streets, where a loss amounting to twenty 
thousand dollars ($20,000) was sustained, with only 
four thousand dollars ($4,000) insurance. The building 
burned was well on fire before the alarm was given. 
The inflammable material used in the manufacture of 
loom harnesses made the fire burn furiously, and sent 
out an intense heat, which threatened the destruction of 
adjacent property. The efforts of the firemen were put 
to a severe test to prevent the spread of the fire, the 
building burnt being situated in the midst of dwellings 
and stables. The loss at this fire alone was more than 
two thirds of the whole loss during the year. 

On October 22, at 2.20 A. M., I received a telephone 
message from Haverhill, stating that a destructive fire 
was raging in that city, and calling for such assistance 
as this Department might be able to render. An alarm 
was rung in from Box 53, and, as soon as possible, I 
forwarded two steamers and three hose carriages, fully 
equipped and manned by members of the Department, 
whose services, however, I am glad to say, were not re- 
quired, as the fire was under control before they arrived. 
Other arrangements were immediately made, whereby 
the balance of the Department was placed in readiness 
to answer all alarms, with extra promptness. As an 
additional precaution against fires in Huntington Hall, 

1 have placed two extinguishers on the stage, and two 
permanent men are detailed to be on hand at every en- 
tertainment, to direct their use, if necessary.

An ordinance should be passed regulating the sale of 
kerosene, or so called non-explosive fluids. A large 
number of explosions occur every year, and in many 
cases loss of life and property 7 follow. During the past 
year there have been eleven alarms of fire, and four 
deaths have occurred from this cause, besides, a num- 
ber of citizens have been slightly 7 burnt, some of whom 
have not y 7 et recovered. In nearly" every 7 city 7 in the 
country 7 the sale and use of these oils are regulated; 
and I trust you will give this important matter imme- 
diate attention. I would also call y 7 our attention to the 
loose and reckless manner in which now and then large 
buildings for dwellings and stores are erected in this 
city, and to the danger that arises therefrom, both to life 
and property. There should be building laws, contain- 
ing rules and regulations for the construction of build- 
ings, and providing for an Inspector of Buildings, whose 
duty it should be to examine and approve the plans of 
buildings, and to see that the conditions prescribed by 
law are complied with, as regards the public safety, and 
who should have power to remove dangerous buildings 
and structures. 

The tendency of all cities is to place the Fire De- 
partment on a permanent basis, and I am satisfied that 
the more permanent members there are in the 6 Depart- 
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mentthe more efficient it will prove in arresting the first 
progress of tires, for it is the. first live minutes that gen- 
erally decides the fate of thousands of dollars. With 
two exceptions we have only one permanent man in 
each Company, and unavoidably the houses are left 
alone about three hours every day, (during meal timesj 
and in case of alarms (especially telephone) the Com- 
panies that should respond might be delayed until a 
large tire got started. Therefore I would recommend 
to your Honorable Board a small increase to the per- 
manent force of each Company, and I am satisfied an 
increased efficiency would be perceptible. While it 
would increase the pay-roll of the force, the incidental 
expenses would be diminished by the members per- 
forming most of the ordinary repairs required, in addi- 
tion to their regular duties. 

It is gratifying for me to report that the discipline and 
good feeling among the members of the Department 
still exist; and I cannot conclude this, my second re- 
port, without returning my sincere thanks to his Honor 
the Mayor, the Board of Aldermen, and members of the 
City Council for the interest manifested at all times, and 
for their continued liberality to the financial wants of 
the Department; to the Joint Standing Committee on 
the Fire Department, for their counsel and support in 
all matters tending to the improvement of the Depart- 
ment; to the Marshal and other members of the Police 
force, for their valuable assistance at fires, and on other 
occasions; to the City Clerk, Auditor, Treasurer, Su- 
perintendent of Streets and Water Works, and all other 
officials with whom I have had pleasant intercourse; to 
my Assistant Engineers, and the officers and members 
of the several Companies, for the prompt and efficient

First Assistant and Protective Company will answer 
alarms from all boxes. 
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When an alarm of fire is given, all companies not responding will 
remain at their houses thirty minutes, unless dismissed by telegraph 
signals, viz : One blow on the engine house gongs and alarm bells 
will be understood as proclaiming the fire extinguished, and the com- 
panies not attending be dismissed. Two strokes will constitute a 
general alarm, and all companies will report immediately, after wait- 
ing thirty seconds, to be sure that it is not an alarm from another box. 
After a first alarm is given, and before the recall signal is struck, 
should an alarm be given from another box, all unemployed compa- 
nies will respond after waiting twent}' seconds.

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INSTRUCTIONS TO KEY-HOLDERS. 


Alarms are to be given from the box nearest to the location of the fire. 

Upon the discovery or positive information of a fire, you will unlock 
the box, pull down the slide or hook once only , and let go. If you hear 
no sound from the bell in the box, pull again. li you fail a second 
time, go to the next nearest box and do the same. Also, be particu- 
lar to remain at the box until the arrival of an Engineer, who will 
release the ke}\ 

Each box contains a small bell, which, if heard before you pull the 
hook, indicates that the alarm has been previously given from another 
box. In such cases, do not pull the hook until you are sure the alarm 
has been completed. 

Never signal for a fire seen at a distance ; never touch the hook 
except to give an alarm of fire. Give an alarm for no cause other 
than an actual fire. 

Second alarms for the same fire will be given only by one of the 
Engineers. 

Never let the key go out of your possession unless called for by the 
Chief Engineer. If you change your residence or place of business 
where the key is kept, return the key to the same officer. 

Keys to the boxes are in possession of responsible persons in the 
vicinity of the signal boxes ; also in the hands of the police. 

Citizens are requested to inform themselves where the keys to the 
signal boxes are kept.

REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD. 


Office of the LOWELL WATER BOARD, 
Lowell, Mass., January 9, 1882. 

'To the City Council of the City of Lowell : 

Gentlemen — The Lowell Water Board, as required 
by the provisions of the Ordinance of the City in re- 
lation to the care and management of the Water 
Works, herewith present the Ninth Annual Report of 
the Board. The year just closed has been an im- 
portant one in the history of this important depart- 
ment ; for within the year there has been added to 
our already first-class system of water supply an 
entire new system of works, designed for the supply 
of those portions of our city heretofore unsupplied, 
on account of their location being above the line of 
the reservoir of the original works ; and we now, 
with much gratification, are able to report that our 
citizens in all portions of our beautiful and prosper- 
ous municipality are able to enjoy the blessings and 
•benefits to be derived from a full and abundant sup- 
ply of pure water. 

For this inestimable privilege we are pleased to 
record our thanks to the City Council of the past 
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year, who have so generously seconded the efforts of 
the Board in this direction; as well as in all the 
needed improvements called for during the past year ; 
by providing the necessary means by which this 
department has been kept up to its high standard of 
excellence; and an abundant supply of water secured 
for all; both high and low. That the City Council 
of 1882 may be guided by the same generous appre- 
ciation of the importance of this department of our 
municipality; and that our system of water supply 
may never be permitted to suffer through the nig- 
gardly attention of those to whom its care and man- 
agement is confided; but that; as heretofore; all 
necessary care and support shall be generously be- 
stowed thereon, is our earnest and united desire. 

Aside from the introduction of the High Service 
Supply the work of the year has been of the usual 
character; and the superintendent with his subordi- 
nates have faithfully performed a large amount of 
labor in the laying of new street mains; introduction 
of new services; hydrants ; etc. ; and the general work 
pertaining to this department; so that we can now 
report that in the future the only additions to our 
present system of works will be those called for by 
the increasing growth of the city ; and consequent 
laying out of new streets; our present streets being 
substantially all piped and in full supply of water. 

The first meeting of the Board for the year 1881 
was held on the evening of January 11th; the Board 
then consisting of the following members : Albert 


A. Haggett, .President, and James W. Bennett, from 
the citizens ; Alderman Robert Wood, Councilrnen 
Charles C. Hutchinson and Samuel Ilosmer, from the 
City Council. 

ORGANIZATION. 

On May 2nd, in accordance with the requirements 
of the City Ordinance the Board as before-named, 
Albert A. Haggett having been re-elected by the City 
Council for the two years ensuing, met for the an- 
nual organization. Albert A. Haggett was re-elected 
President of the Board, and the faithful Clerk of the 
Board, James M. Battles, was for the seventh con- 
secutive year re-elected to the position which he has 
so long and faithfully held. 

HIGH SERVICE SUPPLY. 

During the year 1877 a petition was presented to 
the City Council by citizens of Centralville and Belvi- 
dere, whose residences were at too high an altitude 
to be supplied with Avater from the original reservoir, 
asking that a High Service Water Supply be pro- 
vided, Avhich should meet the Avants of those districts. 
In succeeding years other petitions, having the same 
object in view, have been presented, and b}^ the 
seA^eral City Councils referred to our predecessors 
upon the Water Board for consideration. 

Early in 1878 the Water Board of that year began 
an investigation of the subject, and at the end of the 
year a report Avas made to the City Council, giving 
estimates for several plans for such a suppty. Owing 
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to the lateness of the season the report was referred 
to the City Council of 1879, for its consideration, 
and by said City Council was referred to a joint 
special committee, consisting of the then Mayor, Hon. 
J. A. Gr. Richardson, Alderman Charles S. Lilley, Presi- 
dent Edward B. Peirce, Joseph M. Wilson and Miles 
F. Brennan, of the Common Council, for consideration. 
On June 10th of that year this Committee, having 
given a public hearing to the petitioners, and also 
another for certain remonstrants to the prayer of the 
petitioners, presented quite an elaborate report upon 
the subject, giving estimates for a system of works, 
to be supplied by a stand-pipe located near the north- 
erly line of the original reservoir lot in Centralville, 
the water for which should be pumped by an engine 
located near at hand on the same lot, and taking its 
supply from the original reservoir. Upon this report 
no definite action towards the inauguration of a High 
Service Supply was taken by the City Council, and 
in the following year, 1880, two more large and in- 
fluential petitions in aid of the establishment of such 
a supply were received by the City Council and re- 
ferred to the Water Board of that year for consider- 
ation. December 14th the Board rendered to the 
City Council a report unanimously recommending that 
the wishes of the petitioners be favorably considered 
by the immediate reference of the same to the City 
Council of 1 SSI . In said report four several plans, 
which had been presented by the City Engineer to 
the Board of 1880, were explained, and one, called 
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Plan No. 4, in which the pumping engine was located 
in the pumping station on West Sixth Street, with a 
pumping main laid in Bridge and Tenth Streets to a 
reservoir located on the city's land near Mt. Pleasant 
Street, and from thence the water to be distributed 
through all the higher section of Centralville, thence 
through Bridge Street, crossing at Central Bridge to 
Merrimack Street, and through East Merrimack, High, 
Oak and Nesmith Streets, to Mansur Street, there 
connecting with the eight-inch pipe in said street, 
through all the unsupplied district in Belvidere, was 
recommended for favorable consideration. 

The City Council of 1881 early adopted a resolu- 
tion authorizing the Water Board to at once proceed 
to the construction of such works as had been recom- 
mended, and immediate steps were taken to that 
end. 

PIPE FOR HIGH SERVICE SUPPLY. 

April 9th bids were opened for the necessary pipe 
and special castings for the new works j and a con- 
tract was made with R. A. Brick, of the Bergen Iron 
Works, South Amboy, N. J., for 577 tons of pipe and 
10 tons of specials, he being the lowest bidder, at 
$32.25 per ton of 2,240 lbs. for pipe, and $50.00 
per ton of 2,240 lbs. for specials, delivered at Low- 
ell. Delays having occurred in the prompt delivery 
of the pipe, on July 19tli the City Engineer, having 
at the request of the President, visited the foundry 
of Mr. Brick in order to ascertain by personal in- 
spection of his facilities to fulfill his contract with the 
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Board, reported that it was evident that the 12-inch 
pipe for the river crossing would not be delivered in 
season, and recommended that the same be procured 
from A. II. McNeal, of Burlington, N. J., who had 
agreed to furnish the same if wanted. The Engineer 
was authorized to accept his offer for the pipe and 
specials for said crossing. 

July 25th Mr. Brick having notified the President 
of his inability to furnish the specials called for in 
his contract, in season for use, bids were .received from 
the Camden Iron Works, R. D. Wood & Co., and the 
Warren Foundry for furnishing the same, and the 
contract was awarded to R. D. Wood & Co., of Phila- 
delphia, who were the lowest bidders, price 3i cents 
per lb., delivered in Lowell. With these unavoidable 
changes in our contract, the original contractor finally 
succeeded in delivering the balance of his contract, 
and relieved the Board of their great anxiety, caused 
by his unprecedented slowness in the fulfilment of 
his obligations. 

o 

LAND FOR RESERVOIR. 

May 2nd a committee of the Board, consisting of 
Messrs. Wood and Hutchinson, was appointed to confer 
with Milton Fox, who owned land on the highest 
point of Christian Hill, so called, in Centralville, to 
see if land for the location of a Reservoir could be 
obtained, and at what price. May 11th they reported 
as a result of an interview on the subject with Mr. 
Fox, that he would sell the city two acres of his land 
for $3,000, or four acres for $4,000. Mr. Hosmer 
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was added to the committee, and the matter of nego- 
tiating with Mr. Fox was left with the new committee, 
with instructions to report to the Board at four o’clock 
the following Saturday. At the time specified, Mr. 
Hutchinson reported for the committee that the result 
of their interview with Mr. Fox was that he would 
sell two acres of land for $2,500, or four acres for 
$4,000, the lots to run from the front, or westerly 
line, to the rear, or easterly line of his land. After 
discussion, it was unanimously voted “ that the City 
Engineer be instructed to locate the Reservoir for 
the High Service Water Supply upon the lot of 
land now owned by the city, and under control of 
the Committee on Streets, and immediately prepare 
plans and specifications for the construction of said 
Reservoir.” 

May 20th, in consequence of the fact that in all 
negotiations with Mr. Fox in relation to the purchase 
of his land, no definite price had been officially 
tendered to him at which the Board would be 
willing to purchase the land belonging to him, the 
Board voted “ that Mr. Hutchinson be a committee 
to offer Mr. Fox $1,000 per acre for whatever land 
might be needed for a reservoir,” and on May 27th 
Mr. Fox appeared before the Board in relation to 
the matter, and after consideration of the subject, 
on motion of Mr. Bennett, it was voted that the 
President of the Board be authorized to make the 
same offer to Mr. Fox as made by Mr. Hutchinson, 
to wit: $1,000 per acre for whatever land may be 
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needed for the High Service Reservoir, whereupon 
the President of the Board, then and there made a 
verbal offer to Mr. Fox in accordance with the 
vote of the Board. Mr. Fox refused the offer. At 
a meeting of the Board, held June 2nd, the Presi- 
dent presented the following communication from Mr. 
Fox : 


Lowell Water Board: 


Lowell, June 2, 1SS1. 


Gentlemen — Understanding that the City of Lowell requires for 
a site for a High Service Reservoir two acres of land on the highest 
part of my estate, near the head of Tenth Street, I hereby agree to 
sell the same, located as shall be found most convenient for the 
purpose by the City Engineer, for such price as shall be mutually 
agreed upon by Messrs. H. R. Barker and C. H. Latham. I also agree 
that should a greater amount than two acres for the said Reservoir 
be wanted, such increased amount I will sell at the same rate as they 
shall award for the two acres. 

(Signed) MILTOX FOX. 


On motion of Dr. Wood, it was voted “ that the 
proposal be accepted.” The President then opened 
the award made by the referees suggested, who were 
present in company with Mr. Fox, and read the same, 
as follows : 

Lowell, June 2, 1SS1. 

To Milton Fox , Esq., and the Lowell Water Board: 

Gentlemen — The undersigned having been asked to name a price 
that they regard as a fair price for two acres of land on the highest 
portion of Milton Fox’s estate, near the head of Tenth Street. Me 
have considered the matter, having heard both Mr. Fox and Mr. 
Bennett of the Water Board, we have agreed that twenty-five 
hundred dollars shall be paid b} r the City to Mr. Fox for the land in 
question, and at the same rate for any increased amount, if more is 
required, for the purpose of the site for a High Service Reservoir. 

(Signed) C. H. LATHAM, 

H. R. BARKER. 
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It was then unanimonsly voted to accept the award 
of the referees, and Mr. Fox was notified of the 
acceptance of the award. 

June 18th the City Engineer presented plan dated 
June 14, 1881, for a reservoir, to be located on the 
Fox land, and it was voted “ that the plan be 
accepted, and the Engineer be instructed to issue 
proposals for building the same,” and at a meeting 
of the Board, held July 27tli, bids were received and 
opened, for the construction of the reservoir, in ac- 
cordance with the plan and specifications of the City 
Engineer, as follows: Wm. H. Ward, $14,924.50; 
L. F. Kittredge, $14,988.85; John & P. O’Hearn, 
$16,246.35; James Slavin, $19,379.50; and the pro- 
posal of Wm. H. Ward, the lowest bidder, was 
accepted His bond for the faithful performance of 
his contract was fixed at $8,000. Mr. Ward imme- 
diately began operations, and has diligently and 
faithfully performed his work, until recently com- 
pelled to stop, owing to the extreme cold weather. 
He has the work so far advanced however, as to 
enable the Board to partially fill the reservoir with 
water ; and on December 16th water was admitted 
to the reservoir, and on December 30th to the 
distributing mains, since which date the heretofore 
unsupplied districts in Centralville and Belvidere have 
been favored with as full and free supply of 
water as any portions of the city. As soon as the 
weather will permit, in the coming spring, Mr. Ward 
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will resume operations, and complete the construction 
of the reservoir. 

PJYER CROSSING. 

Early in the year petitions were presented to the 
City Council for the re-building of Central Bridge ; 
and the Board in consideration of the uncertainty of 
what action might be taken thereon, which if favor- 
able, might interfere with or prevent the crossing of 
the distributing main for the supply of the Belvidere 
district upon said bridge, as originally contemplated in 
the plan as adopted, early in June instructed the 
President to communicate with the City Council, ask- 
ing that in view of proposed changes in Central 
Bridge, the Water Board be authorized to lay the 
pipe for the High Service Supply across Merrimack 
River, at Hunt’s Falls, instead of crossing at Central 
Bridge, as at first contemplated. This authority was 
subsequently granted by the City Council, and at once 
the Engineer prepared plans and specifications for 
said crossing, which were approved by the Board and 
he was instructed to issue proposals to different con- 
tractors, asking for bids thereon. June 27th, bids 
were received and opened from the following parties : 
L. F. Kittredge, Paul Hill, J. S. Ellinwood, C. J. 
Cheney and W. H. Ward — each bidder naming a price 
on each of the following propositions, viz : 

First — For excavating pipe trench across Merri- 
mack River, including all the work, materials, tools 
and machinery therefor. 
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Second — For excavating pipe trench across Merri- 
mack River, laying 775 lineal feet of 12-inch cast- 
iron pipe, etc., and re-filling trench, including all 
the work, materials, tools and machinery necessary 
therefor, excepting the pipes, stop-gate and gate-box, 
which would be delivered by the city on the banks 
of the river, in accordance with the proposals issued 
by the City Engineer. 

Upon these propositions the bids were as follows :

The President and Superintendent were appointed a 
committee to examine the bonds of the several bid- 
ders, and it was voted “that the amount of the bonds 
accepted be three-fourths of the amount of the bids.” 

At a meeting of the Board held on the evening of 
July 1st, L. F. Kittredge, the lowest bidder, appeared 
and stated that he was not prepared to name bonds- 
men on his bid, and it was voted “ that the Board 
meet at seven o’clock, P. M., the following Tuesday, 
to consider the matter of awarding the contract for 
river crossing.” 

At a meeting held in accordance with this vote, 
L. F. Kittredge notified the Board that he withdrew 
his bid for the river crossing, and it was voted “that 
the contract for the river crossing be awarded to Paul 
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Hill, in accordance with his second bid.” At this 
meeting the President called the attention of the 
Board to the desirability of having a reserve line of 
pipe laid across under the bed of Merrimack River 
at Hunt’s Falls, in the same trench with the Hi«:h 

Service Pipe — the City Engineer recommending a 24- 
inch pipe — said pipe to be used in case of breakage 
or accident to the present line of pipe in that loca- 
tion, and the . Superintendent was instructed to ascer- 
tain facts respecting the same and report at the next 
meeting. 

At a meeting of the Board, held July 19th, the 

President stated that Paul Hill had offered to lay a 
24-inch reserve line of pipe as proposed, in the same 
trench with the 12-inch High Service pipe for $7000, 
or he would lay a 12-inch pipe for $6000; and after 
discussion it was voted ** that the President be author- 
ized to negotiate with Paul Hill to lay a 24-inch 

reserve line of pipe, in the same trench with the 

High Service line, for a sum not exceeding $5000,” 
which offer Mr. Hill subsequently accepted, and his 
acceptance was transmitted to the Board, July 23rd. 

Mr. Hill immediately began operations, and on ac- 
count of the favorable season was enabled to com- 
plete his contract with the Board early in November 
to the entire satisfaction of the Board and City En- 
gineer. And in testimony to the faithfulness and 
energy which he displayed in the prosecution of this 
important and arduous undertaking, by vote of the- 
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Board, the following letter of thanks was sent to 
Mr. Hill:

I hereby certify that Paul Hill has completed his contract with 
the City of Lowell for laying water pipes across Merrimack River, 
in accordance with specifications and contract, bearing date July 
12, 1881.

Trusting that the contract has proved as remunerative 
to you financially as it has to us in the satisfaction of seeing the 
work so successfully completed, '

FORCE AND DISTRIBUTING MAINS IN CENTRALVILLE AND 

BELVIDERE. 

Our efficient Superintendent, with the help of the 
regular corps of workmen under the charge of Daniel 
D. Fraser, the foreman of the works, during the 
summer and fall months laid all the necessary pipe 
and performed all necessary work in connection there- 
with, for the force and distributing mains throughout 
the districts to be supplied by the High Service 
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system. Although much delay and trouble resulted in 
consequence of the non-arrival of pipe, as previously 
mentioned, yet fortunately the weather continued so 
remarkably mild until late in the season that the 
delay in the arrival of the pipe proved less trouble- 
some than was anticipated. The Board desire to 
thank the Superintendent and all under his direction 
who so well and faithfully prosecuted to completion 
this important part of the work pertaining to our 
High Service Supply. 

rUMPING-EXGINE. 

The subject of the kind of power to be used in 
pumping the water to the new reservoir occupied 
much time, and the serious consideration of the Boai'd 
and City Engineer. Several new methods were ui’ged 
for our favox*able eonsidei’ation, pi'ominent among 
which were the gas engine and the windmill. The 
Board, however, did not feel authorized to proceed in 
this important matter upon any experimental theory, 
and while they had no doubt of the feasibility of 
either of the methods proposed upon a smaller basis 
than the supplying of a large amount of water, as 
would be needed in our new works, yet the uncer- 
tainty which existed in their minds in relation to the 
practicability of either of the methods in supplying 
such amount as would be needed for the High Ser- 
vice Supply, as well as the matter of expense, which, 
in either of the methods mentioned would have been 
.much greater, at least in first cost, than by steam-

power, led the Board and Engineer to decide upon 
the introduction of a steam pumping-engine for the 
purposes required. 

On June 27th the City Engineer, having carefully 
considered several propositions from various engine- 
builders in relation to the furnishing of a pumping- 
engine suitable for the work contemplated, presented 
a communication from D. R. Johnson, agent for H. 
R. Worthington, of New York, stating that he would 
furnish one of the Worthington Duplex Pumping- 
Engines of a capacity of 500,000 gallons in twenty- 
four hours, all set up, properly connected, and ready 
for service, at the pumping-station, for the sum of 
$1,800, and this offer was accepted by the Board. 
The engine has arrived, been placed in position and 
is now in successful operation. From the experience 
we have had with the workings of the pumping- 
engine of the same pattern but of larger capacity, 
which was placed in the pumping-station in the year 
1876 as a reslrve to the Morris Engine, we have no 
doubt of the wisdom of our choice in the matter of 
securing the best, as well as one of the cheapest 
methods of supplying the new reservoir with a sure 
and sufficient quantity of water for distribution 
throughout our new works. 

NEW BOILERS. 

In the last annual report of the Board it was 
recommended that an additional steam-boiler be placed 
in the boiler-house at the pumping-station, as a relief 
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in case of the failure of either of the three boilers- 
there located, which were being tested to their fullest 
capacity whenever the Worthington Pumping-Engine 
was working. Since the decision of the City Council 
to introduce a High Service Supply, it was deemed 
prudent and economical to place two new boilers,, 
instead of one as at first proposed, of similar con- 
struction to those now in use at, the pumping-station. 

In April plans and specifications were issued for 
the construction of two boilers, and sent to several 
boiler manufacturers of known skill and capacity in 
the making of such boilers, and on May 11th the 
bids were opened and the contract for their con- 
struction was awarded to Kendall & Roberts, of 
Cambridgeport, Mass., who were to deliver the boilers 
on board the cars at Boston for the sum of $2,533 
each. 

The boilers arrived about the middle of November 
and are in position at the pumping-station, nearly 
ready for duty. Before shipment from the works of 
the manufacturers their strength was fully tested in 
the presence of Mr. James P. Roberts, our Engineer 
at the pumping-station, the Superintendent, and 
members of the Board, with satisfactory results.. 
From the well known reputation of the builders, we 
have no doubt they will, upon actual trial, prove 
in all respects to be fully equal to the work for 
which they are intended. 

The boilers have been placed in position and are 
to be fitted ready for service b}^ our excellent and 
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capable engineer at the pumping-station, who for 
the past seven years has been so successful in the 
care and management of our engines and boilers, 
and whose services we trust our city may for many 
years in the future be fortunate enough to retain. 
When fully fitted for service we feel assured that 
no works in the country can show a better or more 
economical steam-producing capacity than our own, 
and for many years no additions thereto will be 
necessary. For a more detailed and statistical des- 
cription of our new High Service Supply, we call 
your attention to the very interesting report of the 
City Engineer, accompanying this report, and beg 
to record right here our opinion that the early and 
successful completion of the system is largely due 
to the careful and considerate attention which he 
has bestowed upon the same, from its inception to 
completion. We also desire to express the hope that 
our present system of water supply may long con- 
tinue to receive the fostering care, and earnest sup- 
port of all succeeding City Councils and Water 
Boards, to the end that the health and prosperity of 
all our citizens may be assured — so far as an ex- 
cellent system of water supply can contribute to 
such an end. 

The sum of $75,000 was appropriated by the City 
Council of 1881 for the construction of the works, 
and the amount expended thus far in their con- 
struction has been $57,969.39, leaving a balance 
unexpended of $17,030.61, which we believe will be 
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found entirely sufficient to complete the same as 
contemplated in the original plan. The details of 
expenditure will be found in the Financial State- 
ment of the report. 


MOTORS. 

Apill 2nd a joint order was received from the 
City Council instructing the Water Board to ascertain 
if any arrangement could be made with the Pro- 
prietors of the Locks and Canals Company, whereby 
water motors of not exceeding one-half horse-power 
might be used for running light machinery. 

The order was referred to a special committee of 
the Boards consisting of the President; Messrs. Wood 
and Hutchinson j and on July 1st the President read 
the following communication from the Proprietors of 
the Locks and Canals Company concerning the sub- 
ject; which was transmitted to the City Council by 
vote of the Board : 

A. A. IIaggett, Esq., C. C. Hutchinson, Esq., 

Committee of the Lowell Water Board: 

Your communication of the 4th of May last, covering the fol- 
lowing order of the City Council, adopted March 22, 1SS1, has been 
received : 

“Ordered, that the Water Board be instructed to see if there can 
“be any satisfactory arrangement made with the Proprietors of the 
“Locks and Canals, whereby water-motors of not exceeding % horse- 
power might be used for running sewing-machines, jig-saws, and 
“other light machinery.” 

This order, together with your communication, has been laid 
before the Directors of Locks and Canals, who, after due considera- 
tion of the matter, have directed the undersigned to reply to the 
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By the several statutes authorizing this city to supply its inhabi- 
tants with water, the city was empowered to take water from 
various sources, among them the Merrimack River, at any point 
within the limits of the city or the town of Dracut. In one con- 
tingency only was any restriction imposed upon the use of the 
water taken; that was, that if the city should elect to take the 
water from the Merrimack River, at a point above the dam, its use 
as power for propelling machinery (otherwise than as steam) was 
prohibited. 

The reason of this restriction is obvious. It was well known that 
during a large portion of every year, all the water in the riVer 
above the dam, was then (as it is now) required and actually used 
in the most economical and effective manner possible, in propelling 
existing machinery and the prosecution of a variety of industries, 
whereby employment and means of livelihood are furnished to a 
large portion of the population of the city, and there was a manifest 
impropriety and injustice in permitting this water to be diverted 
from its present owners and purposes to be used by others for like 
purposes. 

ZESTot withstanding this restriction, the city elected to take its water 
supply from the river, above the dam, and subsequently it entered 
into a contract whereby it covenanted “that said city will at all times 
“use reasonable diligence to prevent the water drawn,” etc., “from 
“being wasted or used for power for propelling or operating machinery , 
“otherwise than as steam.”* (See agreement of Dec. 31, 1875, between 
the city and various corporations.) 

All the reasons for prohibiting the use of the water as power 
which existed at the times of the passage of the water acts and 
the making of the contract above referred to, still exist, and cer- 
tainly have no less force now than then. 

A proposition similar to that now presented, was submitted to 
this corporation, under a resolution of the City Council, passed 
Sept. 12, 1S79, and received very careful consideration of the direc- 
tors, the result of which was stated in our communication to the 
President of the Water Board, dated December 1, 1S79, to which we 
beg to refer you. The present differs from the former proposition 
only in reducing the maximum amount of power to be obtained 
from a single motor ; therefore all the objections to the former 
proposition apply to the present, and, except in degree, with equal 
force. 
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Doubtless the use of water as contemplated by the present order 
of the City Council, would afford considerable convenience to a 
few persons who in some parts of their business only occasionally 
require power, and then for brief periods only. But the use for 
such purposes is not an imperative necessity, and it is not believed 
it would add materially to the industries or prosperity of the city. 

However this may be, it should be borne in mind that this water 
is now used in propelling machinery, among which are large numbers 
of sewing and other machines, requiring no more power than those 
suggested by the order ; that the same quantity of water as the 
same is now used, will operate many machines at the cost required 
to operate one in the mode proposed; and that for every machine 
operated, and for every person who would be employed by its use, 
as proposed, other machines and persons now employed must be 
idle, unless the power proposed to be diverted is supplied by other 
and far more expensive means. It will always afford the Directors 
great pleasure to accede to any reasonable desire of the City 
Council or citizens. But it seems to them that the reasons 
given above, and in our former communication on the subject, 
ought to be satisfactory aud conclusive agaiust the present scheme. 
If no very serious injury should directly result from its prosecution 
it would be only because the opportunity would not be extensively 
availed of. But the project is impolitic and wrong in principle, 
and it is apprehended that the departure from the provisions of 
the statutes and contract of the city in this particular may lead 
to very serious complications, difficulties, and mischief in the future. 

The Directors feel constrained to decline to give their consent to 
the diversion of water for the purpose proposed by the order 
above quoted.

As this subject was so fully presented in the 
seventh annual report of the Board to the City 
Council of 1SS0, we do not feel that any additional 
suggestions thereon need be made at this time, and 
will only remark that while the acquirement of the 
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right contemplated in the order referred to would 
undoubtedly be beneficial to the manufacturers of 
water-motors, it would in our judgment be of small 
value to our citizens when we consider prospective 
damages which the city might be called upon to 
pay, even after a long and protracted contest for 
a Legislative Act, allowing such use of the water, 
especially, as was remarked in the report of 1880 : 
“As we are now already in the enjoyment of the 
right to use whatever water is needed for the 
creation of steam-power.” 

EXTENSIONS OF WATEK-PIPE. 

The extensions of street mains have been quite 
numerous during the past year, and, as usual, con- 
fined to streets of but recent construction, except- 
ing in some cases where the pipe had been but 
partially laid in certain streets, during previous 
years. In accordance with the recommendation of 
the Board of 1880, 1257 feet of the 12-inch cement- 
lined pipe, which extended on Central Street from 
Jackson to Union Street, has been taken out, and 
12-inc.h cast-iron pipe substituted therefor. During 
the present year we would recommend that the 10- 
inch cement-lined pipe, extending on Broadway from 
Fletcher to School Street, a distance of some 1500 
feet, be taken out, and cast-iron pipe laid in its 
place, for the cement-lined pipe is not to be de- 
pended upon for strength and durability, the cement 
lining being in many places badly cracked and 
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broken off, as was found in the pipe removed in 
Central Street during the past year. 

During the coming season we believe that the 
extensions will be dependent upon the growth of the 
city, as but few streets now built upon are unsup- 
plied with street mains ; and the only extensions to 
be made, with but few exceptions, will be through 
streets not yet projected or built upon. For details 
regarding the amount of pipe laid during the year, 
we refer to the report of the Superintendent, ap- 
pended herewith. 

During the year the matter of meter inspection 
was called to the attention of the Board by the 
Superintendent, who reported that owing to the large 
increase in their use, and their great liability to 
derangement and stoppage, necessitating much clean- 
ing, it would be advisable to add another inspector 
in this department, so that every meter might be 
visited at least once each month, for the purpose of 
taking the registration/ and thereby sooner discover- 
ing any stoppage or improper working of the meters. 
His suggestion was acted upon favorably, and Mr. 
Charles II. Harvey was appointed as an additional 
inspector of meters, and we believe the change has 
been productive of much good in preventing waste 
of water and improper registration, which inevitably 
result from the clogging with rust, or airy other 
imperfect condition to which meters are so greatly 
liable, and which if not visited often will not be 
noticed until much loss has resulted therefrom. 
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Early in the season it became necessary, on ac- 
count of an increase of wages given in other de- 
partments of the city, that the subject of wages 

paid in this department be considered, and a com- 
mittee consisting of the Superintendent, President, 
Messrs. Hutchinson and Hosmer, was appointed to 

consider and report whether any changes should be 

made in our rate of wages ; and on May 20th the 

committee reported to the Board, recommending 
certain changes in the rate of wages, a slight 
increase in the pay of those employes where long 
and faithful service would seem to warrant such an 
increase. The recommendation of the committee was 
adopted by the Board, and although the changes 
recommended increased our pay-roll to the extent of 
some $1500 for the year, yet we believe the extra 
compensation has proved a good investment in 
creating an increased incentive to faithfulness on 
the part of the recipients thereof. 

The roof of the coal-house at the pumping-station 
has been slightly raised, so as to permit the water, 
during seasons of suow or rain, to run off freely ; 
it having previously been of so nearly a level sur- 
face as to retain the water and snow to such an 
extent that many leaky places had appeared, caused 
by the rusting of the tin with which it was covered. 
Since the alteration in the slope of the roof, and 
the recovering of the same with gravel roofing, the 
trouble has ceased. The change was made none too 
early, as the dampness caused by its former leaky 
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condition had already begun to affect the roofing 
timbers. The total cost of these repairs was §420.18. 

For a considerable time the Morris Pumping-Engine 
has failed to do the requisite amount of pumping 
without a great loss of water, caused, as was found 
on examination, by an imperfect condition of the 
cylinder in which the bucket worked. The cylinder 
was found to have been out of a true diameter to 
an extent of nearly fV of an inch — the bucket never 
having been a perfect fit for the cylinder since the 
erection of the engine. It having been filed when 
first put in in an uneven manner, had caused a 
constant leak on one side of the cylinder by its 
being crowded too much on one side when on its 
upward stroke. This had so worn the inside of the 
cylinder that it became necessary to have it re- 
bored to a true diameter, and after being re-bored 
a set of brass rings was attached to the bucket 
so as to make a perfect water-tight fit, as it worked 
up and down within the cylinder. These repairs on 
the engine, although complicated and expensive in 
their nature, have placed it in a better condition 
than when it was first started, there now being no 
leak of water in the cylinder, whereas before these 
repairs were made, a very considerable quantity of 
water was lost by leakage at every revolution of 
the engine, the leakage occurring on the upward 
.stroke of the bucket. The cost of these repairs 
was §733.40. 
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contracts. 

February 11th a contract was made with R. D. 
Wood & Co., of Philadelphia, for 259 tons of cast- 
iron pipe and special castings, at $33.90 per gross 
ton for pipe, and 2f cents per lb. for specials, 
delivered on cars in this city. This contract was 
for the pipe and specials needed for the regular 
extensions called for during the year. 

July 23rd. The President presented to the Board 
a statement from the Engineer at the pumping- 
station, showing results of trial tests of various kinds 
of coal at the pumping-station, which were in favor 
of the Robert Hare Powelton Company, and of the 
Maryland Company’s Cumberland coal. It was voted 
to ask of the coal-dealers in the city, bids to furnish 
the works with 800 tons of either of the kinds men- 
tioned, to be delivered and stored in the coal-house 
at the pumping-station; and on July 27th the con- 
tract was awarded to William E. Livingston, for 800 
tons, 2240 lbs. each, of the Robert Hare Powelton 
Company coal, at $5.75 per ton, his bid being the 
lowest of any received.

STATISTICS. 

The total amount of water pumped into the 
reservoir for the year, was 874,996,660 U. S. gallons, 
against 823,600,870 U. S. gallons in the year 1880: 
and the daily average pumped was 2,521,604 gallons, 
against 2,401,169 gallons in 1880, an increase for the 
year, of 51,395,790 gallons, and of 120,435 gallons 
in the daily average. The average daily consump- 
tion of water for the year was 2,399,168 gallons, 
against 2,252,197 gallons in 1SS0. The amount of 
coal consumed during the year, for all purposes, was 
817M tons, against 760 4-3 tons in 1880. There have 
been 534tV gallons of water raised 165 feet high, 
for each pound of coal consumed. There are now 
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laid GStos miles of street mains, the increase dunno’ 
the year having been 5 tW miles, consisting of 3,751 
feet of 8-inch, 10,719 feet of 6-inch, and 1,114 feet 
of 4-inch, on the Low Service Supply, and 7,841 feet 
of 12-inch, 1,594 feet of 10-inch, 1,339 feet of 8-inch, 
660 feet of 6-inch, and 24 feet of 4-inch on the 
High Service Supply. This amount is in addition to 
the 24-inch reserve line across Merrimack Eiver, 
amounting to 775 feet, 1,370 feet of 12-inch in place 
of the cement-lined pipe taken out, and 1,101 feet 
of 12-inch pipe in place of 8 and 6-inch pipe taken 
out on the Low Service Supply. 

The total net charges for water rates for the year, 
after deducting all abatements, and the charges for 
service pipes have been $122,867.22 against $117,257.- 
10 for the year 1880, or an increase for the year 
of $5,610.12. In consequence of the loan for the 
construction of the High Service Supply, the interest 
on the water debt will be increased $3,000 per 
annum — making the total amount of interest annually 
on account of said debt $111,850. Yet. as will be 
seen, our total net charges for water rates during 
the past year, $122,867.22, is in excess of the annual 
interest on the loan to the amount of $11,017.22, 
indicating the early approach of the time when the 
Works will prove -self-sustaining.

supply of pure and wholesome water, we are so 
highly favored in being abundantly furnished with a 
supply both pure and inexhaustible. 

In closing our report we desire to commend the 
faithfulness of all the officials constituting the work- 
ing force of the department under our care. Where 
all have so well performed their alloted work it is 
unnecessary to particularize. We can only in general 
terms congratulate the city upon the possession of 
so faithful and energetic a corps of officers and 
workmen as this department is favored with, and 
bespeak for them a long continued and successful 
service in the positions they now so well and faith- 
fully occupy. 

Appended herewith, will be found the reports of 
the City Engineer and Superintendent of the Works, 
each containing more minute details of information 
than are embodied in our report, and worthy of 
more than a passing glance.

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REPORT OF THE ENGINEER. 


Office of CITY ENGINEER, 
Lowell, Mass., January 2, 1882. 

To the Lowell Water Board: 

Gentlemen — The undersigned respectfully submits 
the Ninth Annual Report of the work done by the 
pumping-engines, also a report of progress in construct- 
ing the High Service Water Supply. 

The calculations of the work of the engines were made 
from the records kept by Mr. James P. Roberts, the 
engineer at the Pumping-Station. On account of the 
expense of repairing the pump of the Morris engine, the 
cost of raising water into the reservoir has increased one 
dollar and two cents per million gallons. The Morris en- 
gine has pumped five hundred fifty-nine gallons, and the 
Worthington four hundred forty-six and three-tenths 
gallons of water into the reservoir per pound of coal 
used for all purposes. 

During the year steam has been used for heating the 
tar kettle, used for tarring water meters, running the 
engine lathe, and heating the engine room for the 
months of January and February. 

In December the new high service engine pumped 
eighteen hours and twenty-five minutes, the coal being 
charged to the Morris engine. All the coal used has 
been charged to pumping, and no deduction of any kind 
has been made.

HIGH SERVICE WATER SUPPLY. 

The first shipment of pipe was received June 22 and 
the last. December 3. The Superintendent of the Water 
Works commenced laying pipe, June 29, in Tenth Street, 
near Beacon Street. Much delay and annoyance was 
occasioned by the pipes not being delivered on time, as 
per contract, which carried the work into cold weather. 

FORCE MAIN. 

The force main is 12 inches in diameter and 1,905 feet 
in length. It is laid from the engine-house to Hamp- 
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shire Street, and in Hampshire Street, northerly to a point 
opposite the land of Thomas Curley, through said Cur- 
ley's land to West Ninth Street, through West Ninth, 
Bridge, Tenth and Mount Pleasant Streets to the 
reservoir. 

A check valve is located in the engine-house cellar; 
just outside the engine-house a 12-inch Y branch and 
gate is located, so that when a second engine is required 
its force main can be connected, thus avoiding the ne- 
cessity. of laying a new force main. A second check 
valve has been placed in Tenth Street, just above Myrtle 
Street. This valve is to prevent draining the reservoir in 
case of the breaking of the force main at any point 
below. It could not be located higher on account of the 
water takers above. 

DISTKIBUTING MAIN. 

A 12-inch distributing pipe is laid from the force main 
at Tenth Street through Beacon and Richardson Streets, 
to the location of the old 30-inch main, thence southerly, 
passing under the bed of the Merrimack River, to Stack- 
pole Street, through Alder Street to East Merrimack 
Street (at this point the size of the main is reduced to 
ten inches in diameter), thence through Nesmith Street 
to Mansur Street, where it connects with the old 8-inch 
pipe. The total length of the main is 5,909 feet. 

An 8-inch pipe has been laid from the terminus of old 
8-inch pipe, near Fairview Street, to Whitman Street, from 
which point a 6-inch pipe has been laid to a point 
opposite the house of Col. Albert Pinder. 

In Centralville 6-inch pipe has been laid in Beacon 
Street, from Richardson Street, 118 feet southerly. 
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RIVER CROSSING. 

The pipe under Merrimack Kiver, at Hunt’s Falls, was 
laid by Mr. Paul Hill, contractor, who commenced work 
July 14, and finished the pipe laying October 29. 

The 12-incli pipe is laid about 23 feet easterlj* of the 
old 30-inch main, and 4^ feet below the bed of the river, 
or at grade — 13.8 (top of bell). 

In addition to the 12-inch pipe, a 24-inch pipe with 
solid lead joints, driven inside and out, has been laid 
fifteen inches west of the 12-inch pipe and parallel with 
it • the tops of the pipes being on the same level. The 
24-inch pipe is intended for a reserve, and can be used 
either for the High or Low Service as the case may 
demand. Each pipe is provided with a stand-pipe and 
six-inch blow-off, both of which are located on the Belvi- 
dere shore. The length of the river crossing is 775 feet. 

An ordinary coffer dam, built of vertical plank and 
wale pieces, the space between being filled with earth, 
was used the entire distance across the river; being built 
in sections of about eighty feet in length. The bottom 
of the river being covered with boulders sheet piling 
could not be driven, and considerable difficulty was ex- 
perienced in making the dam tight. • At some points the 
water was eight feet deep. The water in the river was 
drawn down by the Locks and Canals Company when the 
mills were not running, which greatly facilitated the 
work. 

PUMPING-EX GIXE. 

The pumping-engine is a compound duplex steam 
pump, built by the Henry E. Worthington Hydraulic 
Works, and is located in the southeast corner of the 
engine-room. The brick foundation was furnished by the 
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city. The steam cylinders are 8 and 12 inches in diame- 
ter, the water cylinder 101 inches in diameter and 10 
inches stroke. The pumps have a capacity of 500,000 
U. S. gallons in twenty-four hours, when making 50 
strokes per minute, but when necessary they are capable 
of delivering twice that quantity in the same time. 

The exhaust pipe of the engine is connected with the 
condensers of each of the five million engines, so that it 
can be worked as a condensing engine when either of 
them is pumping. The steam is taken from the old 
boilers. The engine is supplied with water from the Low 
Service Reservoir on Beacon Street, through a 12-inch 
pipe, which was laid for that purpose in West Sixth 
Street, from Bridge Street to the engine-house, replacing 
the old 6-inch pipe in that street. 

The water flows through the pumps and rises in the 
force main as far as the corner of Tenth and Beacon 
Streets. From this point the engine forces the water 
into the reservoir. It requires about eight and one-half 
nominal horse-power to raise 500,000 gallons per da y 
this additional height of about 80 feet. The engine 
pumped for the first time, December 17 ; filling the 
reservoir about two feet in depth. It worked very 
smoothly and with perfect ease. The steam cylinders 
are to be covered with asbestos, over which will be fitted 
black walnut lagging and brass bands. The steam pipes 
will also be covered with asbestos, and all the exposed 
unfinished parts of the engine are to be neatly painted. 

RESERVOIR. 

The reservoir is located on the highest land east of 
Mount Pleasant Street, near the junction of Tenth 
Street. The lot contains two acres. The reservoir is 
rectangular in shape, and measured on the inside edge of 
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the embankment, is 150 feet in length by 130 feet in 
width and 20 feet in depth. High water surface is four 
feet below the top of the embankment, or at elevation 
253.5 feet above datum, being 72 feet above high water 
in the Low Service Reservoir on Beacon Street. When 
completed the reservoir will contain about 1,324,000 
gallons. 

The reservoir is nearly one-half in embankment and 
the remainder in excavation. The top of the embank- 
ment when finished will be 17 feet wide; the exterior 
slope is 2 feet horizontal to one foot vertical ; the interior 
slope is li horizontal to 1 foot vertical, and lined with 
puddle 2 feet in thickness, over this, is a layer of broken 
stone of an average thickness of 10 inches, which is to be 
covered with large granite paving from 12 to 15 inches 
in thickness. At the foot of the slope a base course of 
cement concrete, 24 inches wide on top and 33 inches 
in depth is laid ; outside of this and partly overlapping it, 
is a granite course 3 feet wide and 18 inches in depth. 

The reservoir has no gate chamber, the force main 
being laid under the embankment and bottom of the 
reservoir to the centre, where it is encased in a pier of 
masonry. Another pipe is laid from the outside of the 
embankment to the centre of the reservoir, to be used 
when needed. At the pipe pier the pipes are enlarged 
to 16 inches in diameter. Only the most southerly pipe 
is to be used at present. Through this pipe the water 
flows into or from the reservoir, as the case may be. 
When the engine is pumping more water than is being 
consumed, the balance flows into the reservoir, and when 
the consumption exceeds the supply from the engine the 
water is drawn from the reservoir. 

A space 19 feet by 2H feet around the centre pipe 
pier, is paved with granite and the joints filled with 
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hydraulic cement. The bottom of the reservoir is cov- 
ered with puddle. 1 foot in thickness and slopes towards 
the centre, where a 6-inch gate is connected with the 
12-inch pipe for the purpose of draining the reservoir. 
When the reservoir is finished the embankment will be 
about one foot higher than it is at present. Nearly all 
the puddle has been laid, and about one-half of the slope 
paving. The inside slopes are nearly covered with 
broken stone and the paving will be continued during 
the winter when the weather will permit. In the spring 
the outer slopes and a portion of the top of the embank- 
ment will be covered with loam and sown with grass 
seed. 

Work on the reservoir was commenced August 2, by 
the contractor, Mr. W. H. Ward. Water was let into 
the reservoir in the afternoon of December 17. Decem- 
ber 20, the water was drained off for the purpose of lay- 
ing the paving in the centre and levelling some surplus 
puddling material. December 22, water was let into 
the reservoir for the winter, and at present is about 4 
feet in depth. As fast as the paving on the slope is laid 
the depth of the water will be increased.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


Superintendent’s Office, City Hall, 
Lowell, January 2, 18S2. 


To the Loioell Water Board: 

Gentlemen — In compliance with the city ordinance 
I have the honor to present the ninth annual report of 
the Superintendent of the Lowell Water Works, for the 
year ending December 31, 1881. 

The Works at present are in good condition, and 
although the winter of 1881 was of unusual severity and 
the frost in many places reached to a great depth, there 
was no freezing of mains, but considerable expense and 
care was required to keep the service-pipes thawed out, 
especially in the cheaper class of tenement houses. 

THE FILTER-GALLERY AND CONDUIT. 

An examination of the filter-gallery, December 16, 
showed that quite a large amount of sediment had formed, 
covering the whole bottom of it. There was also a 
floating vegetable substance, which clogged the screens 
so as to require them to be cleaned much oftener than 
formerly. There was also several inches in depth of 
sediment throughout the whole length of the conduit. 

In order to get rid of this sediment, as well as the 
vegetable matter, the gallery was allowed to fill to its 
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full capacity, the cap on the 24-inch manhole at the 
lowest point of the conduit, at the Beaver Brook cross- 
ing, was taken off, and then the sluice-gate at the termi- 
nal chamber was opened and the water allowed to run at 
full head until the gallerv was drawn down. The result 
was that all the sediment in the conduit-pipe and a large 
portion of it in the brick conduit and gallery was 
washed out. Still as the gallery could not be drawn 
down less than 20 inches in depth owing to the continual 
flow of water coming up through the bottom of it, there 
yet remained a large amount of sediment and floating 
matter. Accordingly on the 28th of December, after 
going through the same process as before, four lines of 
hose were lowered down the man-hole at the upper end 
of the gallery and run to the extreme end of it. These 
hose were then connected with two of the fire depart- 
ment steamers and four continuous streams of water from 
the river, estimated at 500 gallons per minute, were 
forced into the upper end of the gallery. The steamers 
worked about three hours and formed quite a perceptible 
current through the gallery, so that a large portion of 
the remaining sediment was washed out and the appear- 
ance of the water became quite clear. 

PUMPING-STATIOX. 

During the past year quite extensive repairs have 
been made on the pump connected with the Morris 
engine. On the olst of December, 1880, the key which 
connects the trunk of the bucket broke and the engine 
was stopped from that time until January 8, following. 
A spare key is now kept on hand, so if a similar accident 
should again occur there would be but a few hours delay. 
Again, upon an examination of the pump made May 17, 
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it was found that both the bucket and the pump cylinder 
had undergone so much wear, having been in almost 
constant use for over nine years, that in some parts of 
the cylinder there was tV of an inch space all around the 
bucket, causing a loss of probably 25 gallons of water at 
each stroke. As the cylinder could not be removed from 
its place, a large boring bar with all the necessary 
apparatus was procured from Jerome Wheelock, of Wor- 
cester, and the cylinder was rebored, making the diame- 
ter of it | of an inch larger than it was before. The 
bucket was taken to the Lowell Machine Shop, and after 
being turned down smooth and true, a brass ring 6 inches 
wide and rV of an inch thick was shrunk on to the 
middle of it ; then two rings each 7 inches wide and -ftr of 
an inch thick, cut open diagonally and a tongue placed 
in the cut, were put on, one above and the other below 
the 6-inch ring that had been shrunk on. By this means 
a perfectly water-tight joint was made, and as the cylin- 
der gets worn the two rings will expand and probably 
will last for many years. 

Tn taking out the trunk for the purpose of reboring 
the cylinder, it was found that the shaft connecting the 
trunk with the bucket had a collar two inches wide 
shrunk on, and this collar had been driven down by the 
jar caused by pumping, so as to loosen the key which 
held it tb the bucket. This accounted' for the previous 
breaking of the key. Tn order to make a thorough job 
of it a new shaft with a solid collar was ordered from the 
Nashua Steel and Iron Company, and since then the keys 
have been examined four times and found to be perfectly 
tight. 

The large steam drum, which was on top of the 
boilers, has been removed and replaced by 12 feet in 
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length of 10-inch pipe and 6 feet in length of 6-inch pipe. 
The cubic capacity is now about ts of its former capacity 
and in consequence, the condensing surface is much 
reduced. Two new boilers, .built by Kendall & Roberts, 
of Cambridgeport, and similar to the three which are 
now in use, have been set in the boiler-room and are now 
nearly ready to run. One of the small boilers has been 
taken out and sold as there was no further use for it. 

As the repairs connected with the pumping machinery 
are constantly increasing, it was thought best to get an 
engine-lathe, as it frequently happened that much delay 
was occasioned in getting repairs done. According^ a 
lathe was ordered and built by George W. Fifield, of this 
city. It is 20-inch swing, and 10 feet bed, with com- 
pound rest, inside power cross-feed, screw-cutting rod, 
and friction feed, gibbed carriage, etc. It is driven by a 
small engine 4x6 cylinder, and has already proved of 
great service. 

The tinned roof on the coal shed had by the action of 
the weather expanded and contracted so much that it 
leaked in nearly every joint, and as the roof was nearly 
flat there was a constant drip through it during the 
winter and in rainy weather. The roof timbers next to 
the engine-house have been raised up about 16 inches so 
that it now has a good pitch. New trusses were put in 
and the roof was then covered with 6-ply mopped roofing 
and graveled, and is now in condition to last many 
years. 


RESERVOIR. 


At the reservoir an ell 14 feet x 20 feet has been 
built on the rear of the keeper’s house ; also the fence 
around the grounds and around the reservoir has been 
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straightened and leveled up, it having been thrown con- 
siderably out of shape by action of the frost. 

EXTENSIONS. 

A usual amount of extensions has been laid this year 
mostly on new streets. The principal extension was on 
Riverside Street, reaching from the Bodwell house to 
the Dracut line, where 2,154 feet of 8-inch pipe was 
laid. The 12-inch cement-lined pipe on Central Street, 
extending from Jackson Street to Union Street, has been 
taken out and replaced with 12-inch cast-iron pipe. The 
old pipe was found to be badly corroded in many places. 

Annexed is list of extensions of mains made in 1881. 

HYDRANTS. 

There have been 18 hydrants set on extensions ; also 5 
flush hydrants on Merrimack Street, 5 flush hydrants on 
Central Street and 2 flush hydrants on French Street 
have been set in place of the old style hydrants, 'which 
have been taken out, and one post-hydrant has been set 
on West Third Street. 


LEAKS. 

During the year there have been ten leaks in main 
lines at the joints. Three of these occurred during the 
month of June, in the 24-inch force main on Sixth Street, 
and were so large that the water had to be drawn off 
from the pipe to repair them. One 8-inch main on 
School Street was broken by a blast during the con- 
struction of a sewer. 

The usual schedule of main pipe laid is annexed.

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ITEMS OF OTHER WORK DONE. 

As the old wooden gate boxes were not large enough 
to admit of repairs of any gates larger than the 12-inch 
ones, brick chambers large enough to work in, have been 
built around IS of the largest gates. These chambers 
are covered with a granite stone, 5 feet square and 8 
inches thick, with a man-hole 20 inches diameter in the 
centre. The 12-inch main on Chelmsford Street, at the 
head of New Fletcher Street, has been lowered 1 feet, to 
allow a sewer to pass over it. A granite face-wall 50 
feet long and 5 feet in height has been built on the south 
bank of the river at Hunt’s Falls, over the line of the 30- 
inch distributing-main, the 24-inch reserve-line and the 
12-inch High Service Main. This wall will effectually 
prevent the bank from washing away. 

The machine which was used for testing the pipes on 
George H. Norman’s contract has been repaired, and all 
the 12-inch and 24-incli pipe used on Mr. Paul Hill’s 
contract, both high service and reserve line were tested 
to 300 lbs. pressure before being delivered to the con- 
tractor. The twelve combination drinking fountains which 
have always given much trouble on account of clogging 
with leaves, etc., hav£ been overhauled, and a 14 inch 
waste-pipe has been put in which connects the horse- 
trough direct with the sewer. The combination fountain 
on Bridge Street has been taken up and replaced by a 
cup fountain, and the one on Andover Street near Nes- 
mith Street has been taken up and replaced by a cup 
and. tank fountain of our own manufacture. 

METERS. 

The number of meters now in use is SS6, being a gain 
of 178 during the year. 
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The repairs of meters have been as follows : Of Worth* 
ington meters, 252 have been taken out and after being 
cleaned and tarred by the process described in the re* 
port of 1880, have been reset; 21 of those which were 
tarred last year have been taken out this year for re* 
pairs, and 13 have been destroyed by freezing. Five Ball 
& Fitts meters have been taken out and sent to Worces- 
ter for repairs, three have been repaired at the shop and 
three have been discontinued. Of the Fitts rotary 
meters, 33 have been taken out and found to be so 
badly worn that they were considered not worth repair- 
ing, and 3 were destroyed by freezing. Of the Desper 
meters, 44 have been taken out for repairs and one has 
been destroyed by freezing. A careful inspection is 
made and the registration of each meter is taken once 
every month. The kinds and sizes of meters now in use 
are shown by the following :

HIGIl SERVICE. 

The work of .constructing the High Service, with the 
exception of the reservoir and river-crossing at Hunt’s 
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Falls, which were let out by contract, has been done 
under the direction of the superintendent. 

The 12-inch force main has been laid from the pump- 
ing-station through* Hampshire, West Ninth, Bridge and 
Tenth Streets, to the reservoir on Mt. Pleasant Street. 
That portion of the 8-inch pipe on the Low Service on 
Tenth Street, between Beacon and Myrtle Streets, has 
been taken up and replaced by the High Service 12-inch 
main. Also the 6-inch pipe on West Sixth Street, from 
Bridge Street to the pumping-station, has been taken up 
and replaced by a 12-inch pipe in order to get a better 
draught to pump from. The extension which has been 
laid starts from the force main on Tenth Street, with a 
12-inch line, which has been laid through Beacon and 
Richardson Streets, thence crossing Durant and First 
Streets, to Merrimack River *• after crossing the river it 
runs through Alder Street to East Merrimack Street, 
where it is reduced to a 10-inch pipe and runs through 
Nesmith Street to Mansur Street, where it connects with 
the 8-inch Low Service, running through Mansur Street 
and Fairmount Street to Fairview Street. From Fair- 
view Street, the S-ineli line has been extended on Fair- 
mount Street to Whitman Street, opposite the house of 
David E. Chase ; from this point it is reduced to a 6- 
incli pipe and is laid to the house of Col. Albert Pinder. 
Applications have already been made to have the pipe 
extended on Fairmount Street to the Tewksbury line, 
but owing to the scarcity of pipe it could not be done 
this } T ear. A 6-inch extension to the main line has been 
laid on Beacon Street to the house of T. L. P. Lamson. 

Four post hydrants have been set on the main line on 
Tenth Street, six on Beacon Street, one at the foot of 
Alder Street, and four on Fairmount Street. A 12-inch 
check-valve has been set on the force main at the 
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engine-house, and one on the force main on Tenth Street, 
above Myrtle Street. 

The gates have been placed as shown by the annexed 
list: 

A brick foundation for the Worthington pump has 
been put in at the engine-house, and the pump has been 
set up and connected with the pipes. 

Water was pumped into the reservoir December 16th, 
but was not let on to all of the High Service pipes until 
December 30th, the pipes on Vernon, Richardson and 
Durant Streets, being connected that clay. 

There are already 16 new takers on the High Service, 
besides 42 that were formerly connected with the Low 
Service, but did not get a full supply of water.

Gentlemen: I have the honor to submit my 
annual report of the Police Department for the year 
ending Nov. 30th, 1881, showing the strength and con- 
dition of the force and suggesting some changes which 
I think can be made beneficial to the department and 
to the public.

The Day Patrol consists of one Sergeant and 
eleven men, who are on duty from 8 o'clock a. ai. 
until 7 o’clock r. at. 

The Night Patrol consists of one Captain, one 
Sergeant, and thirty-one men. 

The Captain and twenty-seven men are on duty 
from 7 o’clock p. m. until 4.30 a. m. The Sergeant 
and remaining four men of the Night Patrol are on 
duty from 11 p. w. until 8 a. at. 

Four men are on duty from 4 a. m. to 8 a. m. and 
the same four men are on duty from 5 to 10 p. ai. 

By this arrangement the City is provided with a 
patrol of police at all hours of the day and night, and 
I believe it is the best that can be done with the pres- 
ent force. During the dangerous hours of the night, 
from 11 p. M. until 4.30 a. ai., one Captain, one Ser- 
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geant, and thirty-one men ai'e on patrol duty. From 
4.30 to 8 A. m., one Sergeant and eight men. From 8 
A. m. to 5 p. m., one Sergeant and eleven men. From 
5 p. m. to 7 p. m., one Sergeant and fifteen men. At no 
distant day the increase in population and extent of 
our City will undoubtedly call for additions to the 
force, and the establishment of three regular reliefs will 
be an improvement that will not be much longer de- 
layed. But the present is undoubtedly an improve- 
ment over the old plan which I found in operation at 
the beginning of the year, when the City was left with- 
out a single patrolman for hours aftei* the night patrol 
retired.

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WARRANT OFFICERS. 

Two Warrant Officers are on duty at headquarters 
who serve and return the warrants issued by the Police 
Court, conduct prisoners to the Court, attend them dur- 
ing trial, and couvey them to the various prisons and 
reformatory institutions to which they are sentenced 
by the Court, and on Sundays they are on duty as ex- 
tra patrolmen. 


INSPECTORS. 

Two officers have performed the duty of Inspec- 
tors during the year with signal success and have 
shown marked ability in the discharge of duties that 
require more than ordinary tact and perseverance. 

In the early part of the year burglaries were fre- 
quent, but the conviction and imprisonment of a large 
number of professional thieves, and house-breakers has 
made this class of criminals scarce, and I believe the 
true policy of the department is to let neither time nor 
distance save the criminal from pursuit and punishment. 

I respectfully recommend the fitting - up of two 
Sub-Stations for the temporary detentiou of prisoners; 
one to be located in Ward Three, and another in the 
vicinity of the City stables. And I also recommend 
the fitting up of a padded cell at the Station House for 
the accommodation of insane people who are tempora- 
rily detained there. These people are usually brought 
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to tho Station at times when they are raving; and often 
with difficulty they are cared for and prevented from 
injuring themselves on the brick and iron work of then- 
cells. 


KEEPERS. 

Isaac L. Libby and Levi Brown have faithfully 
performed the duties of keepers, each being on duty 
twelve hours per day, and they have filled acceptably a 
position requiring great forbearance, and considerable 
disagreeable work; one that few men have the qualifi- 
cations to fill. 

DISCHARGES FROM THE FORCE. 

During the year four men have been honorably 
discharged, two have resigned to go into other busi- 
ness, one resigned on account of sickness, two have been 
allowed to resign after charges were preferred, two 
have been dismissed from the service for misdemean- 
ors; one, Mason W. Presby, has died, after 24 years 
faithful service as a member of the force. 

PROMOTION'S AND APPOINTMENTS. 

Nineteen supernumeraries have been promoted to 
the regular force. Twenty-two supernumeraries have 
been appointed.

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Many additions and improvements have been made 
during the present year, and your able and public- 
spirited Committee on Police, while striving to keep 
within its appropriation, has denied the department 
nothing that- was essential to its efficiency. 

Early in tlie year the Station House was put in 
thorough repair, the woodwork in the guard room and 
offices was newly painted and grained, and the cells 
were thoroughly cleansed and painted, new closets 
were put in and the whole premises were made neat 
and comfortable. 

A sleigh and wagon, purchased early in the year, 
have been in use day and night, and have proved to 
be a great convenience as well as a saving to the city, 
and I believe more horses can be used in this depart- 
ment with profit; and I recommend the purchase of an- 
other team for use at Headquarters, so that one team 
may be ready at all times for any emergency that may 
arise, such as answering the calls by telephone of 
citizens who are in trouble or danger, sending rein- 
forcements to officers in distant parts of the city, con- 
veying officers to tires, riots, &c. 

I also recommend the mounting of four men of 
the day force for service in the outlying districts. 
Since the annexation of this territory the inhabitants 
are constantly calling for more adequate protection, and 
I believe the best and most economical way of render- 
ing the service required is to place mounted men on 
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the outer beats, including Middlesex Village, Pawtuck- 
etville, Ayers City, Bleaehery, Belvidere and Central- 
ville Heights. 

A Rogues’ Gallery has been started the present 
year, and a large number of pictures of professional 
thieves and other criminals who have made this city 
their field of operations, has been collected. Similar 
galleries are maintained in nearly all large cities, and 
the need of one has often been felt here. And, if suit- 
able arrangements are made for numbering and regis- 
tering, it may be found of great advantage to those who 
have these same criminals to deal with in future years. 

MILITARY DRILL 

Has been introduced into the department this year 
for the first time and considerable progress has been 
made in this branch of instruction. Police duty is in 
its nature semi-military duty, and it has been my en- 
deavor to bring the force as near army discipline as 
possible, considering the duty required of police officers. 
The experience of the largest and best regulated police 
forces has convinced those who have given attention to 
the subject that where officers are called upon to act in 
large bodies a knowledge of military movements is in- 
dispensable, and no known method will so soon and so 
thoroughly accustom men to obey and respect orders 
and regulations as military drill and discipline. And 1 
have been pleased to notice the growing interest in 
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military acquirements that has been manifested by the 
members of the force. 

Target practice with revolvers has been frequent; 
and while I deprecate the free use or display of fire- 
arms, I believe that it is well for officers to have them 
at hand for use in desperate cases. 

The first parade of the Police Department of 
Lowell occurred on the 6th of October and seemed to 
give general satisfaction. A supper was provided for 
the Police and firemen who joined us in the parade; 
speaking by eloquent orators followed, and the whole 
affair was one of the most enjoyable of the year. 

LIQUOR PROSECUTIONS. 

The officer detailed for special duty in looking after 
violations of the law regulating the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors has performed his duties in a thorough and 
impartial manner. In the enforcement of this law T many 
difficulties arise, but it has been my aim to so adminis- 
ter it that none could say fear or favor had been shown 
by this department in any case. And the men of the 
day and night force are entitled to great credit for the 
valuable assistance they have rendered in the detection 
and punishment of this class of offenders. 

Mo serious disturbances or outbreaks have oc- 
curred during the year. The Police and Fire Depart- 
ments have worked harmoniously and I have heard no 
complaint of one against the other. 
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In conclusion it gives me pleasure to acknowledge 
my indebtedness to the Honorable Judge and the Clerk 
of the Police Court for valuable counsel I have re- 
ceived from them. 

And to Deputy Marshal Jacob Gr. Favor and the 
officers and men of the force who have faithfully per- 
formed their duty, I must in simple justice credit much 
of the success of the department for the year.

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SAUNDERS v. LOWELL. 

At the date of the last Annual Report ot the City 
Solicitor, this case was awaiting a hearing in the Su- 
preme Court, on the question of the legality of the lay- 
ing of the sewer. Before any assessment of damages 
should be made, it was agreed, that it was important 
that this question should be settled. Accordingly, at 
the hearing before the Sheriff’s jury, June 9, 1880, by 
agreement, the Sheriff ruled that “ no sewer had been 
legally laid,” and the petitioner excepted. The excep- 
tions were argued at the last March term of the Su- 
preme Court, and in September last a rescript came 
down sustaining them. The opinion of the Court ap- 
pears to be, that, while the petitioner does not object 
on the ground upon which a ruling was asked, the city 
cannot avail itself of that irregularity. All the city 
asks or desires is to have whatever damages it is liable 
to pay, so assessed that it may be secure against any 
subsequent assessment, and that it may be sure of a 
good title to the sewer, or a right to maintain it where 
it is now located. Negotiations looking to the submis- 
sion of the claim to arbitration proved ineffectual. 
The probability now is, that the case will be tried be- 
fore a jury, unless the demands of the petitioner should 
be so modified as to justify a settlement by the City 
Council without a trial. 

PEVEY v. LOWELL. 

This claim is similar to the preceding, and, as soon 
as a result can be reached in the Saunders case, should 
be disposed of, either by assessment of damages, by a 
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jury, or by a settlement on a basis similar to that ob- 
served in that case. 

THE CHELMSFORD STREET CASES. 

Dean et al ., Trustees v . Lowell . Hadley heirs v. Lowell. 

Stevens v. Lowell . Livingston et al. v. Lowell. 

The petitioners in the first mentioned of these cases 
are the trustees of the estate of J. B. French. They 
petitioned for damages claimed to have been suffered 
by an alleged widening of Chelmsford street by the 
City Council. They asked, also, for compensation for 
damages alleged to have been received at the same 
time as a consequence of the cutting down of the 
grade of Chelmsford street. The claim in the Hadley 
case was for widening the street only. There was a 
hearing in these cases in October last before a Sheriff’s 
jury. At that time the City Solicitor was engaged at 
the Superior Court in the trial of suits against the city 
for personal injuries. J.‘N. Marshall, Esq., of this city, 
was emploj’ed to represent the defendant in the Chelms- 
ford street hearings. S. Lincoln, Jr., Esq., of Boston, 
was also of counsel for the city, being retained by cit- 
izens of Lowell. On the petition for grade damages 
the jury returned a verdict for the city. The verdict 
for land damages in the French case was $5,226.42; 
and in the Hadley case the damages were fixed at $686. 
These sums included interest on the original damages, 
computed by the jury to the date of rendering the ver- 
dicts. It was not supposed before the trial that the pe- 
titioners would accept an amount equal to the assess- 
ment by the jury, in settlement of their claims. Ex- 
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ceptions, taken by counsel for the city, to the rulings of 
the sheriff, will be argued before the Supreme Court. 

STEVENS v . LOAVELL. LIVINGSTON el al. v. 

LOWELL. 

In these cases nothing has been done during the past 
year. The results in them will depend on the fate of 
the preceding cases. 

WILLIAM MANNING v. CITY OF LOWELL. 

This action has not reached a final disposition, which 
is due in part to the ill health of counsel for the plain- 
tiff'. 


SAMUEL FLETCHER v. CITY OF LOAVELL. 

This action was brought to recover for paving stones 
furnished the city in 1873. According to the field- 
books of R. W. Baker, City Engineer at the time of 
the delivery of the stones, the plaintiff' was not full) 7 
paid. There was some objection to the payment of 
the claims as computed by the Auditor in the case, on 
the ground that the field-books of the deceased engi- 
neer were not sufficient and legal evidence for estab- 
lishing facts to prove which they were introduced. 
No evidence was presented at the hearing in the Su- 
perior Court at the last December term, except the 
Auditor’s report, which contained a presumably fair 
estimate of the quantity of stone furnished, provided 
the evidence, on which it was in part founded, was ad- 
missible. The court decided the evidence to be ad- 
missible, and accordingly judgment was entered on the 
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Auditor’s report, and was much less than the demand 
of the plaintiff, being for $406.76. 

BENJAMIN PALMER v. CITY OF LOWELL. 

This was also a claim for a balance due for paving 
stones furnished in the same year as those which were 
the subject of the preceding suit. The case was dis- 
posed of after an examination by an Auditor, without 
a hearing in court. The amount found by the Auditor 
to be due and unpaid was, including interest from 
1 873, $322.40. 

CATHARINE SHEA v. CITY OF LOWELL. 

This was a case in which heavy damages were 
claimed as compensation for personal injuries received 
by the plaintiff' by reason of a defective condition of 
the sidewalk on Pawtucket street. The proceedings 
required by the statutes before bringing actions in such 
cases, as was claimed by the city, were not observed. 
On motion, after a partial trial in court, a pro forma 
verdict for the city was ordered. The plaintiff' ex- 
cepted to the ruling of the court. A hearing was had 
on the exceptions before the Supreme Court; the ex- 
ceptions were overruled and judgment has been en- 
tered for the city. 

ELIZABETH SHAW v. CITY OF LOWELL. 

A similar defect in the proceedings occurred in this 
case. At the September term it was continued, to 
abide the result in the Shea case; and judgment will 
undoubtedly be finally entered for the defendant. 
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NATHANIEL ALLEN v. CITY OF LOWELL. 

In this action compensation was sought for personal 
injuries, alleged to be serious, which were received by 
the plaintiff by being thrown from a carriage while 
travelling in the night time on a part of Mammoth 
road, which was in a dangerous and defective condi- 
tion, because of large stones in the road. The defect 
was easily proved. Nearly every member of the Com- 
mittee on Streets for the year in which tfre accident 
occurred, testified to the dangerous condition of the 
street at the point where the injuries were received. 
No agreement upon the damages that should be paid, 
could be reached without a trial. The verdict was for 
the plaintiff for the exceedingly small sum of $50. Ex- 
ceptions were taken by the city during the trial; but, 
after the verdict they were speedily waived, and the 
damages as assessed by the jury were cheerfully paid. 

LOUIS N. HEVY v. CITY OF LOWELL. 

This was also a case in which, it was claimed, se- 
rious injuries had been received by reason of a defect 
in the street. At the first trial in 1SS0, the plaintiff 
recovered $250. This verdict was satisfactory to 
neither party. The plaintiff claimed that his injuries 

t 

were permanent, and had crippled him. The city's po- 
sition was that any damages were excessive. By agree- 
ment of parties the verdict was set aside, and a new 
trial ordered. The second trial was ‘at the September 
term, was protracted through three days, and the ver- 
dict was for the city. The plaintiff alleged exceptions, 
which have not yet been allowed. 
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TULLY v. CITY OF LOWELL. 

This was a suit brought to recover compensation lor 
a permanent disabling of the right arm. An unsuc- 
cessful effort was made to adjust the claim without a 
trial. The case was tried at the March term, and re- 
sulted in a verdict for the plaintiff for $1250. The in- 
juty was not disputed, and the person whose premises 
abutted on the sidewalk alleged to be defective, him- 
self testified, in behalf of the plaintiff, that the side- 
walk was in the dangerous and defective condition in 
which she claimed it was at the time of the accident. 
This verdict, however, was immediately set aside, and 
the claim has since been compromised and settled by 
the payment of $500. 


SMITH v. CITY OF LOWELL. 

This was still another action of tort, based on per- 
sonal injuries incurred in consequence of a defect in 
the street. The abutter on the part of the street al- 
leged to be defective, by reason of an excavation across 
the sidewalk, was summoned b}^ the city to defend the 
action, as it was certain that he would be ultimately 
liable should damages be recovered from the city. 
He appeared by counsel, who ably conducted the de- 
fence. At the first trial, at the March term, the jury 
disagreed; but at the September term a verdict of 
$650 was returned for the plaintiff’. The abutter was 
immediately sued by the city for the amount of the ex- 
ecution it was compelled to pay. In obedience to a 
vote of the City Council the suit has since been aban- 
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cloned, on payment of a sum to the City Treasury equal 
to one-half the execution paid by the city. 

FLYNN v. CITY OF LOWELL. 

Nothing has been done in this case since the last re- 
port of the City Solicitor. 

REYNOLDS v. CITY OF LOWELL. 

The claim of the plaintiff was satisfied by the per- 
sons notified to come into court and defend the aetion. 
There was no trial, and the city escapes all expense in 
the matter.

These two suits were both instituted to enforce claims 
against the city on account ot personal injuries, the re- 
sult of street defects. They were both advantageously 
adjusted without trial.

STEVENS CITY OF LOWELL. 

This was regarded as the most important suit on ac- 
count of personal injuries that has been brought dur- 
ing the year. It was finally adjusted without a trial, 
and judgment was entered for $750. 

WEIGHT v. CITY OF LOWELL. 

The plaintiff' claims that the accident out of which 
this suit grew was caused by the negligence of the 
Lowell Horse Railroad Company. That company has 
signified its intention of assuming the entire defence ot 
the case, in response to notification given by the city. 
The trial will probably take place at the next March 
term of the Superior Court. 

SMITH v. CITY OF LOWELL. 

The injuries complained of were received by falling 
on an icy sidewalk on Merrimack street. There has 
been no trial. 

FORBES v. CITY OF LOWELL. 

The plaintiff fell on South street in January, 1881. 
This case cannot be tried before the next September 
term of the court. 

CITY OF LOWELL v. FRANCIS CARLL. 

This suit was brought to recover the amount of 
the execution paid by the plaintiff in the action Sarah 
Smith v. City of Loivell. The City Council voted to 
discontinue the suit on payment by the defendant of 
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$432 to the City Treasurer. This proposition was ac- 
cepted, the amount paid, and the suit ended. 

CITY OF LOWELL v. AL ANSON FOLSOM. 

This action was brought to recover compensation for 
expense incurred by the city in repairing Merrimack 
street, at a point rendered defective by the agents and 
servants of the defendant. The city’s claim was paid 
by the defendant without proceeding to trial. 

It will be seen that a large proportion of the suits 
against the city are instituted to recover damages for 
personal injuries. With every increase of population 
an increase in the number of such cases may fairly be 
anticipated. During the last year, however, there has 
been a noticeable falling off in the number of these 
actions, which is as gratifying as it was unexpected. 
It is notorious that a municipal corporation, when a 
defendant in civil suits, generally faces a jury preju- 
diced in favor of the plaintiff. Strong indeed must be 
the defendant’s case, if a “clean verdict” is to be ob- 
tained in its favor. Nevertheless, the city of Lowell 
has suffered little in court during the year now closed. 
The adjustments out of court have been few, and, it is 
believed, advantageous to the city in every instance. 

The “Chelmsford street"’ and “marginal sewer” 
cases have not been finally disposed of, and, until they 
are, cannot fail to occasion some anxiety. Those 
cases are certainly of sufficient importance to warrant 
their reference to a special committee of your honor- 
able body, who should become familiar with all the 
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circumstances and the entire history of the cases. 
Should the Supreme Court render a decision relieving’ 
the city of liability in the Chelmsford street cases, 
they, happily, would require no further attention from 
such a committee. The marginal sewer claims would, 
however, still remain, and would afford an ample held 
for the labors of such a committee.

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REPORT OF THE OVERSEERS. 


Lowell, December 31, 1881. 

To the City Council : 

The Overseers of the Poor of the City of Lowell 
herewith present the reports of the respective officers 
of the institutions at the City Farm. 

A brief introductory word is all that is required 
of the overseers themselves. 

It is quite obvious that the rapid increase of the 
city in population and business must be accompanied 
by a proportionate increase in the labors and respon- 
sibilities of the overseers and the officers employed 
by them ; and with this increase, the inadequacy 
and unsuitableness of the means and accommoda- 
tions, which, till recently seemed to be sufficient, 
become strikingly manifest. The hospital building 
and appointments would appear to be the first to 
claim attention, and nothing but the difficulty of 
providing the requisite means has deferred the 
extensive alterations and improvements required in 
this department, especially in that portion of it 
devoted to the treatment and support of the 
insane.- It is unnecessary here to specify other 
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changes which are demanded in the building, as 
they are quite evident to the most cursory inspec- 

tion. With such improved accommodations as are 
herein suggested, many needed alterations in the 
internal management of the institutions can be 
effected. More of our harmless and incurable 

insane can be provided for here, instead of main- 
taining them at great expense in the State hospi- 
tals ; a separation can be made between the chil- 
dren who are simply paupers, and those who are 

criminals, and more diversity of occupation can be 
provided for the inmates able to work. 

The wood-yard established last year has been in 
active operation during the year, and is a valuable 
and beneficial agency. 

Gas has been introduced into the buildings at 
the City Farm, and is a vast improvement over 

the clumsy and dangerous system of lighting by 
kerosene lamps. 

The year has been remarkable as the last year 
of the long and faithful service of Mr. Lorenzo 
Phelps, the Superintendent, who resigned at the 
last meeting of the overseers. He carries with him 
the respect, gratitude, and good wishes of every 
member of the Board. His faithful helpmeet, Mrs. 
Phelps, the Matron of the establishment, shares with 
her husband in the honor and respect won during 
the long period of their employment at the City 
Farm. 
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The Reform School has maintained its high repu- 
tation. It is now known as a model reformatory 
school throughout the Commonwealth. A very prac- 
tical token of the esteem of the overseers for the 
character and services of Mr. Lang and his good 
lady, was the increase of his salary to $1,500. 
His annual report, hereto appended, is valuable and 
interesting. 

The election of Col. Albert Pinder as Superinten- 
dent gives every promise of an active and energetic 
prosecution of the work hitherto so well performed 
by Mr. Phelps. The services of Mrs. Pinder, it is 
believed, will be of especial value in the manage- 
ment of the household, as she is known to possess 
uncommon aptitude for the class of work devolving 
upon the Matron. 

For more particular information relating to this 
department, reference may be had to the very full 
and interesting reports of the officials having • imme- 
diate charge of the institutions at the City Farm.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. 


Office of Ovekseeks of the Poor, 
Lowell, January 1 , 1882. 

To the Board of Overseers of the Poor : 

Gentlemen — In submitting the annual report from 
this office, it will be seen that we have many poor 
people among us. I find many distressed families 
that need aid, and they must be aided. 

The expense for the year is a little higher than 
in 1880 ; and every one that will, can see the 
cause. The prices of nearly all kinds of provisions 
have been unusually high during the past year. 
A large number of men have deserted their families, 
leaving wives and children, mairp of whom apply 
to the city- for aid, and in the many cases com- 
mitted to the House of Correction, numerous families 
have lost their only support and are compelled to 
apply at this office for relief. 

It is necessary to look up nearly all cases calling 
for aid, and although this has been done in as 
thorough a manner as possible, it would indeed be 
a wonder if one were not subject to more or less 
imposition. 
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I do not regret my course in aiding, for I am 
satisfied that I have tried to do my duty and that 
which to me has seemed right. 

During the past year seven hundred and three 
families have been visited at their homes, and two 
thousand eight hundred and twenty persons have 


been aided — the last number includes

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


Office of the 

Superintendent of Institutions at City Farm. 

Lowell, December 31, 1SS1. 

To the Board of Overseers of the Poor , City of 
Lowell : 

Gentlemen — In compliance with the rules of your 
Board and the requirements of an ordinance of the 
City Council, I most respectfully submit to you for 
your consideration my twentieth annual report, at 
the close of my twenty-second consecutive year in 
service to your Board, as Superintendent of Institu- 
tions at City Farm, in which I endeavor to show 
you the condition of the farm and buildings, and 
the class of people that are cared for here in the 
various institutions under m}^ charge, the cost of 
their support, and the productions of their labor on 
the farm connected with the institutions, all of which 
I hope will prove satisfactory to you in results. 


FARM. 


During the vear now drawing to its close, the 

O 1/ O 

boundaries of the farm have been somewhat enlarged 
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by the purchase of about four and two-thirds acres 
of land, at a cost to the city of two thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-six dollars ($2,886). It was pur- 
chased of Mr. S. A. Coburn, and lies on the south side 
of the avenue leading from Chelmsford Street to the 
buildings of the Institutions, and is an important 
addition to the farm. An attempt has also been 
made to purchase a similar piece of Dr. Jenness, 
on the north side of the avenue, which I hope for 
the benefit of the farm may be secured, as for 
various reasons I think it would be a most impor- 
tant addition to the place. 

During the year there has been a large amount 
of labor expended on the land, improving it and 
to keep it in condition for the production of 
large crops, and, as is well known, a large amount 
of work has to be done each successive year to 
keep it in good condition, its ^Characteristics being 
such that it would soon return to the condition it 
was in previous to the time the city purchased it, 
a large amount of fertilizers and dressings being used 
each year, and in favorable seasons it produces 
abundantly. The past season has been favorable to 
a great extent, with a few exceptions. The potato 
crop was fair, but not so large a yield as was 
expected, owing in a measure to the drought we 
experienced in the summer. The hay crop was 
abundant — more than an average of other years. 
The amount of the different varieties of hay secured 
for the vear was one hundred and ten tons. The 
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squashes did finely, a crop to the value of four hun- 
dred and eighty-eight dollars and seventy-five cents 
($488.75) being raised. Considering the dryness of 
the season the onion crop was abundant. The value 
of the crop harvested was five hundred and eighty- 
eight dollars ($588.00). The yield of apples was 
light, this being the odd year of bearing for the 
trees. The pear trees yielded a fine crop. All 
the smaller garden vegetables and fruits yielded 
finely. 

The market value of all the various kinds of 
fruits and vegetables harvested during the year was 
six thousand eight hundred and seventy-nine dollars 
and seventy-nine cents ($6,879.79), and the estimated 
value of those consumed by the inmates before har- 
vest time, was six hundred dollars ($600.00), making 
the aggregate sum of all produce raised during 
the year, to be seven thousand four hundred and 
seventy-nine dollars and seventy-nine cents ($7,479- 
.79). 

The amount received from the sales of produce 
from the farm for the year, was three thousand 
seven hundred and ninety-one dollars ($3,791.00). 

BUILDINGS. 

The buildings are the same in number as at the 
time of my last report, and the usual amount of 
repairs being done to keep them in condition com- 
fortable as they can be, most of them having been 
constructed many years ago without any adaptation 
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to the present wants of the place. The increase of 
the inmates of the various institutions keeps step 
with increase of the growth of jDopulation of the 
city, and the buildings being constructed in the first 
place for the use of paupers alone, but now there 
are the insane people here in connection with them 
as well as those that are committed here from the 
Police Court convicted of some minor crimes, such 
as drunkenness, vagrancy and simple larceny, and 
no way whatever is provided for a separation of 
these different classes. 

The expense of the general repairs of the build- 
ings for the year was eight hundred and seventy- 
nine dollars and ninety-nine cents ($879.99). One 
of the best improvements of the year was the in- 
troduction of gas for lighting purposes into the 
buildings, thus obviating in a great measure one 
great danger of fire that we have been liable to 

here by the use of kerosene, and now all the build- 
ings are well supplied with it. The cost of piping 

the buildings to the city was four hundred and 

sixty-one dollars and forty cents ($461.40). And I 
trust ere long that for the safety of all concerned 
and the comfort of the inmates, that steam will be 
introduced ; and 1 also trust, that during the ad- 
ministration of the incoming new Superintendent, 
Mr. Albert Pinder, that this and other improve- 
ments too numerous to mention, that are really 
necessary for the protection and safe-keeping of the 

different classes of inmates here confined, will be 
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made, thus relieving a great deal of anxiety on the 
part of the new Superintendent and his wife in the 
discharge of their arduous duties. 


FARMING TOOLS. ETC. 

The farming tools are all in good repair, new 
ones having been purchased to replace old and use- 
less ones, and repairs done to others. During the 
year there has been purchased a new hay-tedder. 
The carriages, wagons and carts are the same as at 
the time of my last report, the usual amount of 

repairs having been done to keep them in good 
order. The expense of the repairs to the tools, 
wagons, etc., including the purchasing of the hay- 
tedder, was four hundred and fifty-five dollars and 
sixty-three cents ($455.63). 

The amount of stock on hand, January 1, 1881, 

was six horses, seven cows and thirty-four pigs. 
During the year there have been bought three cows, 
two cows have been killed, one cow died, eighty- 

one pigs raised, forty-three pigs sold, twenty-three 

pigs killed, leaving the stock on hand, December 
31, 1881, to be six horses, seven cows and forty- 
nine pigs. 

HELP. 

During the year, owing to the large increase of 
the number of inmates in the institutions, there has 
been an increase of the number of help, a man 
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and wife, and also now there is a regular watch- 
man employed to look after and take care of the 
buildings and premises during the night, which sup- 
plies a very much needed want. The same help 
otherwise has been employed during the year as the 
year previous, and they have one and all given 
general good satisfaction in their prompt attention 
to their duties. 


SMALL-POX HOSPITAL. 

This hospital was opened again this year for the 
reception of three patients afflicted with a mild form 
of the disease called varioloid. They soon all re- 
covered, and the building and its contents were 
placed in good condition for use whenever occasion 
demands it. 


ALMSHOUSE STATISTICS. 

The number of inmates in the almshouse, January 
1, 1S81, was one hundred and fifty-one — seventy- 
three males and seventy-eight females ; during the 
year there were admitted two hundred and thirteen — 
one hundred and fourteen males and ninetv-nine 
females ; making the whole number for the year to 
be three hundred and sixty-four — one hundred and 
eighty-seven males and one hundred and seventy- 
seven females. Of this number there were discharged 
two hundred and one — one hundred and six males 
and ninety-five females; leaving the number of in- 
mates remaining December 31, 1SS1, to be one 
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hundred and sixty-three — eighty-one males and eighty- 
two females. The average number supported for the 
year was one hundred and fifty-six. There were 
during the year four births in the almshouse — one 
male and three females. 

Of those discharged in the almshouse, twenty-four 
died — thirteen females and eleven males — of the 
following diseases, eight of consumption ; five of 
pneumonia ; four of general debility ; one each of 
cancer, heart disease, dropsy, softening of the brain, 
and chronic diarrhoea, and two of scrofula. 

The ages of those admitted during the year were 
as follows : Under one year of age, seventeen ; from 
one to five, twenty-seven ; from five to ten, thirty- 
two ; from ten to twenty, fifteen ; from twenty to 
thirty, seventeen ; from thirty to forty, thirty ; from 
forty to fifty, twenty-seven ; from fifty to sixty, 
fourteen ; from sixty to seventy, eighteen ; from 
seventy to eighty, twelve ; from eighty to ninety, 
three. The average age of those admitted was 
twenty-eight years and seven months. The oldest 
person admitted was eighty-five years old, and the 
youngest one four weeks. 

The nativity of those admitted during the year was 
as follows : One hundred and forty-three were born 
in America ; fifty-eight were born in Ireland ; three 
each were born in Canada, England and Scotland, 
and one each in Holland and Sweden. 

The number of insane in the almshouse, January 
1, 1881, was forty-nine — sixteen males and thirty- 
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three females ; during the year there were admitted 
thirty-six — fifteen males and twenty-one females ; 
making the whole number for the year to be eighty- 
five — thirty-one males and fifty-four females ; of this 
number there were discharged during the year forty- 
four — seventeen males and twenty-seven females • 
leaving the number remaining December 31, 1881, 
to be forty-one — fourteen males and twenty-seven 
females. Of the number of insane discharged there 
were four that died. The above statistics of the 
insane are also included in those of the alms- 
house. 

The number of deaths in the almshouse (twenty- 
four) may seem to some a large number in pro- 
portion to the number of inmates in the almshouse, 
but it also covers all the institutions in connection 
with it ; and the whole number of inmates in the 
various institutions being five hundred and thirty- 
five, and all of those that died, with the exception 
of four, contracted the disease that they died of 
before entering the institution, and those four deaths 
were caused by measles, which were brought into the 
almshouse by a child that was admitted late in the 
year previous, and they spread through all the 
smaller children of the nursery, almost before being 
discovered. Otherwise than this the general health 
of all the inmates has been excellent, particularly so 
among the small children of the nursery, there not 
being any sickness among them even during the 
hot summer months, so trying to children liable to 
those fatal summer diseases. 
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And here in connection with this, I would ex- 
tend my heartfelt thanks to Dr. E. W. True worthy, 
for his promptness and efficiency in relieving the 
distress of this most unfortunate class of inmates 
under my charge. 


WORKHOUSE. 

This institution in connection with the almshouse 
still continues to receive persons sentenced to it by 
the Municipal Court for minor offences. The 
majority of them being able-bodied men and women, 
the city derives the benefit of their labor as well 
as paying for their support, which it would lose if 
they were sentenced to the House of Correction, 
where they would have had to pay for their board 
and lose their labor. 

The number of inmates, January 1, 1881, was 

thirteen — two males and eleven females ; the number 
committed during the year was fifty-nine — fifteen 
males and forty-four females ; making the whole 
number to be seventy-two — seventeen males and fifty- 
five females ; of this number there were discharged 
during the year, forty-seven — eleven males and thirty- 
six females; leaving the number remaining Decem- 
ber 31, 1881, to be twentyTfive — six males and 
nineteen females. 

The average number of persons supported for -the 
year was twenty ; the number pardoned during the 
year, six. 
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The commitments were as follows : One male and 
six females for larceny ; one male and eight females 
for drunkenness ; two males for drunkenness, second 
offence; nine males and twenty-six females for being 
common drunkards; one male and three females for 
vagrancy ; one female for maintaining a liquor 
nuisance ; and one male for assault and battery. 

Five were committed for ten days each, two for 
thirty days, five for two months, six for three 
months, two for four months, thirty-six for six 
months, one for eight months, and two for twelve 
months. The longest sentence was one year, and 
the shortest one ten days. Average sentence of 
those committed was five months, and the average 
sentence served by those discharged was four months 
and ten days. 

There was one committed between the ages of 
sixteen and twenty, seven between twenty and thirty, 
twenty between thirty and forty, eighteen between 
forty and fifty, five between fifty and sixty, five 
between sixty and seventy, and three between 
seventy and eight} 7 . The oldest person committed 
was seventy-four, and the youngest sixteen. The 
average age of those committed was forty-one. 

Of those committed, forty-seven were born in 
Ireland, nine in America, and one each in Scotland, 
England and Wales. 

Since the establishment of the institution there 
has been seven hundred and sixty-two commitments 
to it. 
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nOUSE OF REFORMATION FOR JUVENILE OFFENDERS. 

This institution still continues in the care of Mr. 
William A. Lang, as teacher and chaplain, whose 
devotion to his calling does not seem to be in the 
least abated, but rather continues to increase, as 
is made manifest by his constantly increasing efforts 
to make this one of the model schools of its kind 
in the country. He is deeply interested in the 
welfare of the children, both morally and physically. 
His conscientious, sympathetic and fine manner of 
government, draws its influence on the moral sensi- 
bilities of those that remain under his charge any 
length of time, producing, I think, a most salutary 
effect on them, convincing them that there is a 
better and higher way for them to travel through 
life than the paths they were travelling in before 
entering the institution. 

The institution is connected with the almshouse, 
being maintained and cared for by the funds of the 
pauper appropriation, though the Board of School 
Committee, of the city, have the direction of the 
studies taught in the school and the government of 
it so far as the school duties are concerned. The 
school still maintains its reputation throughout the 
State as being one of the best of its kind. 

The same arrangements still continue to exist 
between the' city of Lowell and the various cities 
and towns that send their truants to its fostering 
care, as at the time of my last report, and during 
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the year arrangements were made for the city of 
Fitchburg and the town of Marlborough to send 
their truants also. 

The employment of the children of the institu- 
tion has been the same as of the year previous, 
viz : chair-bottoming and garden work, out of school 
hours. 

The expenditures of the institution are included 
with those of the almshouse, they being paid for 
from the same appropriation. For other particulars 
in regard to the institution, such as studies taught, 
punishments and the method used in the government 
of the school, please see the teacher’s report ac- 
companying this. 

STATISTICS. 

The number of inmates January 1, 1881, was forty- 
two — twenty-seven males and two females from Low- 
ell, six males from Chelsea, three from Somerville, 
two from Waltham, and one each from Woburn and 
Malden. 

There were admitted during the j^ear, fifty-seven, 
as follows: Forty-three males and two females from 
Lowell, five males from Chelsea, three from Somer- 
ville, two from Fitchburg, and one each from 
Woburn and Marlborough; making the whole num- 
ber for the year to be ninety-nine — ninety-five males 
and four females. 

Of this number there were sixtv-six discharged — 
forty-five males and three females from Lowell, ten

males from Chelsea, two each from Somerville, 
Waltham and Fitchburg, and one each from Woburn 
and Malden ; leaving the number remaining Decem- 
ber 31, 1881, to be thirty-three — twenty-seven males 
and one female from Lowell, four males from Som- 
erville, and one each from Chelsea, Woburn and 
Marlborough. 

Of the number discharged during the year there 
were twenty-seven pardoned : fourteen from Lowell, 
six from Chelsea, two each from Somerville and 
Fitchburg, and one each from Waltham, Woburn 
and Malden. 

The average number supported in the institution 
for the year was forty-three. The number of com- 
mitments to the institution since its establishment 
is one thousand four hundred and eighty-two. 

The commitments to the institution for the year 
were as follows: Twenty-six for being habitual 
truants, four for truancy, four for stubbornness, 
eleven for larceny, and twelve for wandering about 
the streets. 

The ages of those committed is as follows: Seven 
were nine years of age, six were ten, four were 
eleven, seventeen were twelve, ten were thirteen, 
ten were fourteen, two were fifteen, and one six- 
teen. The average age of those committed was 
eleven years and seven months. 

The average sentence of those committed was 
eleven months, and the average sentence served by 
those discharged was nine months and twenty-seven 
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days. The longest sentence was two years, and the 
shortest one three months. Of those committed, 
forty-eight were born in America, six in Canada, 
two in Ireland, and one in New Brunswick. 

Religious services are held in the chapel every 
Sabbath afternoon • services conducted b}^ the chap- 
lain, and occasionally mass is held by some of the 
Catholic priests of the city, and all that desire can 
attend one or the other of these services. 

EXPENDITURES. 

The average number of inmates supported for the 
year in the Almshouse being one hundred and fifty- 
six. in the Workhouse, twenty, and in the House 
of Employment for Juvenile Offenders, forty-three, 
makes the whole average number supported in all 
the institutions to be two hundred and nineteen. 
The average number of persons in the institutions 
whose board was paid was seventeen, which leaves 
the actual average number supported in the institu- 
tions at an expense to the city to be two hundred 
and two. 

The amount of bills paid for all expenses at the 
Institutions at City Farm was twenty-four thousand 
seven hundred and nineteen dollars and ninety-five 
cents (§24.719.95). From this amount, I deduct the 
following items: Four thousand nine hundred and 
eighty-three dollars ($4,9S3.00), the value of two 
thousand four hundred and ninety-one provision 
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orders, delivered as per orders of the Secretary of 
the Overseers of the Poor ; sixty-three dollars and 
sixty cents ($63.60), the value of the paper, bags, 
baskets, etc., that were used in the delivering of the 
same; three hundred and eleven ($311.00), the cost 
of delivering the same; three thousand seven hun- 
dred and ninety-one dollars ($3,791.00), the amount 
received from the sales of produce raised on the 
farm ; two thousand one hundred and forty-four 
dollars and thirteen cents ($2,144.13), the amount 
received for the board of sundry persons in the 
institutions, which leaves the actual cost of the 
support of the city’s own poor to be thirteen thou- 
sand four hundred and twenty-seven dollars and 
twenty-two cents ($13,427.22), or at a yearly cost 
of sixty-six dollars and forty-seven cents ($66.47) 
each, or a weekly cost of one dollar and twenty- 
eight cents each ($1.28). 

This amount also includes the cost of all repairs 
done, the purchasing of the land previously spoken 
of, and the salaries of the officers employed in and 
about the various institutions. 

CONCLUSION. 

In the conclusion of this report, gentlemen, which 
is the last annual report that I shall have the honor 
of making to the Board of Overseers of the Poor 
of the city of Lowell, I would remark that it draws 
to a close twenty-two years of service of myself to 
you as Superintendent of Institutions at City Farm, 
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or thirty-four years of constant service to you in 
various situations in and about the institutions. I 
find that during my period of superintendentship, in 
researching the records, that there have been four 
thousand one hundred and fifteen persons in the 
various institutions under my charge, and that the 
boundaries of the farm have been enlarged, and the 
number of buildings increased, and that everything 
has been done and all the requirements and wants 
of the institutions and of the inmates within them 
have always been promptly and cheerfully provided 
whenever called for. And I would also say, that it 
gives great pleasure to remark that I have always 
received the most courteous treatment from each and 
everv one of the different Boards that I have served 
under, in furnishing me all that was necessary for 
the care and comfort of this large number of un- 
fortunate persons that have been under my charge 
in the various institutions. And I would here ex- 
tend to you all, individually, my heartfelt thanks 
for the liberality and generosity which has always 
been shown me, during the year now closing.

Of the whole number sentenced only nine have failed of excellent 
deportment. Number absconded one ; returned one. 

With the approval of Superintendent Morrill and 
mj committee, I have followed the same lines of 
study and methods of government as last year, with 
good results. 

Our modes of punishment are the same as in 
previous years, viz: to deprive the offender of a 
part of one or two meals, or confinement in a cell 
a certain number of hours, according to the magni- 
tude of the offence. It will be seen by reference 
to the list of punishments that they are fewer than 
in any previous year. 

I have taught school one hundred and ninety- 
one days, of five hours each. 

The larger boys of the school have cane-seated 
three thousand one hundred and forty chairs ; have 
also done the usual amount of labor on the farm 
in weeding the root crops of the garden, gathering 
cranberries, picking and shelling beans for market, 
etc. 

Our children are the hope of this great and 
glorious nation, and their proper training is of vast 
importance, when we consider they are so soon to 
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stand side - by side at the ballot-box with the most 
honored in our land. 

In my judgment, the city of Lowell through her 
directors, does a great work for good in grappling 
with crime among the young and wayward of her 

citizens, compelling them by force of law to enter 

her school established expressly for their benefit in 
the days of our good and wise Dr. Huntington. 

I think we do not reform so large a number of 

our children as we might, from the fact that they 
are compelled by force of circumstances to return 

to the wretched homes from whence a majority of 
them come, again to be surrounded by the evil 

influences of such localities and the same vile com- 
panions of former years. I consider this unfortunate 
class of boys and girls need pure, sweet homes and 
the purifying influences of good society more than 

all things else, in order that they may rise in the 

world and become good and useful citizens. 

The pleasures I have derived from my chosen 
profession are so largely in excess of its perplexities 
that life is a real joy, and I can truly say that 
in all the years I have labored for the city not 

one was more pleasant than the past. 

If 1 have comforted the aged poor and those 
who are sick, friendless and alone, or assisted the 

erring to find the ways of pleasantness and paths 

of peace, and made my school-room a place of sun- 
shine where our children delight to gather, and 
where the study of books is a pleasure instead of 
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a task, I feel that the labor of the year has not 
been in vain, nor will it be without its blessed 
fruit in the years to come. 

I shall ever remember with gratitude the many 
kind acts and encouraging words I have received 
from every member of the Board. 

The boys and girls of the school join with their 
teacher in hearty thanks to the directors for the 
grand entertainment and dinner given them at the 
annual strawberry festival. 

The school children were highly pleased with the 
many beautiful Christinas presents received from 
the Mayor and his estimable family. 

We are under obligations to Hon. W. A. Bussell.

Free Dispensary Rooms, 

Lowell, February 1, 1882. 

To the Overseers of the Poor of Lowell : 

Gentlemen — The Board of Dispensary Physicians 
would present to you their report for the past 
year : 

The twelve physicians constituting the Dispensary 
Board, elected by the Overseers of the Poor in 
January, 1881,- met on the first Monday of Febru- 
ary, and perfected their organization. 

The Board consisted of Drs. Allen, Chadbourne, 
Colton, Fox, Hoar, Huntress, Irish, Jackson, Parker, 
Smith, Spalding and Yiles. Dr. Allen was elected 
chairman and Dr. Huntress secretary. The whole 
Board remained in service during the entire year 
with the exception of Drs. Irish and Spalding, who 
resigned last summer. Their places were filled by 
Drs. Bradt and Ober ; and in September, Dr. Ober 
resigned, and was succeeded by Dr. Eaton. The 
Board have attended to their duties cheerfully, and 
feel that the Dispensary is doing good work. 
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The whole number of patients treated at the 
rooms during the year (from February 1 to Febru- 
ary 1) was 888. Of these the diagnosis has been 
given in 761 cases.

The drug clerk has put up 3,942 different pre- 
scriptions during the year, of which 928 were re- 
peated, making the total number of prescriptions 
4,870. 

We have suggested in our annual reports for the 
past two years, the wish that the duties of the 
City Physician might be so changed that he would 
be excused from visiting ward patients. This change 
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was made last year, and the care of ward patients 
was intrusted to six ward physicians, who were 
selected from this Board. Dr. Jackson was given 
the care of Ward 1; Dr. Viles, Ward 2 ; Dr. 
Spalding, Ward 3 ; Dr. Chadbourne, Ward 4 ; Dr. 
Colton, Ward 5, and Dr. Huntress. Ward G. Drs. 
Spalding and Huntress resigned last summer, their 
places being filled by Drs. Bradt and Ober. Sub- 
sequently Dr. Ober resigned, and was succeeded b}’ 
Dr. Eaton.

Gentlemen : — Herein is submitted the Annual Report of the 
Superintendent of Street Lamps for the year ending December 
31, 1881. 

There have been thirty-one (31) gas and thirty (30) fluid 
lamps added, and nine (9) gas substituted for fluid during the 
year, in all an addition of sixty-oue (61), making seven hun- 
dred and ninety-four (794) gas and two hundred and seven 
(207) fluid lamps owned and maintained by the City. 

The gas lights added during the year are located as follows : 
On April, Wilder, Liberty, Osgood, Bridge, Clark, Dutton, 
Livermore, Merrimack, Columbus Avenue, Chapel, Middlesex, 
Gorham, Fourth, Hanover, Westford and Whipple Streets, 
one each ; Smith Avenue and Meadowcroft Street, two each ; 
Central Street and North Common, three each ; and City 
Avenue, four. 

The fluid lights added are located as follows : Lawrence, 
Elliot, Tanner, Swift, Fay, Lundberg, Fletcher and Smith 
Streets, one each ; Chambers, Nineteenth and First Streets, 
two each; Hildreth, London, Gorham and Conant Streets, 
three each; and Mammoth Avenue, four. 

Those changed from fluid to gas are located on April, Whip- 
ple and Westford Streets, one each ; Methuen Street, two ; 
and Conant Street, four. 
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REPORT SUPERINTENDENT STREET LAMPS. 


The arrangement made last year by the burning of gas lights 
near the Banks all night still continues, and the lights near the 
different houses of the Fire Department have been added this 
year, also a large number of twelve o’clock lights have been 
kept burning until three o’clock. 

The contract entered into last year between the Committee 
on Lighting and the Globe Gas Light Company, of Boston, 
by which they assumed the care of all the fluid lights in the 
City, still continues, and, with a few exceptions, the lights 
furnished have given good satisfaction the past year.
